Symptoms in the Progre& of 
the Diftemper. :

The Mathematicks let 
in Light upon every Science, 
and it is by them only the dif- 
ficult as well as the more ecafy 
Phenomena can be explained. 
The Difeafes attended with the 
~moft obvious Symptoms, as a 
Gonorrhoea, the Small-Pox, and 
many others, lie in great Con- 
fufon amidé& the Plainnefs of 
their Symptoms and daily Expe- 
rience; but become plain and 
familiar under a rational and 
demonftrative Method. Where- 
fore, Sir, I could notsfo pro- 
_ perly Dedicate my Labours in 
‘this kind to any as to you,. 
whofe Skill is fo eminent both 
in the Mathematicks and Phy- 
fick; and I only am defirous, 
for the Beneft of Mankind, 
that the latter may receive as

The firft Confequence I will 
draw from the Account I have 
given of a Gonorrhea is, that 
the Symptoms of any other Di- 
feafe being given, its Nature may 
be difeovered in the very Method 
we found the /Vature of a Go- 
norrhoca. Now the great Ad- 
vantage in finding the Nature 
of any one Difeafe is not con- 
fined to our Practifing moft ex- 
actly in that Difeafe: But Di- 
feafes have that fuprizing Ana- 
logy to one another, that we 
cannot find the Nature of any 
one Difeafe, without the Nature 
of fome other being made ma- 
nifeft thereby. So that.a ge- 
neral Knowledge arifes from a 
particuar Inquiry, and we are 

A 4, inftrndted 
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inftru&ted from the Difcovery | 
of any one, in the Nature and 
moft perfect Practice of many 
other Difeafes.

The Fiver Alzus is a notable 
Example of this Obfervation, 
for its Nature and the Method 
of its Practice were dill more 
unknown than the Practice and 
Nature of a Gonorrhoca. Yet 
how plainly do they follow 
from the Account I give of a 
Gonorrhea, without any DeLgn 
of mine to reduce them under 
the fame Obfervations, or to 
force any Alliance between 
them. After the fame man- 
ner all the Difeafes of the Guts 
flow from the Lemma, where- 
by I difcover the Nature of a 
Loofenefs. And you know, that 
all the Difeafes of the Skin are

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but one Corollary from my Do- 
étrine of the Swafl-Pox. Thus 
harmonious and confiftent with 
itfelf is Nature found in all our 
Difcoveries. 


Thefe Advantages indeed are 
mo{t obvious and unqueftiona- 
ble, in Difeafes that moft com- 
monly occur; yet Difeafes that 
appear more feldom and are 
unknown to many Phyficians 
on that Account, notwithftand- 
ing their feeming Intricacy, are 
no lefs reducible to this Me- 
thod. So that if new Difeafes 
were to affli@ Mankind, their 
Nature, and the beft Method 

- Ss 
of curing them, would foon 
be made appear by recollecting 
and examining only their Symp- 
toms. Whereas we find that 
for want of this Method, whole 
S Ages 
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Ages of Mortality have already 
paft under other Practices with- 
out there having been any cer- | 
tain Rules eftablifhed, or our 
being apprized of what is be- 
neficial or hurtful to eo as la- 
bour under the moft common 
Diftempers. = 


By thefe very Steps we are 
led to the Skill of Preventing 
Difeafes, an Art fo confidera- 
ble that it has been the Endea- 
vour of the greatef Phyficians 
in all Ages. A/zppocrates values —

Bulk. But the want of a right 
Method of Reafoning fruftra- 
ted the Endeavours of thefe who 
attempted it, and left their En- 
quiries without a Foundation ; 
fo that they were not able to. 
carry this de§rable Art to any 
PerfeGtion. On the other hand, 
Anatomy and the Animal Oeco- 
OMY farnifh us with Symptoms 
antecedent to the Le/a Ojficia, 
or that the Functions of an 
Part are difordered; and there- 
fore by the Rules of the fore- 

cing Method, we are appriz’d 
of the Seeds of Difeafes before 
they are perceived to hurt any 
Part of us, or we become den- 
dible of a Difeale growing on 
us, which is truly the Hygzene 
of Hippocrates, and of his Ma- 
dtet Herodicus, ox Prodicus Se- 


hymbriants, 
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lymbrianus, and comprehends 
the Prophylattscal and Syntere- 


tical Branches. 


Now as the Nature of Rare 
and Nafcent Difeafes are equal- 
ly to be difcovered by their 
Spmptoms, with the Nature of 
the mof common Difeafes; fo 
it is a manifelt Truth, thar the 
Methods of curing them (which 
are always bef taken from their 
Nature) become more plain and 
obvious, the more direct Views 
we have through the Progrefs 
of the Cure. : 


What is a more wonder- 
ful, this Method leads us into 
the Nature and Power of Me- 
dicines, after it has opened to 
us the Nature of Difeafes. For 
what is the Virtve or Faculty of 

any 
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any Medicme befides its power 
of eradwatmg the immediate 
Caufe of a Difeafe, which Ef 
fect is >. alia from know= 
ing firft the Nature of the Di- 
feafe. Whar are the different 
Powers and Forces of Medi- 
cines, but the different Degrees 
of the fame /zrtuve thus difco- 
vered? From whence we con- 
fequently have the Diweé and 
Tndiret# Aé&tions of Medicines 
with cheir Pofitwe and Compa- 
vative Powers, which is the laft 
Improvement humane Reafon 
can attempt. 


A few dexterous Obfervati- 
ons made this way, and faith- 
fully related, would’ quickly 
bring PhyG@ck to its utmoft — 
Perfection. Whereas the inde- 
fatigable Induttry of Men about

nay even their Searches by Chy- 
mical Experiments likewife have 
only been able to difcover fome 
fey Properties that quickly de- 
rroyed the various Hypothefes | 
which frft (c them on foot. 
And if an Univerfal Medicine 
were to be found by a Method 
of Qualities, ic is plainly {ub- 
ject to the foregoing Methods, 
as to the 7zme efpecially, and 
the Quantity to be given. So 
that Medicines, after all the 
laborious. Application of Jingle 
and united Endeavours, remain 


altogether in the fame uncer- 


tain State and Condition Cel- 
fs complained of in his Days,

given that I/fue by ancient Greek Phy- 


ficians, as is imply’d in the word Gonor- 
rhea. But their difference is very great, 
our prefent Gonorrhea being Infectious; 
and communicable by either of the Sexes 
to the other; befides its being attended 
with many dire Symptoms, which foon 
made it to be diftinguifhed by the Ap- 
pellation of a Falthy or Virulent Gonor- 
rhea. 


ltsDefcription. The Virulent Gonorrhea fhows itlelf 
in the Difcharge of a whitifh, yellow, or 
£reen Liquor, that is made conftantly 
out of the Pens with, or without, an. 
Ereétion of that Member: As alfo from 
the Vagma of a Woman; without any 
Senfe of Pleafure, in either of the Sexes. 
The Quantity of this Efflux is much the 
fame, whether the infected Perfon is a- 
— fleep or awake. 


In a little time this Virulent Liquor 
corrodes the Paffages of the Penis and 
Vagina it runs over, and excites fo great 
a Sharpnes in making Water, that many 
Phyficians, at firft, fufpected rather the 
Stone in the Bladder than any Excoria- — 

tin in thefe Paflages; till farther Expe- 
rience taught them how to diftinguifh 
thefe

thefe Difcafes by Symptoms, they after- 
wards found peculiar to each of the Di- 
{tempers. | 


In the Progrefs of the Difeafe Men are 
afflicted with a violent, and unufual, Pain; 
when the Penis is erected; as if thar 
Member was ftrongly {queez’d together, 
by fomething without it; or, as if ir were 
tied hard round with a Cord: not as if 
the Parts of the Penis were divided and 
torn afunder, by the Inflation and Di- 
{tention of the Part. This feeling in the 
Pems, as if it was Corded, gave occa~ 
fion to the French of expreffing this 
Symptom, and of their calling it a Corde; 
which Expreflion and Name we retain. 


Such Affections are not confined to 
the Urethra and Vagina; but every o- 
ther part fmarts for the Sharpnefs of the 
Liquor that runs over it. On this ac- 
count we find the Frenum and Glans 
infam’d; by which Inflammation, and 
that of the Urethra, the Glans is fo 
thickned that the Urethra is not fhut, 
but it makes an ugly opening with thick 
Lips: The Glanslikewile is drawn down 
towards the Perineum, by the Frenum 
being fhortned with its Inflammation.

The corrupted Matter, commutiicated 
in Coition, falling on the Glans and fore- 
skin, or on the Entring into the Vagma, 
frequently produces a hard and crulty 
Scab ; though that on the Fore-skmm is 
flac, and the moft callous: The like 
Scab is often occafion’d on any of thefe 
Parts, after the Difcharge of corrupted 
Matter has appear’d for fome confide- 
rable time. ; 


This crufty Sore, from the refemblance 
it has, fometimes, to a Cancer, is by the 
French cal’d a Chancre; and we, from 
them, call it a Shanker, as is plain from 
the manner this word is pronounced in 
both Countries. The Shanker, whether 
it affliats the Glans, or Prepuce, is {el- 
dom ever without a very great Thicknefs 
of the laft of thefe parts; which 1s often 
~ fo great, as to hinder its pafling back- 
wards and forwards on the Glas: for 
which reafon, the Prepuce is either con- 
tracted over the Glans, like a Purfe; and 
thus hinders its returning backwards, 
and uncovering the Glans ; or elfe the 
Fore-skin choaks over the tendinous end 
of the Peis, and fticks fo faft between 
it and the Glays, that is cannot a- 
. 3 ain

gain be brought over it. The firft of 
thefe grievous Affections was call’d a 
Phimofis, by the Greek Phyficians; and 
the lafta* Periphimofis, or a Periepiphi- 
mosis ; whichTerms aptly exprefling thefe 
Affections of the Prepuce, have always been 
retain’d by Lat, and other Phyficians. 


Befides the mention’d Affliction of the 
Fore-skin, Phlytane or Tumors, fill'd 
with a clear, pellucid Water, have been 
found upon it; which, on account of 
their fhining and tranfplendency, are 
call’d Cryftralins ; becaule, like Cry/tal, 
they are tranfparent. Hereafter it will 
appear, how far they are to be reckon’d 
among the Symptoms of the Goxorrhea, 
or Lues Venerea, how conftantly foever 
they have ftood among that number. 


The Defcription! have given of a Vi- 
tulent Gonorrhea will be found to be 
very genuine, by its conformity to what- 
ever happens to Men and Women ine 
fected with that Difeafe, and as far as 
the different parts affected can admit of. 
We have feen, that the corrupted Liquor, 
running out of the Uyethra, and about

the Prepuce, Glans, and Frenum afteéts 
thefe parts after various manners: and 
the like corrupted Liquor, running 
out of the Vagina, excoriates its Sphin- 
cher, and produces a Heat and Sharp- 
me[s of Urine; with hard and crufty 
Scabs, or Shankers. In eftect, there is no 
difference in the fuffering of the Sexes; 
but that Men catch the Diftemper the 
moft eafily, and that Women are moft 
hard to be cured. 


‘Women, indeed, are often affected with 
another Difeafe; which, by its Symp- 
toms, is hardly diftinguifh’d from a Gonor- 
rhea; and yet as the one is never owing 
to Costion, and requires a very difference 
Method of Cure; the Virtue, as well as 
the Health, of the fair Sex require thefe 
Difeafes to be very well diftinguithed, 
both on account of their Honour, and 
their Safety. In the Fluor Albus, the 
Running is of a Liquor fometimes White, 
at times Telow, and fometimes Green; 
which is fharp, and excoriates the 
Parts, and is accompany’d witha Sharp- 
nefs of Urine; upon the account of thefe 
Symptoms it is not to be diftinguifhed 
from the Virulent Gonorrhea: For this 
reafon Phyficians have zealoufly withed 

CG 
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to be able to determine between the real 
Exiftence of thefe two Difeafes; but the 
Difference has been fo minute, that they 
never could be diftinguifh’d by any man- 
ner of Obfervation; and this Difference, 
like all other in things that very much re- 
femble one another, mutt always be fet- 
tled by our Reafon, or by that diretting 
our Experience. Hereafter it will appear, 
wherein their true Difference confifts, 
and that no fingle, diftinguifhing, and 
Pathognomonick-Symptom of them is 
for ever to be expected, 


The foregoing Defcription of the Viru- 
lent Gonorrhea is very fimple; by no 
means encumbred with any Symptoms of 
the Pox, or of any other Difeafe, chat 
can obfcure it; though we find in Phy- 
fick Books very confufed Accounts given 
of it; which perplex the Method of 
Cure both of the Lues and Gonorrhea. 
This Obfcurity was pardonable in the 
firft Practifers, the Difeafe being very new, 
and that it had no Analogy with any 
other. Some of them * did not diftin-

Years, and others + {poke fo doubrfully 
of it, thar we can har dly affirm, that they 
knew more of it than that it was fup-

a Follower, not a Forerunner of it, arifing 


from a Corruptionof the Seed, Ages occa= 


fion’d this Efflux of it in great abundance: 
Thus we might conclude from this. Ac- 
count, that the Pox had been conye yd in 
former Ages, after avery different manner 
to what a is at prefent; if the Obferva- 
tions of thefe Authors are to be depended 
upon, or that we might imagine them to 
be made in their BkOpeE Cit cumflances. : 


But chi bias ne only oe forty 
Years, and we find the manner of con< 
veying thefe Difeafes very conftant and 
diftin& ever fince that time: The Go- 
norrhea from an impure Coition, as has 
been faid, and the Pox from it, or a 
concomitant Shanker iltreated; we mult 
believe that fome. Difficulty in appre-.

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per, or at leaft of explaining its Appear- 
ances, is the true Reafon why thofe Phy- 
ficians were poflefled with fo many 
Doubts, and found it fo difficult to tran{- 
mit their Obfervations to Pofterity. This 
Obfcurity is not altogether vanifhed, but 
the Opinions of thofe Authors continue 
to have fome Influence on the Phyficians 
at this time, as will appear in the Courle 
of our Inquiry. 


It plainly follows, from the foremen- several Hypo- 
tioned Account, that the Matter of a”2/@ alleds'd 
“Ty: : to explain the 
Virulent Gonorrhea is, either a Corr “p- Gonorrhea. 
tion of Seed, as all ancient Phyficians 
who have made any mehtion of a Go- 
norrhea did fuppofe, and the greateft 
part of the modern believe: Or elfe it muft 
be Pus, Matter, or Quittor bred in fome 
place where the communicated Caufe 
can operate. Or it muftbe a Corruption 
offome Liquors naturally prepared, and 
feparated in fuch Places, or the Matter 
of an Ulcer joined with this. Now in 
order to difcover which of all thefe this 
Matter of a Gonorrhea may be; as al- 
fo if any Places are exulcerated, or do 
otherwife contribute to this Supply; or 
how the Contagion may afterwards 
{pread from thé Place firft affected; it is

neceffary to give fome general account of 
the Parts, where this Diftemper may 
poflibly be fituated; it being reafonable 
to think, that we may remove fuch Dif- 
ficulties by knowing the Frame, the Ufe 
of, and Paffage to them.

Supply; or others, that might give it, 
cannot be reached by the Contagion, 
efpecially at the beginning; it is manifeft 
that they do not furnifh the Matter of 
the Running, howfoever promifing they 
may be.

The Parts fuppofed to be con- 
cerned as the Seat of 4 Go- 
norrhea. 


HE feveral Suppofitions of Phyfi- 

cians, mentioned in the foregoing 
Chapter, direct us to thofe Parts thar 
feem any way concerned in the time of 
a Gonorrhea; whichare either they that 
make the Seed, they that keep it, or 
they that carry it off. But as none that 
has the leaft Intereft in this Inquiry, 
wants any Information, about the out~ 
ward Figure of the Parts of Generation 
in both Sexes; I will infift more parti- 
cularly on their inward Structure, which 
are not fo obvious, and yet give great 
Light in the prefent Difcovery. 


And firft the Vagina of Women is Te Vagina. 
particularly to be confidered; becaufe 
it may have a greater Concern in the 
Courfe of this Difeafe, rhan it is gene- 
rally belicved to have. It is made ca-

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pacious enough for admitting the Peyis 
of a Man, and excluding the Fetus in 
every Woman fit for Generation; tho’ 
the Cavity of their Womb is ever fo 
narrow. Its zward Subftance is Ner- 
vous, its outward a loofe Membrane, 
with fome jie/by Kbres running along

There are many fmall Canals found 
in the Vagina, but the moft and the 
largeft of them are about its lower Parts, 
where the Urinary Paflage opens into it. 
Out of thefe Canals flows a quantity of 
flimy Serum fufficient to moiften thefe 
Parts, and to defend them ftom the A- 
crimony of the Urine; which Liquor, 
fometimes, darts abundantly out of the 
Pudenda in time of Coition; and was 
commonly reputed the Seed of a Wa- 
man, but without any good Reatfon. 


The Duéts that lie between the 
Sphincter of the Urethra and the inner 
Membrane of the Vagina have been 
longeft known, and were called La- 
cuna@, by de Graaf, and the reft equally 
the fame Name, fhall hereafter be called 
Lacuna. . 


The 
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The Vagina has a fort of Sphinéter 

Mufcle; which, being fituated a little 

lower than the Clitoris, ferves to con- 

tract its opening. 


This Defcription of the Commpofition, 
Form and Ue of the Vagma feems to be 
fufficient for the prefent purpofe, and I 
need only to mention the Lips, Nyv- 
phe and Clitoris, in order to explain the 
Symptoms that affect them, in the courfe 
of this Difeafe, it being improper to fay 
more on this Subje&t than what Necef- 
fity requires. 


I fhall only obferve, that all the Ufe dilating m- 
of dilating Inftruments, in the Penctice 17" ni 
of Midwifty, is with refpec&t to this 
Sphintter Mufcle only; becaufe they are 
not of any ule for dilating the Womb, 
and the Vagina wants no {uch dilatation. 

But as the Praétice of thefe Inftruments 
is not only ufelefs, but dangerous; and 
as they that ufe them either deceive 
themfelves, or would deceive others, 
{hall forbear faying more of them at pre- 
fent; efpecially fince the Shops of Arti- 
fans might fupply us with many; if any 
fuch Inftruments were found of any teal 


Ute, This 
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This Obfervation is- abfolutely ciue 
from the Struéure of thefe Parts; but 
as every Truth has a new Confirmation 
given it, when it is drawn from a dif. 
ferent kind of Reafoning , or Obferva- 
tion; fo this is confirmed by the Expe- 
rience of an excellent Praétitioner in 
Midwifty. It will be fufficient to repeat 
his Opinion on this Subject, defiring the 
Book may be confidered by thofe, who 
would know more of this Matter. * For- 
mer Phyficians, {ays he; killed many more 
Children than they ever faved, by theiy 
Openers of the Womb, Hooks, ‘and o- 
ther extraordinary Inftruments. 


But to proceed; we will next defcribe 
the Parts of Generation in Men, that 
are fuppofed to be firft, and chiefly af- 
feted in a Gonorrhea: And becaule 
fome fuppofe the Varulent Liquor to 
flow from the Proftate and Seed-Blad- 
ders through the Urethra ; we will more 
patticularly obferve what appears in dif 
feGting thofe Parts.

The 
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The Parts of the Pemis, cominonly 
affected, in the Courfe of the Diftemper, 
are the Prepuce, frenum, Glans, and 
Urethra. The Prepuce is compos’d of a The Prepuce. 
doubling of the Skin of the Penis, and 
is eafily pufhed backwards, and as eafily 
returns forwards by its natural Structure, 
and the help of the renum. Its Ute is 
to cover the Glans, and thereby to pre- 
ferve the exquifite Senfe of Feeling in that 
Part. 


The Fvenum is nothing elfe but the re Frenum. 
outward Membrane of the Glans, which. 
is double in this Part; in which there is 
a Cavity, wherein this Ligament moves. 


The Glans is the moft extream Part rie Glans. 
of the Penis, and is of a very particular 
Subjtance ; being neither a conttnuation of 
the Urethra, nor of the Cavernous Bodies, 
(as every Anatomuft has hitherto believd 
it to be) but 1s affixed to the Cavernous 
Bodies by a flender, long, Ligament; 
which Ligament 1s compoféd of the ter- 
mination of the Fibres that make the Coats 
of thefe Bodies: So that when the Ure- 
thra zs removed from the Glans, and this 
{ticks only to the Ligament; it very much 

refembles

refembles.a Mufbrome {ticking to its Stalk. 
The beginning of the Glans is thicker 
than the Part of it that joins the Penis ; 
but it is thinner, and fharper, at its end: 
its Membranes are thi and tender, be- 
caufe of the extraordinary Senfe of Feel- 
ing defigned in that Part. There are 
many Glands that feparate a Liquor, 
which moiftens the Glaus, and makes 
the Prepuce flip over it more eafily. 


The curious internal Structure of the. 
Penis, and of the Cavernous Bodies, of 
which it is compofed, would deferve out 
particular Confideration; did not this 
thort account forbid us from infifting up- 
on a part unable to furnifh out the Mat- 
ter of a Gonorrhwa ; however ufeful the 
Arteries of the Cavernous Bodies will be 
found, in having another Liquor fepa- 
rated from the Blood; which is of a more 
immediate Concern to our prefent En- 
quiry. Let us therefore examine the 
Chanel through which the Seed and 
Urine pals; the undoubted Pipe, thro’ 
which the Contagion of a Gonorrhea is 
conveyed. :

cween them. It has two Membranes 
which are thin, and ftreightly wove. 
The outward Membrane covers the our= 
ward Part of the Urethra, and the in- 
ward terminates at its Orifice. The in- 
ward provides only the infide of that 
Chanel. Between the two mentioned 
Coats is a third, which is {pongy, and 
is of the Nature of the nervous Bodies of 
the Penis. This {pongious Coat has no 
Communication with the Nervous Bo- 
dies, but by their Veins; fothat you may 
blow into either of them without blow- 
ing up the other; if this accidental Com- 
munication is avoided: And this Confi- 
deration not being duly regarded, occa- 
fions all the Difputes we find among 
Anatomifts, fome afferting, upon their 
Experience, that the Cavernous Bodies 
may be inflated from the {pongious, and 
wice ver[a ; while Ruyfch and Morgagni 
oppofe them: The firft, becaufe he {el- 
dom found that either the Nervous Bo- 
dies could be inflated from the {pon- 
gious Coat; or this from the former. 
Morgagni {ays, that he never could in- 
flate them from one another; and he 
makes an Experiment, which fully fhows, 
that their Subftances do not communi- 
cate; while he is not apprized of the

' Fens. The Urethra becomes thinney 


and more compact, the farther it goes 
towards the Glaus; and at latt ends in 
a thin Membrane. 


Lt 1s remarkable that this Membrane 
has two confiderable foldings that run 
parallel to each other from the middle of 
the Urethra on to the Origine of the 
Glans, and feem not only defign’d to 
Screen the Lacune, but alfo to direét the 
Courfe of the Urine and Seed, as they 
are thrown out of the Penis; their 
Ridges firaitning the Canal cut through 
the Stream of the Urine, and occafions 


«us tusfting while it runs out, as we 


Its Openings. 


commonly find tt does. 


But what is very much to the prefent 
purpofe, many Openings are found in 
the Urethra; which contain a whites 
muctlaginous Liquor; this Liquor being 
wifely provided by Nature, for defend- 
ing the inner Coat, againft the Sharp- 
nefs of the Seed and Urine ; and in the 
Failure of this Liquor the Penis and 
Urethra have often been known to 
fufter. 


The 
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_ The general Ufe of this Liquor, and 
the Liquor itfelf, have been very anci- 
ently known; though, in Length of 
time, it has been more patticularly de- 
{cribed, and ar laft I have been able to 
difcover from whence it is brought into 


its Refervoires, and by what Means it is - 


kept there, without any hurtful, or dif- 
agreeable Difcharge of it into the Ure. 
thra; notwithftanding of the plentiful 
Provifion Nature has made of it; which 
Provifion has made de Graaf doubt of 
its real Ufe, becaufe of the feeming Pro- 


fufenefs. 


Galen was well apptiz’d of this Li- 
quor, and of a purpofe it might ferve in 
preferving the Penis from an oflenfive 
- Dryne(s, whereby it might become crook- 
ed; but afterwards, he informs us that 
Nature may have prepared. this Liquor 
for keeping the Paffage of the Penis, or 
the Urethra, fmooth and flippery, that # 
may be thus defended againft the Sharp- 
nefs of the Urine. 


Authors, in after-Ages, have been fen- 
fible of this Liquor, and of its Ufe; tho’ 
they knew nothing of its Rife, and Ori- 
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ginal; as is plain from Laurentius, Rio- 
lanus, Bartholin, Wharton, Everard, 
Eiighmore, Dionis, Diemerbroeck, Mor 
gagm and Terraneus. 


De Graaf, indeed, is not only ac- 
quainted with this mucilaginous Li- 
quor, but believes it to be feparated by a 
Glandous Body; yethe thinks the Quan- 
tity {o profufe, that he declares all Au- 
thors miftaken, who think it provided 
for moiftening and befmearing the Uri+ 
nary Paflages. At the fame time he is 
very particular in fetting forth the Paf- 
fages of this Liquor themfelves, while he 
argues againit its Ule; Quum innume- 
rabiles utpote vie, que per totum Uve- 
thre duttum, prafertim in vitulis aliif- 
que animalibus grandioribus, confpiciun- 
tur. (his Account is fo very diftinc, 
that we may wonder why he did not 
make a fuller, and more perfect Difco- 
very of the Holes and Refervoires, and 
even of the manner of conyeying this 
Liquor from its Fountain. 


It will hereafter be made appear that 
Nature has not been profufe in her Pro- 
vifion of a Liquor; fo neceflary for de- 


fending an ufcful part from Dangers dai 


ly 
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ly threatning it; and in fuch a manner 
as fhews Nature’s Oeconomy in diftri- 
buting a Liquor preferved in great ftores, 
without interrupting the Adtion of the 
Part, either in preparing, or prefery- 
ing it. | 


But as Morgagni and Terraneus have 
been contemporary with me in thefe In- 
quiries, fo | have been more happy, and 


have made a_ fuller Difcovery both of 


the Holes, and of the Difeafes of this Li- 
quor than both thefe excellent Authors 
together ; I fhall therefore give a faithful 
Relation of what the mentioned Authors 
have difcovered; and I fhall, next, fhow 
the Succefs I have met with in the ame 
Inquiry. | 


Great and ufelefs Difputes have been 
in Italy, which of thefe forementioned 
Anatomitts firft render’d de Graaf's Ac- 
count more full and perfect. Fautoni 
was firft acquainted with what Ter- 
raneus had found; and, on that account, 
informs us with the Difcoveries of that 
Author: Yer Morgagm {afficiently vin- 
dicates his Difcoveries, both asto Time, 
and Plaianefs; that they were more early, 
and more obyious than thofle of Zerra- 
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neus. Formy part; I am fully perfuaded, 
that cach of them purfued the Hints of 
de Graaf, and made the Difcoveries they 
communicated to the World, without 
any Hint or Information from one an- 
other; and it is very manifeft, that Mor- 
Lagmi firlt heard of Terraneus’s Tables 
by Fantoni. 


The learned Doctor Lancifi does not 
determine between thefe Authors Pre- 
tences to Priority of Invention, when he 
writes to me about his having read my 
Book of the Gonorrhea: He only ac- 
quainted me, that the contending Au- 
thors were not unacquainted with the 
Foles in the Penis, nor with the Liquor; - 
though neither of them was {0 particular 
as mylelf, nor had they fo happily ex- 
plain’d the Gonorrhea, that altogether 
proceeds from a fickly State of the Li- 
quor, contain’d in the Refervoires of the 
Penis ; and I am apt to think that Zer- 
vaneus and Morgagni knew as little of 
each other’s Difcoverics, as I did of either 
of theirs, or they of mine; for Lancefi 
firtt acquainted me with their Difcoveries, 
and the learned Doétor fohn Mitchell 
was the Perfon who brought Jerraneus’s 
Book into England, and which I read 

with 
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with pleafure in 1720. It was from this 
very Book, the Dutch Edition was made, 
about the End of that Year. 


I will begin with Morgagm ; who af- 
firms, that, fome Yeats ago, he had ob- 
ferv’d, in the upper fide of a Man’s Ure- 
thra, many {mall Holes; which were 
difpofed on the fame ftreight Line length- 
ways in the Urethra. 


In moft People the Holes begin to 
fhow themfelves at the Paflage of the 
Urine, an Inch before it ends; and they 
finifh it in about feven or eight Inches 
ftom where they began: And as there 
are feldom more than ten or eleven of 
fuch Holes, fo there are feldom fewer than 
three or four. They keep no great Or- 
der in their Diftance from one another ; 
yet very often one will be an Inch di- 
ftant from another; and the laft efpe- 
cially are lefs diftant one from another 
than the firft: And as the Diftance, fo 
their Largenefs, is uncertain; but in that 
manner, that the firft Holes are larger 
than the laft. | | 


The largeft of the Holes requires a 
Grain of Wheat to cover it, and the 
C4 leaft 
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leaft admits of a Hog’s-briftle. Befides 


thefe larger Holes there are many more, 
but very f{mall, that pierce the Urethra 


hear the larger; fometimes higher, and 


fometimes lower than them, and appear. 
like round, white Bodies, when they do 
hot difcharge their Liquor. 


The Holes, being prefs’d, void a whi 
tifb, thick, and flimy Liquor, as de Graaf 
and others have formerly affirmed; and 
if they are further prefled ftom above, 
after the firft Difcharge of Liquor, more 
may be exprefled; tho’ not fo readily, 
if the Preflure is made from the lower 
part of the Hole. 


Morgagni farther afares us, that we 
may pals a Hog’s-briftle, upwards, in the 
Openings, but feldom or never down- 
wards; there being rarely a continued 
Paflage from one Hole into another. The 
Figures of the Holes, in fome, are Llep- 
fick, and in others Triangular , accor~ 
ding to the famous Morgagni. 


Ic muft be confefs’d, that the fore- 
going Account ofthe Holes, from whence 
the vifcous Liquor flows into the Urethra, 
is very plain, and the Holes themfelves 

are 
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are eafily found; but then this Account 


does not ath us about the Origine of 


the Liquor itfelf, nor how it is convey’d 
into the Holes; neither do we know 
whether it can find any other way of 
being carry’d off, when its Quantity is 
fuperfuous, as de Graaf jaftly fears it 
may fometimes be. Hereafter thefe Dif- 
ficulties will be removed; but it is now 
time to inquire what Terraneus has dif- 
cover’d; efpecially, that his Labours were 
principally intended, for getting light in- 
to the Nature of a Gonorrhea. 


Ifwe confider either the fecond Figure 
of Tervaneus, or what he relates in his 
Book, we mutt confefs that the Holes in 
that Fioure do not anfwer the Originals 
we fi et in Nature; and that he has only 
feen fome of the {mall number of little 
Holes, Morgagnt mentions as interfperfed 
about the larger E:xcretory Orafices, as he 
calls chem, in the Urethra. 


_ Lerraneus, at great length, defctibes 
the difgregare Glands in the Urethra; 
and that {fo minurely, as to aflign their 
Figure, and fometimes the numbers of 
them, together with their Excretory 
Du ffs pierc ing into the Urethra. At 

prefent 
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prefent it is unneceflary to infift on his 
account, fince the Truth of this Ana- 
tomy will more fully be made appear as 
we purfue this Inquiry. However, I per- 
fuade myfelf thar I fhall pleafe ome Rea- 
ders, by relating the Method the learned 
Fantoni would reconcile the Difpute be- 
tween Morgagm: and Terraneus, about 
the Goodnefs of their Difcoveries, and on 
the Earlinefs of them; or which of them 
were the firft Difcoverers. 


Fantoni, as it appears by Morg agni’s 
Adverfaria, feems firt to have been 
made acquainted with the Tables of Zer- 
vaneus ; and to have inclined favourably 
to him on that account; though, by 
what I have here related, there is no 
competition between their Difcoyeties, 
however one of them may be truer than 
the other. But chat there might be no 
breach of Friendthip, Fantoni gives the 
whole Invention to Morgagni, and ex- 
prefly fays, that he could not have any 
hint from de Graaf: as, on the other 
hand, Terraneus is fuppofed to have difz 
cover’d all thefe diferegate Glands, with- 
out being obliged to Monfieur Mery, or 
Mr. Cowper : Thus an Accommodation 
is truck between two contending Friends, 

to 
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co the Detriment of two Strangers, a 
French, and a Dutchman. Vhe Areu- 
ment for the firft, is a perhaps: * for. 
perhaps de Graaf may have feigned thefe 
Holes; and the fecond’s Title is litrle 
better eftablifh’d than that of the former; 
for the Adftites Glandule of Terraneus, 
which they would call fecond Proftate, 
do not differ from the Glands and Ex. 
cretory Duéts of Monfieur Mery. Fan- 
toni, “tis true, is pleafed to queftion this 
Invention, but upon a very flender ac- 
count; becaufe (as far as he knows) no 
Anatomift in France, makes mention of 
them after him; and that they of the 
Royal Academy, who have defcribed thefe 
Glands, have publifbed them as the Dif- 
covery of Mr. Cowper. 


But this Prefent of Fantoni’s does not 
pals with Zerraneus ; who acknowledges 
+ that Mery had fully defcribed thefe 
Glandsin 1684. Zomext. ofthe Journal 
des S¢avans. t+ Morgagnt, too, is more 
fall; when he affirms that Zerraneus 
muft have taken his account of the Con-

| glomerate 
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glomerate Adftites, and of their Dus 
from Mery, (as he as good as confeffes) 
or afterwards from Mr. Cowper; and 
fo far is the Ingenuous Morgagni ftom 
thinking de Graaf’s Duéts a Fidtion , 
that he charges Zerraneus with taking 
his Invention of his Duéfs and final 
Holes in the Urethra, from them. 


If I were to judge in this Controverfy, 
frather think that Terraneus endeavoured 
after all proper Means, for afifting him 
in the Do&trine of the Gonorrhea, than 
that he valued himfelf as an Inventor ; 
for why, otherwife would he produce 
Mery's Defcription of the Glands, and of 
their excretory Dué#s he had difcovered ; 
they being really the fame with his Ad. 


Stites Conglomerate; which he, on that 


Suppofition, would now pretend to dif 
cover. | 


To proceed, as there is no doubt 
can bemade of de Graaf’s having known 
Lacuna in the Urethra of Men, nor of 
their Liquor being very anciently difco- 
vered; fo at this time, when that exccl- 
lent Anatomift, Morgagni, was fearching 
into the Parts of Generation, it was my 


_ fate to-turn my Thoughts on the fame. 


Subject ; 
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Subject; with a defign to draw from 
thence a better account of a Gonorrhea, 
when I not only obfervedthe Lacune well 
defcribed by Morgagni, but many more 
difpers’d up and down the Urethra; all 
of them apparent to the naked Eye. Be- 
fides thefe, there are two large Lacune 
that open on the Glans ; one of each 
fide the Urethra, as it is laid open for 
our prefent Inquiry. 


Some of the Openings Morgagni had 
defcrib’d, have manifeft Canals leading 
towards the Glans, and his firft grear 
Opening is vaftly greater than ic had 
ever appear’d to him ; it being three Lines 
Diameter, and nine in length. I haye 
likewife found another Order of Holes 
under fome of the largeft; infomuch, 
that the lower Order did admit of a 
far pficord Wire, while there was a pretty 
large Probe in the upper. 


By blowing into the Lacunz beyond 
the Glans, I found that the Air pafled 
into the nervous Bodies of the Penis, 
and the fpongious Coat of the Urethra: 
but asa proper Injeétion could only con- 
du& us through the Mazes of the La- 
tuna, \took Mr. St. André and his fin- 
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gular Injection to my affiftance; with 
that Satisfaction, that, by injecting from. 
the firft Lacuna of Morgagni, we found 
all the moft apparent Lacune fill’d with 
the Wax; befides ain incredible Num< 
ber of Lacunula in the Penis, and Glons, 
that had never before been feen. The 
{pongious Coat of the Urethra was fill’d 
at this InjeGtion; but as chat had been 
opened for thé more commodious con- 
veying of the Injection, a great Quantity 
of the injected Wax was driven out at 
the opened parts of it. The Wax, that _ 
was thrown into the Lacunz, partly 
pafled off at the returning Veins on the 
Back of the Penis; whete ic hardned, 
gratefully recompenfing our Attempt, 
and yielding us great Pleafure and Satif- 
faCtion. 


By this Experiment we could reckon 
nine Openings in the Urethra, lying all 
of them on the fame ftrait Line; two 


Openings on the Glans, and above thirty 


diftin& and plain Openings in the Ure- 
thra ; befides an infinite number of La- 
cunule, whole Orifices are not fo ma- 
nifeft and apparent as thofe we formerly 
mention’d: Which Lacunulecould never 
have been deteéed in any other way, 


~ but by this InjeCtion, - From 
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_ From this Experiment it plainly fol- 
lows that there is a free Communication 
between all the Lacune: As alfo, that 
the whole Urethra is full of Lacune, 
fmaller or greater; arifing not only from 
the upper fide of the Urethra, but pro- 
céeding likewife out of the {pongious 
Coat: This Diflerence may be plainly 
 difcover’d on the different Figures of 
Morgagm, and of this Book; the Quan- 
uty of Lacunze not filling his Figure, as 
they do in the laft. 


We may likewife conclude; that any 
impediment happening to a free Dif- 
charge of the Liquor of the Lacune, 
the retain’d Quantity may be catry’d off 
by the Veins of the Penis: though a ve- 
ry great Quantity is always wanted, it 
being entirely wafh’d away every time a 
Man makes water. 


But to confirm the Conclufions drawfi 
from. this Experiment, another was made 
without opening the Urethra ; and where- 
by all the Veflels of the Penis were inject- 
ed. The Ziack Artery in the upper part 
of the Thigh being tied, Wax was in- 


jected into the Aorta under the Emul- 
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gent Branch; which took the Courfe of 
the Blood, and came out at the great 
Lacuna, {ticking out of them like pieces 
of red Coral; and as all the interme- 
diate Parts were irjected, it was eafy to 
trace the Courfe of the Veflels, even in- 
to the Penis. What is more particular 
to our purpofe, not only the Blood- 
Veffels of the nervous Bodies of the Pe- 
ms, and of the fpongious Coat of the 
Urethra were inje&ted, and from them 
Morgagni’s Lacune, all the Orders of 


Lacuna, before unknown; infinite Num- 


bers of Lacunule communicating with 
the greater; and even the Veins of the 
Urethra were fill'd with the Wax, and 
appear’d on the Cavernous Bodies. 


The Fore-skin likewie, the Glans, 
Fraenum, the Skin, the Tefticles, and even 
the Accelatory Mujcle, were all fill’d at 


one Injection. 


There were Lacune found, runnin 
down as far as the Bladder, upon the 
Verrumontanum, or Caput Galli, and on 
each fide of it. | 

Upon diffecting the Part, the Struc- 
ture of the Penis was found widely to 
difler from the Account Authors have 

given 
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given of it: But as a.better Anatomy of 
the Penis is at prefent unneceflary, I 
fhall only add; that there was not one 
Gland in any partofit; and that num- 
bers of Lacunule, had their Origins in 
the fpongious Coat of the Urethra, as 
well as in the nervous Bodies of the Pe- 
nis. In eftect, the whole Urethra is as 
full of thefe Veflels as it poflibly can be; 
and there are not only sultd plura than 
eleven Lacunge,; but their Numbers can- 
not be reckon’d. 


I have infifted the longer in this ac- 
count of the Lacuna, large, and {mall, 
becaufe the Narure of the Gonorrhea 
has been found to confift, altogether, in 
the corrupted State of their Liquor. 
Befides, it is very agreeable to find by 
what Steps the Difcovery of Lacune 
and of their Liquor has been made; till 
I have compleated the Inquiry, and with 
it the Account of one great and dange- 
rous Difeafe of that Liquor. Phyficians 
were anciently perfuaded of there being a 
_ Liquor in the Urethra, and commonly be- 
lieved it was to ferve the Purpofes it real- 
ly does. Dr. Graaf only, who firft ob- 
ferv’d its Paffages, diftrufted its Ufe af- 
figned by others; without afligning any 
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Ule defigned it for it by Nature. Mor- 
fagni renders the Paflages of de Graaf 
more con{picuous, and re-eftablifhes the 
natural Ufe of their Liquor; while Ter- 
yaneus is not better apprized of the Paf- 
fages than de Graaf; and makes no man- 
ner of ufe of their Liquor in explaining 
the Gonorrhea: But too much indulges 
his Fancy about Glands altogether ima- 
ginary. 3 


One great Difficulty, in difcovering the 
large Lacuna, {eems to proceed from the 
double foldings, I obfery’d in the inner 
Coat of the Urethra; which foldings 
not only skreen the Lacunz, but pre- 
vent likewife a difagreeable Difcharge of 
their Liquor; though, at the fame time 
they skreen the Lacuna, they have con- 
cealed them from common Sight. For 
the Foldings run parallel to each other, 
the Lacune being between them.

Note, That all the Lacuna, Lacunula, 
the Veims, and the Corpus Caverno- 
fum were filld at one Injection, made 
from the firft Lacuna of the Urethra. 


After this large Account, it is unne- 
ceflary to mention the Liquor ftom 
Mery’s, or Mr. Cowper’s, Glands; or 
that which may flow from Litre’s Floc- 
cult, as Morgagni calls thefe Glands: 
their Liquor being beftow’d within the 
Bulb of the Urethra, though it be of the 
fame Nature with that of the Lacune. 
We thall therefore briefly purfue the re- 
maining Inquiries from Azatomy ; what 
_ we-have already difcovered, having been 
found of the chiefeft and moft principal 
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Ule and Service, for inftrudting us about 
the Nature and furprifing Appearances in 


the Courfe of a Gonorrhea.

flate, Caruncles, Caput Galli, and Veft- 
cule Seminales. The laft are a Mem- 
branous Subftance, and are fituated at 
one fide, on the back part of the Blad- 
der of the Urine towards its lower end; 
they are firmly ty’d to the Neck of it, 
and to feveral of the neighbouring Parts. 
Their inner Cavity is wider in fome Pla- 
ces than in others, and fo Cells are form’d 
in them, which communicate among 
themfelves; for, by blowing up one of 
them, you may blow up the reft. The 
Veficule terminate every where in a {mall 
Du&; which is inferted into the back 
Part of the Urethra, about an Inch be- 
low the Neck of the Bladder. At each 
Orifice of thefe Dudts, there appears a 
Partition; which hinders the Seed, pref 
fed out at any of thefe Orifices, to recoil 
and. ftrike again{t any of the other. This 
Part is call’d the Caput Gall, and thro’ 
his Eyes (the mention’d Orifices) the 
Seed is driven into theWvethra. Ateach 
Mouth of the Seed-Bladders is placed a 
{mall Caruncle; which ferving the De- 
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fign of Valves, prevents a conftant Ef- 
flux of Seed into the Urethra. Butthefe 
Caruncles are thrown off with the Seed, 
and by the fame Power that expels ic: 
Yet, they quickly replace themifelves af- 
ter the Difcharge. 


At the Root of the Urethra, on each 
fide of the Neck of the Bladder, are 
two globular Bodies, call’d the Proftata ; Prottatte. 
ee uppermoft Part is broad; their 
under oval. The bignefs of beth (for they 
are not far afunder) is of a large Walnut 
in Salacious People, but of a {mall Wal- 
nut only, in Aged People, and fuch as 
have not been given to Venery. Their 
Subftance is Glandular. Out of their 
Duds, the Number whereof is reputed 
to be uncertain, Hows a white Liquor, 
very like Seed; which may be had by 
preiling the Proffate. Thele Excretory 
Duéts oftheProftate difcharge them{elves 
into the Urethra; {ome of them higher up, 
and fome of them lower than the Caput 
Galli, but, commonly, more fideways 
than do the Orifices of the Veficule Se- 
minales. De Graaf does not remember, 
that ever he found fewer than Ten of 
thefe Excretory Duéts in a Man: But he 
has difcover’d Ninety or more in a Dog, 
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at each of whofe Orifices there was 
placed its proper Caruncle. 


Mr. Littre will not allow the Proftate 
to be Two Glands, but One only; its 
Subftance being continuous and undivi- 
ded, as he has fhewn the Royal Acade- 
my in Fuly.1700. He fays, it refembles 
a {mall Heart, whofe Bafe is towards the 
Bladder. His Proftata is covered with 
mufcular Fibres, and is compofed of 
Twelve little Bags whofe Cavities have 
no Communication, and which termi- 
nate in the Canal of the Urethra, about 


the Verumontanum, by as many {mall 


Pipes of the bignefs of a Hog’s Briftle. 
‘There is anumber of little Glands in each 
of thofe Bags, whofe excretory Duéts 
(cach of which have a Sphincter at theit 
ending) open into the Cavity of the 
Bags, and depofite a Liquor therein, as 
in {o many Bafins or Refervatories. 


But whether this be Two Glands or 
but One, Mr. Littre agrees with all o- 
ther Anatomifts in their ufe; and as the 
Liquor of the Profiata, its Excretory 
Dudas, and Valves are on all Hands a- 
greed to, and ferye the purpofe of our 
profent Inquiry; this Recital will fuf- 

ficiently 
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ficiently affift our fubfequent Reafon- 


ing. 


As this Defcription of every Part that 
{eparates, or contains any Liquor, has 
been made with a View to the Matter 
ofa Gonorrhea, and fome People think 
Pus the Subftance of that Matter ; it 
wili be neceflary to defcribe the flefhy, or 
mufcular Parts, and the Fat, in order to 
be fatisled whether a Gonorrhea can cor- 
rupt thefe Parts, and produce this Mat- 
ter out of them; becaufe the fiefhy and 
fat Parts furnifh us beft with Pus. 


Authors difagreeing in the Number of 
Muféles that go to the Penis, they being 
eafily divided, I will rather confider their 
Originand Infertion than their Number ; 
that being more neceflary to fhew their 
Capacity of being affected by the Matter 
of a Gonorrhea. There are three pair 
of Mufcles reckoned, by fome Authors, 
to belong to the Pemis ; others leaving 
out the Zranfverfales, will only allow of 
‘Two Pair: And Mtr. Littre will have but 
Five fingle Mufcles. However, as all of 
them either arife from the J/chium, ox 
Anus, and terminate in the Cavernous 
Bodies, or in the Urethra at the lowelt 
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Part of the Pewis,and end about its fide ; 
they do not feem to be commonly af- 
fected in the time of a Gonorrhea. Mt. 
Littre obferves more particularly, thar, 
in many Subjects, fome mufcular Fibres 
roce¢d from the forepart of each Acce- 
ae Mutcle, and end in the Fore-skin ; 
"after they have run along the fide of the 
Penis: By which means it is drawn to- 
wards the Root of the Penis, in time of 
Coition, and making Water, as often as 
thefe Fibres are contracted. This Ac- 
count of the Parts being premifed, let us 
proceed in our Inquiry; Where the firft 
beginning of aGonorthoea may be? What 
the Affection of the Parts which are its 
Seat? As alfo about what may be the 


produétive Caufe of it 2

rhea, | 


Y the anatomical Defcription, we 

have given, it would appear at firft; 
that either the Proftata, or Seed-Bladders 
are the fitteft Parts for fupplying the Lz- 
guor which is voided through the Courfe 
of a Gonorrhea: And that, therefore, 
they might be reckoned the Original Seat 
of that Difeafe; did not feveral unan- 
f{werable Objections lic againft their be- 
ing fo, which Objections render it im- 
poflible that thefe can be the Parts firft 
Infected, | 


For fince it is acknowledged, on all 
Hands, that this Diftemper arifes from a 
contagious Liquor flowing from the in- 
fecting Perfon; it can never. be under- 
ftood, how fuch a Liquor fhould arrive 7 Profate 
at Places fo Remote from the opening of ”” ey Ee 
the 
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the Urethra: Becaufe the Quantity of 
Liquor that the Urethra can admit is 
very fmall, and its Velocity inconfidera- 
ble; and there is neither Mufcle nor 
Valve, nor any other Machine alledged, 
that can throw it to the fuppofed Di- 
ftance. 


Moreover; the Velocity of the Parts 
of this Matter being inconfiderable, as 
alfo their Bulk ; the Quantity of their 
their Motion muft be next to nothing, as 
T lately obferv’d. But if the Quantity of 
Motion was vaftly greater than is fup- 
poled, the Difficulty and Impoffibiliry 
fhould ftill continue to be the fame; efpe- 
cially if we confider that the Canal, it is 
to pafs through, is become ftraiter than 
ordinary. This is evident from the State 
of the Pems when it is ere&ted, and the 
Pofition of the Urethra to the Nervous 
Bodies: For as it runs under, and even 
fomewhat between them; the Compref- 
fion of the Urethra mutt be proportionable 
to their Jzflation, or to the Degree the 


Penis is erected: By this Compreffion the 


Bore of the Urethra becomes {o narrow as 
to forbid any Paflage of the Venereal Con- 
tagion to the Proflate. The Straitnefs 
of the Urethra is very manifeft, and fen- 

fible, 
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fible, when the Seed, or Urine, are ex- 
peiled in time of Erection. Befides; the 
Narrownes ofthe Urethrais full greater, 
by the like Inflation of its /pongzous Sub- 
{ftance; whereby the Urethra is really 
{queezed together on all fides, and the 
inward Surfaces of the Membranous Ca- 
nal are ftrongly prefs’d together; fo that 
no Liquor can be driven through. it, 
that is impelled with a lefs Force than 
that which expells the Seed or Urine. 
And therefore a Liquor, which has little 
or no impulfive Force, cannot enter the 
Urethra at that time; and far lefs reach 
the Veficule Seminales, or Proftatzx. 


But let us fuppofe, in the next Place, The Infettious 
that this Contagious Liquor, is convey’d ne PuEE 
to the Proflate, and that it operates porrheea if i# 
there as the Abettors of this Opinion 4/4 reach the 
fancy it does ; notwithftanding of this ma-"" pe 
nifeft Impoffibilicy to the contrary; yet 
it will appear, if it really had the Effects 
they fay it has, it muft have a great deal 
more than they themfelves will allow of. 

For, according to de Blegney, as it will 
hereafter appear, the Caruncles which 
are at each of the Mouths of the Seed- 
Bladders, mutt be corroded by this Con- 
tagious Liquor, before the Seed can be 

corrupted 
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corrupted by it, or that an Efflux of it 
can be occafion’d, And as for the Pro- 
feate ; we found their Duéts {fo fall, 
that their Number is uncertain; and the 
Liquor, contain’d in them, mutt be ex- 
prefs’d by fome external Force. Now as 
there is no Operation of this kind fup~ 
poled from the Venercal Infection, it is 
very manifeft, that no Gonorrhea could 
happen, however their Liquor might be 
corrupted. 


But if it were fuppofed; that the Ca- 
yuncles of the Seed-Bladders, and the 
Duéts of the Proflate were now cor- 
roded, in order to produce this Efflux 
of corrupted Matter; the Gonorrhea 
fhould, in that cafe, be uncurable; fince 


_ the mentioned Lofs is never to be re- 


paired. And therefore as this Suppofi- 
tion is inconfiftent with daily Experience; 
we may fafely conclude, that there is no 
Corrofion of this kind, nor any Gonor- 
vhe@a generated on any fuch account: 
and therefore, if this Lofectious Liguor 
could reach the Seed-Bladders and Pro- 
feate, it could not have this alledged Ef 
fect, or it fhould not produce a Gonor- 
rhea. 


Some 
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Some, indeed, without any tolerable 7 commen 
é Caufe of the 
eround, have imagined, that thele Parts (ction is 
are not corroded, but fuch an Lfflux may abjurd. 
be made by fome fanciful Fermentation, 
arifing from a Mixture of this Lufectzous 
Liquor, with the Seed and Liquor of the 
Proftate : But as that plainly contradicts 
the Anatomical Account, given in the 
foregoing Chapter ; the whole Hypo- 
thefis muft pals as fome {pecious Fancy, 
that has no Foundation in Nature; and 
thar fuch a Fermentation is itfelf impof- 
fible, and far lefs can it occafion a Go- 


novr hea. 


By what has been faid it may reafon- 
ably be believed, that the Seed-Bladders 
and the Proftate cannot be reached by 
the Contagious Liguor that caules a Go- 
norrhwa; becaufe the Liquor is neither 
impell’d with fufficient Velocity for that 
Purpofe, nor are the Effedts fuitable to 
the Operation it is fuppofed to have in 
thefe Parts. But to confirm every thing, 
prov'd by the foregoing Arguments, I 
fhall fhow by convincing Experiments, Zxperiments 

that no Liguor proceeds from the Pro- Hal HE LS 

foregoing Ar- 

ftata, as the Matter of the Gonorthora: uments.” 
Anc 
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And as moft of thefe Experiments have 
been * alledged by me, for this purpofe, 
fome Years ago; I will only repeat them 
here as they were urg’d on that occa- 
fion. 


The fir Argument is drawn from 
Obfervations of Excrefcencies, fometime 
found in the Courfe of a Gonorrhea: 


_ For they being the Confequence of a 


Sore in any Part; it is evident, that there 
has been a Sore, where thefe Leaves, 
proud Flefb, or any other Excrefcence 
appear; and they being commonly found 
in the Urethra, towards the Glans, leave 
no doubt of a Sorenefs in that Part. 


This Fa& is conftant, and conform- 
able to Experience, and cannot be de- 
ny’d; though the Abettors of the con- 
trary Opinion would render the Confe- 
quence more doubrful. For, fay they, 
the Sharp Liquor pafling from the Pro- 
flat will as eftectually produce this Sore, 
and thele Excrefcencies, as if it were 
really {eparated in the Vicinity of them. 
So that this Experiment does not affect

the 
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the Aypothefis of the Proftate thedding 


the corrupted Liquor; at leaft, it dogs 
not eftablifh the contrary Opinion. 


But the Sufficiency of this Experiment 
will farther appear, by confidering thar 
thefe Execrefencies are always near the 
Seat of a Gonorrhea, and never, or very 
rarely between the Proftata and this Seat : 
Thefe Excrefcencies therefore fully prove 
that the Leaves and Excreftencies, pro- 
ceeding from a Sore made by the cor- 
rupted Liquor of a Gonorrhwa, are not 
occafioned from one flowing from the 
Profiate. But this Do&rine will become 
more evident by the following Experi- 
ments. 


The next Experiment is taken from 
the common Practice of Jajeétions ; for 
as they ftop a Gonorrhea, their Liquor 
muft be apply’d to the Part affected; 
which is impoflible, if we fuppofe the 
Proftata, or Parts beyond it, the Seat of 
the Difeafe. Every Phyfician is convine’d, 
that a Gonorrhea may be ftop’d with 
an Injeftion into the Urethra; but an 
InjeCtion never or yery rarely, pafling far- 
ther in that Part than while it runs pa- 
rallel with the Penis, the Running thus 

4 ftop’d, 
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; ftap’d mutt be from fome Place in the . 


Urethra, on this fide the Bulb and not — 
from any Part beyond it: neither from 
Merys Glands, Proftate, nor the Seed- 
Bladders, &c. as was to be proved. 


- ‘The Difficulty of paffing an injetted 
Liquor further in the Urethra is occa- 
fion’d from the Curvature of the Bulb as 
it proceeds under the Offa Pulis ; the 
Angle made by the Curvature interrupt- 
ing the Progrefs of an Injection; unlefs it 
acquires a new Diredction from a skilful 


Hand. 


This Argument is ftill ftronger, and — 
more conclufive; if we confider, that 
each Pipe of the Proftate has its Ca- 
yuncle or Valve, which intercepts all 
Communication between an injected Lis 
quor, and that in the Dué#s of the Pro- 
ftate: Thus it is impoffible for the Li- _ 
quor of the Proftatze to be affected, with 
the corrupted Liquor ofa Gonorrhea. 


But to be ftill more particular, another 
very eafy Experiment may be made; 
whereby we may not only determine the 
Difficulty under our Confideration, (that 
in the time of a Gonorrhea, there is 

| not 
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not any of.that Matter {ent from the 
Proftatz, or Parts beyond them,,. but 
likewife, the Place of the Uyethra ; which 
fends forth all the Liquor, during the 


Courfe of a Gonorrhwa. For, if the: 


Urethra is comprefs’d about the middle 
of the Penis, and we {queeze the Cor- 
ruption, contain’d in. that length, for- 
ward out of the Glaus ; and we after- 
wards prefs the Pems from towards the 
Pubis along to the Nut, we cannot 
fqueeze out any more Corruption by the 
fecond Expreflion. It is therefore evi- 
dent; that the Corruption, fixft exprefs'd, 
was not driven forward by any Matter, 
flowing from the Proftate to the place 
where we began to {queeze; a Fact al- 
together inconliftent wich the Snppoii- 
tion of a Liquor being propagated trom 
the Proftate : For, on that Suppofition, 
the whole Du& of the Urethra, from 
thence to the Nut, mutt be filled with 
corrupted Matter; which is contrary to 
this Experiment. Wherefore there comes 
not any Matter from the Proftaiz, or 
their Vicinity in time of a Gonorrhea ; 
and by Confequence its Seat is not in 
any of thele Parts. 


E But, 
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But, to this Experiment, fome have ob- 
jected; that as the Running is equally 
out of the Pewis when pendulous or ere- 
éted, in that pendulous State it runs down 
a Declivity; and therefore it may be pof- 
fible that we may {queeze out Corruption, 
as is fhewn by the Experiment; but we 
fmuift not conclude, that the Running does 
not come from the Proflata. 


Now thefe diflerent States of the Penis 
making no alteration; either State may 
be fuppofed, which moft favours the 
Objection. Let it be fuppos’d that a 
Liguor vans in a Canal, not only melin’d, 
but perpendicularly ereéted ; the Efflux 
of the Liquor may be quicker on that 
account, but the whole Paffage muft 
contain Liquor from the Fountam-Head 


to the Place of its Efflux; the Parts of — 


it that run out being propelled by thofe 
that are next after them, on to their Ori- 
gin: And therefore, as the Faét of the 
Experiment is not, nor cannot be call’d 
in queftion; the Conclufion made from 
thence, that there is not any Liguor 
flowing from the Proffate to the firft 
comprefs’d Part, is likewife manifeft; fo 
that 7he Proftate are not the Source of 
the Running, or of a Gonorrhea. 

3 ; This 
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This is fo plain and well known, that 
there is no need of any farther Anfwer. 
Indeed there are droppings from the Pe- 
mis, after the great and general Efflux: 
But as they are owing to the foffula; 
and the two Foldings of the Urethra, de- 
taining inconfiderable Parts of the Water 
when its impelling Force is loft, there lies 
no Analogy between them and the pre- 
lent Objection. There is, too, fome fuch 
Efflux at the End of a Gonorrhea, as 
fhall be remarked hereafter; which Ob-< 
fervation is of great ufe, in knowing 
about what time the Cure of a Running 
may be compleated. 


This Truth; of the Seat of a Gonor- This Theory is 
rhea not being in the Proftate, might ee y <A 
be farther evinced, by Arguments drawn zGonorthea. 
from the Practice of this Difeafe. For if 
we either confider the Succefs by Diz- 
retick Medicines, or when a Gonorrhea 
is ftopp’d by Reffringents, and forms the 
Lues ; neither the Succefs of the firft 
Cafe could be accounted for, nor fhould 
the Appearance of Symptoms in the Se- 
cond be, as we find ics fhew themtfelves 
every Day. But as the Propofition, that 
a Gonortheea does not fubjift in the Pro- 

7 EP {tatz, 
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ftare, Seed-Bladders, cee. is fufficiently 


proved, I forbear further illuitrating ic. 
by offering more Arguments, that might 
be drawn from Experience. 


IT own that, in the Courfe of this Di- 
ftemper, both the Profiate and Seea- 
Bladders may be intected; becaufe the 
Contagion may be communicated from 
one Lacuna into another; as alfo that 
it may be thrown backwards, by in- 
jeting in undue Circumftances, before 
the Urethra is cleared by making Water : 
Both which Cafes are vafly fortuitous: 
But it, by no means, follows from thence, 
that either of them are the Origimal Seat 
of the Difeafe, or the Fountam from 
whence the Virulent Liquor flows. In- 
deed, the Chance of infecting the Seed, 
or the Liquor of the Proftata is fo very 
fmall, thac we have but very few Ex- 
amples of thefe Parts being affected. We 
may, for that rcafon, politively afhrm; 
that they never are the Seat of a Gonor- 
rhea. 


Having thus fully proved, that nei- 
ther the Proffate, Seed-Bladders, or 
any Parts beyond them, can be the Ori- 
ginal Seat of “ Gonorrheea; it will be 


proper 
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proper to confider the Arguments al- 
ledg’d by Authors, for any of the fore- 
mention’d Parts being the S’at of a Go- 
norrhaa. And becaufe de Blegny is an 
Author of the greateft Efteem among 
Phyficians, and his Opinions and Prac- 
tices are more particularly follow’d; I 
fhall examine the Reafons he brings for 
the Proftate being the original Seat of 
a Gonorrhea: And if thefe Arguments 
are found very defective, our Affent will 
the more readily be given to what has 


been already fhewn. * Tis very plain the 


Difeafe is not feated in the Bladder ; for 
in this Cafe, it fhould be affected with 
almoft incurable Ulcers, or with an In- 
jflammation, which would continue all 
the time of the Diftemper, and would be- 
come the neceffary Caufe of a Suppreffion 
of Urine. It 1s yet lefs probable that it can 
be in the Velticles, st beg well known, 
that they would be in that Cafe extreamly 
full of Pain, inflamed, and fwelled. Net- 
ther is it more likely, that it foould be in 
the whole Subftance of the Penis. For 
its Porous and Spongeous Subftance, its 
exquifite Senfe, the Ufe and Situation of 
this Member, render it fo much difpofed

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to Pain, Inflammation, Flux of Humors, 
to Couvulfions and to a Gangrene, that 
it could not be affected in all its Parts, 
without fuffering all or moft of thefe Ac- 
cidents and Symptoms. Then after a few 
Lines which intercept his Sorztes, he 
concludes. | 


From this it feems very plam, that 
thofe [mall Veffels which are believed ta 
be the Refervatories of the Seed, muft be 
the Scat of a Gonorthoea, it beimg very 
evident, that thefé undergo a confiderable 
Alteration by the Venereal Matter, as ap- 
pears in the Diforder it makes ; for then 
they dowt fupply the Humidity, which 1s 
defign'd to keep the Urethra in its natural 
State; and if you {queeze the Place m 
which they are fituated, you may obferve 
the Running fenfibly augmented. 


* It feems then to be very plam that 
the Venereal Matter m a particular man- 
ner attacks the Paraftate and the Pro- 
{tate in caufing a Gonorrheea; probably, 
becaufe thefe are Parts more porous, and 
confequently more eafily penetrated than 
others that are adjacent. Thus fancifully

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are the Caules and Seat of a Gonorrhea 
reprefented by the Author. For the Ve- 
nereal Matter kindly pafles the porous 
and {pongious Penis, becaufe of the great 
Misfortunes that muft happen by its fet- 
tling in that part; while it lays hold of 
the Profiate and Paraftata, chiefly be- 
caufe they are porous Bodies, and more 
eafily penetrated on that account. Kind 
Corruption! fo much to confule the 
Eafe and Safety of Men; while the Pe- 
nis is more porous, and might fooner 
have been feized. 


The Argument for the Seat of a Go- 
norrh@a, being in the Refervatories of 
the Seed is not lefs admirable; they be- 
ing very proper to give the great Quan- 
tity of Running; becaufe they are now 
fo alter’d in a Gonorrhwa, that they do 
not difcharge their natural Humidity; 
i. e. they void more of it, becaufe they 
yoid lefs. But what fhall we fay to Wo- 
men that have neither the one nor the 
other? He does not allow the Venereal 
Matter for the like Reaion, already men- 
tioned, inthe Cafe of Men; nor does he 
allow this Efflux ftom the Tejfticles of 
Women, becaufe of their Remotenefs ; 
it muft have paffed through the Womb,

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which is too moift and thick to retain tt. 
He will not fufer the Vagina to be the 
Seat of the Difeafe we treat of; For 
Should the Matter be mix’d with that 
Lr ofs Matter contain’d in the Vagina, its 
Aétivity would thereby be either choked 
ana obftrutted, or in a little time thrown 
out with the natural Impurity of that 
Part. The proper Seat then of a Viru- 
lent Gonorrhoea in Women, can be no 
where elfe than in the Womb. 


Now let us confider, whither the 
Strength of this Reafoning will lead us. 
If there are no Parts befides the Proflate, 
that can afford the Matter of a Running, 
or to which a Running fhould not prove 
dangerous, if not fatal; then perhaps the 
Proftate may be the Seat of the Difeae: 
So that it is barely probable, upon this 
Suppofition, that they are the Seat. But 

af there is any part omitted, in the fore- 
going Enumeration, that may be the Seat 
ofa Gonorrhea, the Proftate are not 
neceffarily fo; and fuch a Part thall be 
quickly named, and infifted upon. Be- 
fides; if the Proffate are equally fubje@ — 


to thele fiioghtful Inflammations. as the 
oO 5) 


_ mentioned Parts; they are as much to 


be excluded from this Seat, as the ret; 
and 
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and that they are equally obnoxious, with 
fome of the reft, is very evident. _More- 
over, if any one, or all of thefe Parts, 
render’d uncapable of this Privilege, may 
ftill be infamed, without the dangerous 
Confequences formerly alledged; then 
they have ftill a right to be the Seat of 
& Gonorrhea. Now that they may be 
fo, take the fame Author’s Words. 


Tis true, indeed, that a Gonorrhcea 

is fometimes accompany d with an Inflam- 
mation of the Bladder, with a Pamful 
Flux of Humours upon the Tetticles, and 
many Ulcers in the Urethra, and yet thefé 
Parts are exempted from all thefe Acci- 
dents, viz. the Dangers and Mortifica- 
tion juft before recited. And therefore 
if any one will complement Monfieur de 
Blegny, with his Proftate, as the Sear 
of a Gonorrhea, it will be very civil ; for 


his Arguments put no manner of Force , 


upon our Belief, and Perfuafion, of their 
being this Seat. 


"Tis very remarkable, how fully the 
Lefticles are rejected from any poflible 
Share of being this Seat, and how freely 
the Paraftate or Epididymedes are ad- 
mitted; though they adhere to and by 


fome 


ad 
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fome Authors are reckoned a Part of — 
them. But to proceed, let us obferve 
farther; that it is only for greater Con- 
venience, the Porofity of the Paraftate 
and Profiate, that he leads the Venereal 
Matter tothem; and acknowledges, that 
its getting thither is after a very parti. 
cular manner: And as it is for this pars 
ticular and immechanical Progrefs, the 
Proftata have already been excluded from 
entertaining this Corruption, we fhall 
leave him to difengage himfelf from an- 
other Abfurdiry that crowds upon him, 
after this Suppofition. For, {ays he, what 
fhall we fay to the Women, their Tehti- 
cles are hkewife very porous, and there- 
fore fit Receptacles of this Poyfon: But 
he acknowledges they are too remote. 
Why may not his particular Manner 
ferve him in this Difficulty, as well as 
formerly? The one is juft as eafily fup- 
pofed as the other. So He and I are now 
agreed: Both of us think the Profate, 
Seed-Bladders and Paraftata, might pro~ 
perly enough be the Seat of a Gonorrhea, 
by the help of a {mall Quantity of Poy- 
fon, if they were not too remote to be 
come at; or that the corrupted Matter 
could mix with the Liquor of thefe Parts : 


and therefore, they are not the Seat of 
the 
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the Difeafe even upon Monfieur De 
Blegny’s Hypothefis. 


I grant the Proflate are not {fo re- 
mote as the Te/ficles of Women; but an 
Inch too remote is the fameas an EV, to- 
wards not entertaining the Poyfon, and 
producing the Difeafe. But not to pur- 
fue this Author at prefent, into an- 
other Streight, he drives his Readers, 
about a Gonorrhea being feated in the 
Womb of Women; I fhall conclude with 
obferving, that his Arguments being 
precarious, if not contraaiétory ; and his 
Hypothefis {o limited, that it does not 
an{wer in both Sexes; we may freely af- 
fert, that the Seat of a Gonorrhoea zs not 
in the Proftate, Seed-Bladdere, or 1 any 
Parts beyond them. 


CHAP. 
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both Sexes: The Nature of the 
Matter, and Caufe of its 


Quantity. 
| HE Proftata, Seed-Bladders, &c. 


B being acquitted from entertaining 
the corrupted Matter, that excites a Go- 
norrhwa ; becaufe it can neither reach 
their Place, nor affe& their Liquor. The 
fame Arguments confpire, at the fame 
time, to fettle the true Seat of the Di- 
feafe. Was a Gonorrhea produced by 
corrupting the Liquor of the Proflata ? 
The whole Urethva mutt contain cor- 
rupted Liquor from the part it is fup- 
pofed to flow, to the place of its Efflux; 
which has been found to contradict Ex- 
perience. Does an IJwjection {top the 
Running, and yet cannot reach the fup- 
pofed Seats? It is very manifeft, that an 
Injection acts only in the Urethra, where 
it may be lode’d. That Seat of a mies 

tM ALLAC! 
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vhwa therefore is in the Urethra, on this 
fide the Bulb. 


But if we confider another Experi- 
ment, we mentioned in the foregoing 
Chapter; we may not only conclude, 
that the Seat of a Gonorrhea is in the 
Urethra ; but alfo, that this Seat is not 
half the Length of the Urethra from the 
Glans. 


Proceed we then to inquire by what Te Seat of @ 
Means the Uvethrais afleeed? How the SO? h&- 
Contagion is convey’d thither? and what 
Affection it is of the Urethra, whereby 
it can fupply the greateft Quantity of 
Running obferv’d during a Gonorrhea ; 
with all other Circumftances of Co- 
lour, ec. And fir; as a Gonorrhea 
can only be produced by Coition; fo the 
Urethra cannot otherwife be hurt than 
by fomething communicated at that time. 

It has indeed remain’d unexplain’d, by 
Authors, what the contagious Caufe itfelf 
is; and as little could they account for 
the Manner of its Conveyance. I don’t 
Know what volatile Parts have been fup- 
pofed, that, like Des Cartes’s ther, 
could make its way through every thing, 
and could no where be reftrained. As 

Phyfi- 
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Phyficians found the Urethra ftrongly 


{queez’d together in the time of an Ere | 
ction, and were fully convinced that the 
grofs Liquor could not pafs to the Pro- 
fiata ; fo they fell into a very grofs Sup- 
pofition, of the volatile Parts penetrating 
even the Pems itfelf’ But this Suppofi- 
tion is not only very abfurd, and imme- 
chanical; but a Gonorrh@a never could 
be produced that way; for was it pof- 
fible for the fuppofed volatile Parts to pafs 
through the Subftance of the Penis, they 
muft mix with the Blood, and form the 
E.ues ; but they never could be conyey’d 
to the Seed-Bladders, and Proftata ; nox 

produce a Gonorrhea. | 


This Difficulty will quickly vanifh, by 
recollecting fome of the anatomical Dif- 
coveries, mentioned in the preceding 
Chapter; for thereby it plainly appears, 
that a part of the grofleft Corruption of 
a Gonorrhea miay be convey’d the full 
Length of its Seat, difcover’d by Ex- 
periments. In that Cafe, we muft be 
perfuaded that the Seat of a Gonorrhea 
is in the Urethra ; and we may hope to 
draw every thing wanted from this preg- 
nant Truth. 


We 
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We miuft remember; that the Caver- 
nous Bodies ended in a Tendon, and that 
the Glaus fticks at its end when it is {e- 
parated from the end of the Penis, and is 
difengag’d from the Urethra. Asalfo; that 
the Spongious Coat of the Urethra grows 
thinner towards the Glans; but truly 
becomes membranous at the terminating 
of the Nervous Bodies of the Penis. And 
therefore the Compreffion of the Ure- 
thra under the Glams is very inconfide- 
rable, and, on that account, may eafily 
admit any Liquid into it. 


But this Opening in the Urethra is 
greater by the Structure of the Glans ; 
for if we return its firft Appearance, after 
it has been feparated ftom the Penis, 
we may find the Urethra and the doubling 
back of the Glaus on the tendinous Bo- 


dy, when the Glaus is apply’d to the — 


Penis, form that thicknefs perceptible in 
the Foffula. Now as the Glans, by this 
its Structure, and its invefting the Yen- 
dom, can never comprefs the Urethra ; 
it is very manifeft, that the Urethra, 
running under the Glans, is never fhut, 
while its inner Surfaces are clofely pref’d 
together, in the reft of its Progrels. fi 
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If we then conceive a Penis paffing in 
the Vagina, where there is corrupted 
Matter of a Gonorrhea, we mult con- 


- fels that fome part of it will be admitted 


into this patent place in the Urethra. 
But in this place are my two firft La- 
cuné, and immediately beyond them the 
great Lacuna, which is the firlt of Mor- 
Lagn. Xt is therefore evident, that the 
corrupted Matter may be conveyed to 
the mentioned Lacuna, a place well a- 
greeing with all the foregoing Experi- 
ments; whether this Corruption, after- 
wards, occafions a Gonorrhea by a Dif- 
charge of true Pus, or of the corrupted 
Liquor of the Lacune. But this Truth 
of the Seat of a Gonorrhea, and of the 
corrupted Matter of its Efflux, will be- 
come more confpicuous, hereafter, in 
explaining the Symptoms of the Di- 
{temper. 


The Seat of a Gonorrhea being found, 
we fhall next endeavour to difcover how 
this new Seat, whofe Streams are com- 
monly unheeded, becomes fufficient to 
furnifh us with as great a Quantity of a 


. Difcharge as we ever obferve in the 


Courfe of a Gonorrhea. We have feen 
already 
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already that the Seed, and the Liquor of 
the Profiata, the fappofed Matter of all 
the Ancient, and of many Modern Phy- 
ficians, have no Share in this Supply. 
Let us therefore confider, if there be any 
Pus bred, where the communicated 
caufe can operate; and how Liquors, na- 
turally prepared and feparated in thefe 
Parts, are corrupted, and become the 
Matter of this Efflux. Our Dilcoveries 
about Pus, the fuppofed Matter of a 
Gonorrhea by many, and a farther ac- 
count of the true Matter, now fhewn, 
will fully determine our Judgment about 
the Nature of a Gonorrhea, 


’Tis well known, that true Pus is on- i: Gonor- 
ly generated in Mujcles, and Mutcular pier. Ki 
Parts; and the farther any Part recedes 
from being Mufcular, the lefs apt is Pus 
to be generated in it; more efpecially if 
nothing cf Fat is found in the Part. For 
the Corruption in Membranes is more a 
Slough than Pus; and that in Glands, 
whether contained in a Bag, or Cyftis, 
or diftufed on the adjacent Parts, is an i7- 
perfec? Pus. Now as there is not any 
Part in the infide of the Urethra, that is 
Mutcular; it is yery manifeft, that there 
cannot any Quantity of Pus, or ee: 

yee: ¢ 
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be generated in the Urethra : And there- 
fore the Matter of this Efflux is not 
owing to a Quittor, bred in that Part. 
This will eafily appear, if we remember 
what was formerly faid of the Mujcles 
of the Penis; and the fame Reafoning 
will hold good in the other Sex: For the 
Mufcle of the Vagina vans parallel with 
the Vagina itfelf, and only ferves to con- 
ftri& it, when it has been ftretched by 
an expanding Power, and after that is 
remoyed; which Mufcle can never fur- 
nifh any Supply of Pus in time of a Go- 
norrhea, it being on its outfide, as we 
obierv’d. Befides, the early Running of 
this Matter is alcogether inconfiftent with 
its being Pus ; the Gonorrhea often ap- 
pearing in a Day or two; too fhort a 
time for Pus to be generated; but more 
efpecially for the Quantity that appears 
in that time. 


Moreover; the Razning not only ap- 
pears more early than is confiftent with 
the time for breeding an Ulcer; but 
there is no Symptom of a previous Jn- 
flammation, which fhould precede the 
Running, if that were Pus. For if we 
fuppofe there is an Inflammation in the 
Neck of the Bladder, Proftate, or any 


where 
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where in the Urethra, it muft neceflarily 
be attended with a frequent and painful 
making Water; as is very common in 
Cafes of that kind, or even when thefe 
Parts are hurt with Caztharides. Where- 
as the Running, the fuppofed Effect of 
an Inflammation, commonly appears for 
two or three Days together, withoue 
any Smart or Heat of Urine; which is 
oppofing Experience; if we fhould fup- 
pofe the Running to the Produ& of an 
Infammation. And therefore, any In- 
jiammation or Exulceration, that hap- 
pens in the Courfle of a Gonorrhwa, are 
really the Affeé#s of its Acrimony, but 
not the Caufé of it. 


This is fill more obvious, if we com- 
pare this Rumning with another Circum- 
{tance of a fharp Ulcer. The laft is al- 
ways in its moft corrofive and fharp ftate, 
when it is firft opened; which is altoge- 
ther the Reverfe in a Gonorrhwa; the 


Matter whereof is perfectly mild, and 


very little corrupted in the beginning, as 


I have but juft obfery’d. And therefore 
the Matter of a Gonorhea not agrecing 
in any particular with the Matter of an 
Ulcer, it were abfurd to fufpect a Gonor- 


rhwa of haying any thing of an Ulcer in 
F 2 its 
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its Nature. This Difference fhould be- 


come {till more manifeft, by comparing 
more Properties of an Ulcer, and of a 
Gonorrhea. 


One thing I muft obferve; that the 
Veftige of a Sore is never obliterated by. 
Death; yet if we look for the Scat of 
a Gonorrhea on a dead Perfon, it can 
no where be found. Ancient and modern 
Obfervations agree in this Article; but 
the Reafon of this extraordinary Pha- 
nomenon willbecome obvious in the Pro- 
grefs of this Difcourfe. 


~ Without doubt; there is no manner 

of Analogy between the Matter of an 
Ulcer and the corrupted Efflux in a Go- 
norrhwa; yet it is very certain, that 
there may be fome fort of Ulcer in the 
Penis. A Sore of this fort has been an- 
ciently obferv’d by Hippocrates, and by 
Phyficians in all ages atter him; but the 
Marter of it never appears in any confide- 
rable Quantity; and far lefs, to have 
any Refemblance to a Gonorrhea. Be- 
fides; the Method of curing fuch Ulcers 
is altogether impracticable in the Cure 
of a Gonorrhea. Galen is very accurate | 
in diftinguifhing Difeafes of this kind, ap- - 
pearing 
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pearing about the Pes, that frequently 
ereate Difficulties and Confufion among 
Phyficians. * An Ulcer of the Penis is 
mamfpeftly to be difcovered by the Pain it 
occafions in that Part; efpecially if any 
Matter of an Ulcer is voided in the Wa- 
ter. This Matter may thus be diftinguifhd 
from that which comes from the Blad- 
der; for the Pus of the Ulcer at the firft 
making Water, comes before the Water ; 
whereas whatever comes from the Blad- 
der we find mix’d in with it: But like- 
wife there is a very fharp Pam in an 
Ulcer of the Penis, allthe time of making 
Water. 


In all this Account, the Quantity of 
Matter that flows from an Ulcer in the 
Penis, is {o fmall, thar it eldom appears, 
but when its pufh’d out by the Urme, 
when Men make Water. On the other 
hand, the mention’d Author gives us 
this plain Defcription of a Gonorrhea, 
(not the Virulent, which was then un- 
known) that it is an involuntary Dif- 
charge of Seed ; or, more exprefly, that 
at 1s a continual Evacuation of Seed, with- 
aut the Penis being extended.

j le: Had 
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Had Doétor Fremd known any thing 
of this Account of an Ulcer in the Penis 
being given by ancient Phyficians; or of 
Gaien’s {ertling proper Symptoms to di- 
ftineuifh it from the Gonorrhea, we 
might neither have been troubled with | 
his long and injudicious Cavils about the 
firft Appearance of the Lues: Nor with | 
his confounding a Simple Gonorrhea 
with the Virulent of later Ages; againtt 
the Senfe and Experience of every Man, 
whether a Phyfician, or any other. Any 
one fhould, at this time, be reputed very 
unknowing, who could entertain an | 
Opinion of a Perfon’s Innocency found | 
with a Virulent Gonorrhea; notwith- | 
ftanding of Dr. reind’s affirming, + that | 
a Virulent Gonortho:a is not always a 
Confequence of an impure Coition. 


Thus being deptived of the two com 
mon Fountains of a Gonorrhea, which 
have, hitherto, been thought fo fufficient 
to explain the Nature and Symptoms of 
it, that every Author has reforted to 
them, and has acquiefc’d in them; how- 
ever falfe and defetive they are found,

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upon this Inquiry: But our Endeavour 
is, either to difcover the real Source of 
thofe corrupted Streams; or never to 
acquiefce in fuch flattering and falfe Ex- 
planations, that neither inform our Un- 
derftandings, hor help us to abetter Me- 
thod of curing the Diftemper: Let us 
try if there is a Liquor naturally fepa- 
rated in the Urethra, capable to be cor- 
rupted by this Infection; and that may 
now become the Matter of a Gonor- 
rhea. 


We are already difpofed to acknow- The true Maz- 
ledge that there is fuch a Liquor, linbie’ cau 
: no;rhea. 

to be corrupted; if we remember what 4 
was formerly obferved; that feveral Ope- 
nings, and {ome of them very large, were 
found in the Urethra ; which, naturally, 
difcharge a Liquor white and vifeid, fic 
to defend it againft the Acrimony of the 
Seed, and Urine. Befides; it has been 
proved, that the contagious Streams of 
the Woman have an eafy Accefs to the 
very largeft of the Holes: And therefore, 
if the productive Caufe of a Gonorrhea 
can, any ways, encreafe the Quantity of 
this Liquor, render it more ¢hin, or change 
its Colour, we at once have allthe S'yp- 
toms of a Gonorrhea: A thorough En- 
Poa quiry 
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quiry then into this Queftion will lead us 
directly into. the Nature of a Gonorrhea; 
without being put upon the Neceflity of 
taking up with any one Part, for fear we 
fliould not find another more proper : 
Which Method may puzzle, but never 
can inform our Underftanding. 


This Confideration will be mightily 
ftrengthen’d, by difcovering that, in the 
Practice of this Difcourle, the Thicknefs, 
Colovv, and Quantity, return as former- 
ly; and in that Order the Cure, or 
Abatement of the Malignant Caufe, pro- 
ceeds: A Demonftration, that the true 
Matter of a Gonorrhea confifts in the 
Corruption of the Liquor of the Lacune, 
and the Cure of it in removing that Cor- 
ruption; whereby the Liquor is gradually 
reftor’d coits firft natural State. Moreover ; 
the Gonorrhea in Women will be ac- 
counted for on the fame Principles ; which 
cannot be done in any known Hypothe- 
fis; and fhews that Harmony of Nature, 
whereby various Works of a like Sort are 
produced in different Places, and on dif- 
ferent Occafions, by the fame Methods; 
as far as the Places will admir. Yet all 
this is evident by recollecting what was 
formerly obferved; that the Vagina, as 

well 
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well as the Urethra, are provided with 
many of thefe Openings. Thefe of the 
Vagia have been longer known, and 
are always diftinguifhed by the Name of 
Lacune. tc will be proper hereafter, to 
make ufe of a Name already received a- 
mong Phyficians; when an Inquiry is 
made in common to both Sexes; and by 
proper Changes may be apply’d to either : 
And that becaufe the Lacune equally 
ferve to produce, and carry on,the Symp- 
toms of a Gonorrhea in both. 


The only Difficulty in this Syftem is, The neceffary 
to conceive how fo fmall Refervatories Fees: 
can furnifh fuch a Quantity of Matter, forded from 
as that which flows in a Gonorrhea? Or the Lacuna. 
how an infenfible Liquor, which is na- 
turally feparated in time of Health, fhould 
be increafed fo immenfly in this Difeafe? 

But in removing the mentioned Difficul- 
ties; we might obferve that the Quantity 
of the Liquor of Lacuna is naturally great, 
and we have formerly feen why it is voided 
in the Urethra {o {paringly : confequently, 
that any proper Means for provoking a 
Difcharge being employ’d, the Quantity 
of the Running mutt be very great, and 
may be equal ito the greateft Quantity 
of Efflux ever obfery’d in a ern ee 

et 
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Yet as the Liquor of the Lacunz is {e- 
parated from the Blood without the help 
of any Gland, and the Laws of fuch 
Secretions being obvious from my Doc- 
trine of Secretions; I will fhow the dif- 
ferent Quantities of a fecreted Liquor 
that may be at two Places of the Secre- 
tion; on the account of the different 
Places of Difcharge of the fecreted Li- 
quor; which Account will render it very 
eafy to difcover a Quantity, anfwering 
the Difcharge in a Gonorrhea: We mutt 
then confider, that fome Glands in the 
Body do not conftantly emit the Liquor, 
as it is feparated from the Blood; but 
retain it for fome time either within the 
Glands themfelves, or in fome Cy/tis, or 
Bag, made for that Purpofe, from which 
it flows only on proper Occafions. There 
are {others again that have Excretory 
Duéts; which open externally, and let 
the Liquor that is fecerned continually 
flow from them, without retaining any 
of it. Of the firft fort are the Proflata, 
the Te/ficles, and the Glands that open 
into the Seed-Bladders. Of the fecond 
fort are the Miliary Glands of the Skin; 
and the Duéis of the Lacuna in the Va- 
gina of Women, and in the Urethra of 
Men. . 

Hence 
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Hence it plainly follows: that if there 
be two Glands, one of each fort, that 
feparate, in equal determinate Times, 
equal Quantities of Fiuids, that the Bulk 
of the one fort muft be much greater 
than that of the other. And the leaft 
Excefs that can be (fuppofing the Mat- 
ter of the Glands nearly the fame in both) 
muft be equal to the Quantity of Liquor 
that is fecerned in that time, and is re- 
tained within the Glands. But though 
that be the leaft Excefs, yet the Diffe- 
rence between their Bulks may be much 
greater, according to the Capacity of 
the retaining Gland to hold a Double, 
Treble, Quadruple, ¢c. of that Liquor 
which is commonly difcharged at once 
from that Gland. Upon which account 
there may be any aflignable Proportion 
between the Bulk of the Glands, tho’ 
the Quantity of Liquor fecerned in a 
given Time, may be the fame in Both, 


Hence the Lacung in the Urethra 
and Vagina may fecern as great a Quan- 
tity of Fluid, in a determinate Time, as 
that which is feparated both by the 
Proftate and Teftscles together. 


To 
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To illuftrate this Matter a little more, 
I fuppofe it will eafily be allowed, that 
the Lacune may {eparate as much Li- 
quor in one Minute as will weigh but 
one half Grain: This in an Hour will 
be thirty Grains, or half'a Drachm; in 
twenty four Hours, or a natural Day, it 
will amount to twelve Drachms, or an 
Ounce and an half; which is more than 
the Seed-Bladders, Tefticles and Pro- 
flate, can continue to furnifh in any con- 
fiderable Space of Time. Hence it is 
evident that the Lacuna of the Urethra 
and Vagina, are as capable of being the 
Springs that fupply the Liquor, that 
flows in a Gonorrhea, as the Proftate, 
Tefticles, &c. an beni 


But ftill it will be ask’d, how thefe 
Lacune can difcharge fo great a Quan- 
tity of Fluid in the Time of a Gonor- 
rhea, above what they do in their na- 
tural State: Which Difficulty prefles 
thofe as hard, who place the Seat of the 
Difeafe in the Proffatz, as it does them, 
who fet ic in the Urethra or Vagina, 
for, by what we have fhewn, it will ap- 
pear, that the great Quantity of Mat-. 
cer which flows in a Gonorrhegmay bear 

as 
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as great, if not a greater, Proportion to 
that which is naturally fecerned in the 
Proftata, as it does to that which is fe- 
cerned in thefe other Glands ; and indeed 
place the Seat of the Difeafe where you 
will, the Difficulty will remain the fame, 
and is only to be removed by confider- 
ing,how the Quantity of Liquor that ows 
from any Gland, may, by a Difeafe, or bya 
Medicine, be prodigioufly encreafed. 


We learn from the Avimal Oeconomy, 
that ifany Gland or Excretory Duct be 
ftimulated, the Quantity of Liquor that 
it difcharges, by that Stimulating, is con- 
fiderably augmented; in proportion to 
the Greatnefs of the ftimulating Force, 
whereby its Glands or Ducts are affec- 
ted. We find by Experience, thar a litle 
of the Powder of Cantharides, apply’d 
any where, foon excites a Blifter; and, 
by its ftimulating, makes the Glands there, 
difcharge a Quantity of Matter immentfly 
greater than what would naturally flow 
from that Part, by infenfible Perfpiration. 
We find alfo that fo {mall a Quantity of 
this ftimulating Matter as can be con- 
veyed by the Blood to the Bladder, and 
Parts of Generation, is fufficient to pro- 
duce an Jnflammation and Heat in thofe 


Partsf 
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Parts, to provoke an Freétion of the 
Penis, and even to caufea Smart, Pain, 
and Heat of Urine: And, no doubt, but 
if fome of this Powder were laid on the 
Urethra or Vagina, it would immediate- 
ly mflame thofe Parts, and produce a 
great Flux of Liquor, not unlike a Go- 
norrhea; though the Fluid would not 
be Malignant and Virulent, or of fo long 
a Duration, as the /fflux in a Venereal 
Gonorrhea. 


All this Reafoning is drawn from what 
was commonly known about the Ope- 
nings into the Urethra; but what we 
concluded in that manner is now mani- 
feft to Sight by the Account I have given 
of thefe Openings, if we confult the Figure 
inferted in the foregoing Chapter: For 
the great Number of the wide Preftate 
not only convinces us how eafily a con- 
fiderable Difcharge may be made, but 
likewife that the Sum of the Orifices of 
thele Lacune being fifty times greater 
than the fum of the Orifices of the Duds 
of the Profiatz, fo are they infinitely 
better fitted to yield a quantity of Li- 
quor, equal to that of the greateft Run- 


ning, more efpecially when any of them 


is {timulated; even though the Proftata 
could 
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could be come at by the corrupting Li- 
quor of a Woman. 


Since then, the Venereal Poy/on is 
of an Acrimonious, Corroding Nature, it 
may raife Ulcers in the Urethra and Va- 
gina, ftimulate the Lacuna, and produce 
as ercat an Lifflux of Liquors as Can- 
tharides can do. But this Venereal Con- 
tagion being more malignant than Can- 
thavides, and being able to augment it 
felf, by being ftopp’d in any new or old 
Place, produces a greater Change and 
Corruption of the Liquors that are con- .“s 
tain'din the Lacung, than the Powder « 
of the Flies can poflibly do. If to thefe °. 
Confiderations we add that of the great ~ * 
Nuimber of Lacuna, the immenfe Num- «. 
ber of Lacunule, and the Widenefs of aa 
fome of them, the greatne/s of this Ef- yy 
flux, and its Continuance, will be more 
manifeft; and therefore it is obvious to 
any unprejudiced Thinker, that the Force 
of a ftimulating Marte is able to pro- 
duceas great a Flux of Humours fromthe ~ 
Lacune in the Urethra and Vagina, as IS 
is obferved in any Gonorrhea. 


Cor. 1. Hence we have an eafy Solu- 
tion of an Experiment, mentioned by de 
Blegny, 


fo 


This Doétrine 
ebvious from 
the Fluor Al- 
bus. 
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Blegny, of fome Women who were in 
infected, though the Cortion was not fol- 
low’d by an Ljeétion of Seed. This Fac 
altogether deftroys the Hypothefis laid 
down to be fupported by him, and his 
Followers, but includes no manner of 
Difficulty, after admitting the preferit Ac- 
count of the Seat and Matter of the Go- 
worried. 


Cor. z. By this Doétrine, we are alfo 
deliver’d from any Neceffity of placing 
the Gonorrhea of Women in the Womb. 
Thereby making two Hypothefes for ex- 
plaining the fame Phenomenon in two 
Cafes of the fame fort; neither would his 
Suppofition agree with the Fatts of a 
Gonorrhea, in the Cafe of Women, as 
may appear from what has been faid in 
this, and the foregoing Chapter. | 


After all: Some People, not acquainted 
with the mention’d PraGical Obferva- 
tions, and far lefs with thefe Speculative 
Theorems, will find it hard to form an 
Idea of a Liquor being a hundred or a 
thoufand times augmented, merely by ft- 
mulating Glands, their Excretory Duéts, 
and Lacune, howfoever obvious I fay 
they are. And therefore, if they are Bee 

3 aito- 
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altogether unexperienc’d in thee Mat- 
ters, they mutt be perfuaded of the fore- 
going ‘Truth; if they be pleafed to re- 
member what happens to Women in 
cafes of the Whites. Let them conipute 
what Proportion the Quantity, voided 
in that Difeafe, bears to the Quantity 
commonly found in the Vagina. Yer it 
is certain, that the Whites area Secrétion 
made there in ill Health; and their Co- 
four , and other Effééts, refemble a Go- 
norrea {o much, that Phyficians are 
under great Difficulties, in knowing the 
one from the other. This immenfe Quan- 
tity, in the prefent Cafe, cannot but 
give us fenfible Notions, of what pafles 
not only in the Gonorrhea of Women, 
but even in that of Men alfo. 


Thus all the Difficulties about a Go- 
norrhea are overcome in a very few 
Words; its Symptoms become obvious 
upon a {mall Suppofition that carries E- 
vidence along with it; fo that a farther 
Inquiry is only wanting to make this Ac- 
count more manifeft, not more true; to 
find how Experience confirms this Truth; 
how it agrees with every Symptom in 
the Difeafe and Recovery; which fhall 
be my next Endeavour to difcoyer. But 
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before we proceed to this Explanation of 
Symptoms, it will be very agreeable to 
the greateft part of my Readets, if I brief- 
ly inform them what Notions Authors 
have about conveying a Gonorrhea, and 
the Relation it may bear to the Lwes 
Venerea. We have already feen how dif- 
ficult it was to give any tolerable Ac- 
cout, how a Gonorrhea was communi- 
cated from a Woman to a Man: But as 
the Conjetture of Fernelius has been fol- 
low’d by, almoft, every Author, it will 
be proper to give it in his Words. Va- 
por deimde aut Spiritus ductu cavo pu- 
dendi introrepens (neque enim credvbile 
eft, humoris quiddam eo (ubwe) Vene 
Cave fanguinem <Arteriaque majoris

fe prodit; qua virus velut evuctando 
turpifime ejicitur. But as this Opinion 
is not only conjectural, but falfe; and 
that the grofs Liquor of the Gonorrhea 
is a€tually convey’d into the Urethra, we 
muft be perfuaded that the Account 
given, by me, is manifeftly true. 


What is more furprifing, we find. this 
truly learned Phyfician very defective in

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defcribing the Gonorrhea with the Lues

dr Liquors attificially prepared. And firft, 

we find that, when the Matter of the 

Running is mixed with a Tinéture of the 

Flowers of Violets, or the Fuse of the 

Sun-flower, it makes the laft of a Cop- 

per-couler, and. the other of a brighter 

Red. Now it being the Property of all 

Acids to change the Colours of thefe 

two Liquors into a Red Colour, when 

they are mixed with them; we may con- 

tlude, that the Matter which flows in 

G2 a Go- 
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a Gonorrhwa has a Quantity of an Acid, 
Corrofive Salt in it. 


But becaufe we find, that alarge Quan- 
tity of the corrupted Matter apply’d to 
the Hand, and to the Penis itfelf, often 
more than is neceflary to produce a 
Shanker, and a far greater Quantity than 
produces a Gonorrhea, does not excite 
a Blifter, an Ulcer, or any other Effeét 
of Liquors of great Acrimony; nay, ve- 
ry frequently, it has no Efle& on the 
fenfible Glans itlelf, in fuch People as 
have it always uncover’d, when a Shan- 
ker is formed on the Glans of others, 
whofe Fore-skin always covers it, but in 
time of Coition; we may therefore con- 
clude, that this Acrimony is not fufficient 
to produce a Shanker in two Nuts equal- 
ly, though their Subftance is the fame, 
but only differs in the Hardnefs of their 
Skin; and yet operates fo powerfully, as 
to reduce the Sore Part to the Drynefs 
of a Coal, a common Effeé& of Burn- 
mg, or of applying moft Corrofive Li= 


, quor Ss 


— But as any flefhy Part may be thus 
burn’d by applying Spirit of Vitriol, 
Butter of Antimony, Lapis infernalis, or 

any 


= 
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any other Ejcharotical Medicine; fo it 
is very manifeft, that this Acrimony of 
the Matter ofa Gonorrhea is nothing fo 
great, as that of the mention’d Medi- 
cines: Yet this Acrimony ofa Gonorrhea 
is very particular in one Refpect; that 
it can generate more, when it is mix’d 
with any Liquor of a human Body. On 
the other Hand; if we compare the Cor- 
rofivenefs of this Contagion with the 
moft Corrofive Humour, to be found in 
the Body, we muft own that this is far 
_ the moft Corrofive; the moft Acrimo- 
nious Corruption of Scorbutical Ulcers, 
of a Herpes miliaris, an Ulcerated Can- 
cer, or of any Phagedenicular, or Chi- 
vontan, Ulcers being applied to the moft 
tender Parts, in the greateft Quantity, 
never produces any kind of Ulcer, or fo 
much as a Blifter. | | 


From what has been faid, the Nature 
and Degree of this Acrimony are very 
evident; but they will become more {o, 
by the following Account of the Symp- 
toms of this Difeafe. And therefore, lect 
us confider the Operation of this Actri- 
monious Liquor; which has this Pecu- 
liarity, in fome Cafes, always to encreafe, 
and fooner puts an End to Life, by cor- 
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rupting all the Juices of a human Body, 
than to come to any Stand, or Period, 
in its growing Corruption; but more | 
efpecially let us confider how this {mall, 
bur Acrimonious, Contagion at firft af- 
fects, and forms a Gonorrhea, with its 
numerous Symptoms. 


The common Effect of an acrimonous 
Liquor, working on a Part, is the more 
frequent and forcible Contraction of its 
Veflels ; which being more or lefs reftor’d 
by the Goodnefs of their Springs, and 
the Velocity of the Liquids flowing 
through thofe Veflels, caufe a greater 
Efflux of any Liquors fecreted in, or ow- 
ing through them. And therefore, the 
Duéts of the Lacuna bing ftimulated by 
the acrimonious Liquor, communicated 
in a Gonorrhea, caule a Difcharge of 
the Liquor flowing out of thefe Ducts in 
a certain Proportion to this ftimulating 
Power, ceteris paribus. For, not tomen-— 
tion the Cale of a Shanker in Urethra, 
the Running is in a little Quantity when 
the Force of the Stzmulus is little; as al- 
fo the Quantity of the Efflux is little when 
the Thicknefs of the natural Liquor is 
augmented, let the Degree of the Sti 
mulus be what it will; even to run little 
mea) eee. OF 
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or nothing at all: And, univerfally, the 
Running will always be proportionable 
to the Quantity of the Stimulus, while 
the Liquor of the Lacun@ is of a natu- 
ral thicknefs. 


This Doétrine of exciting an Effux of 
a natural Liquor, merely by a Sharpnefs 
greater than natural, is not only evident 
from what we know about the Effects 
of a Stimulus; but explains a vaft Scene 
of Difficulties never before accounted 
for; nay, fuch as fore’d all Authors into 
an incredible Jealoufy of human Impicty ; 
far above what human Experience can 
atteft. For the Liquor of the Lacuna 
acquiring either a Sharpnefs from with- 
out, or that a fharp Liquor is feparated 
from the Blood, in both which Cafes, 
the Lacuna are ftimulated, and there is 
a grcater Efflux of the Liquor; in pro- 
portion to the ftimulating Power. This 
Sharpnefs convey’d into the Liquor of 
the Lacuna, from without, forms the 
Matter of a Gonorrhea ; but if it is fe- 
creted at the Lacune of Women, it 
plainly occafions the Fluor Albus ; and 
at the Lacune of Men, a Difeafe thar 
equally deferves that Name with the 
formers 
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From this Account it plainly follows ; 
that a Female of any Age may have a 
Secretion of this Nature in the Vagina, 
and a difcharge by the Lacunulzg ; and 
therefore a Woman, at any age, may 
have the Fluor Albus ; without any Im- 
putation on her Chattity, as fhe is com- 
monly liable to from the falfe Opinions | 
held among Phyficians, of that Difeafe 
never falling to the Share of a pure Vir- 
gin. But as this Notion has been fup- 
ported againft all Senfe and Experience, 
Phyficians have gone farther; even to 
fufpe& that Girls, found with fuch a 
Running, have been corrupted by Men, 
contrary to all Nature, and Poffibility ; 
Whereas, all fuch Accidents are cafily 


accounted for by this Theory; which 


I will fupport by unqueftionable Expe- 
rience; and I doubt not but that it may 
be confirmed from the Experiences of 
many Phyficians; that can fet them- 
felves at Liberty ftom the Slavery of O- 
pinions taken up by Education, and that 
feem to have received the ftamp of a 
general confent; but what really are 
maintain’d by Cowardice and a fearful- 
nefs in Thinking. | if 
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Ic is {till more ftrange to be told; that 
fuch Runnings happen to Men; but if 
plain Experience vouches for this Truth, 
there can lie no Obje&tion againft ir ; 
nay it mutt eafily obtain Belief, after the 
Probability fet forth, in the foregoing 
Account, of exciting a Running of the 
Liquor of a Lacuna greater than natu- 
ral. And ifa Man has a fort of Fluor 
Albus as well as a Woman, we may 
readily believe that a Girl may have 
fuch a Running; without any fupicion 
of her being corrupted by aMan. And 
as I have met with fome Inftances of fuch 
Runnings in both Sexes, it will be very 
agreeable to be informed of extraordi- 
nary Cafes of this kind. 


PaaS TOs Sek 


One, who fufpected he had taken a 
Gonorrhea, addrefled himfelf to me for 
Advice. The Gonorrhea appear’d three 
Days before he {poke to me; but as it 
continued to be in a very {mall Quantity, 
he was willing to fee plainly whether he 
was ill, before he fhould put himfelf un- 
der the Rules of a Cure. The fmallnefs 


of the Running, which was not ofa vey 
il 
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ill Colour, gave me a Sufpicion of an in< 
ward Shanker : efpecially that the Glans 
was more inflam’d than to be owing to 
the Sharpnefs of the Running. This Ap- 
prehenfion made me take the moft cau~ 
tious Meafures I could contrive; fo that 
T order’d a Method that beft fuited the 
Notion I had of the Marter. But, to 
my Wonder, the Running difappear’d 
the fourth Day of the Practice, notwith- 
ftanding that all my Endeavours were to 
excite it. There was not any Inflamma- 
tion left on the Glans, nor any other 
Symptom I had obferv’d. On the other 
hand, the infide of his right Thigh, and 
the Scrotum on that fide, were full of a 
Pforiafis Humour, that fhed a flimy 
ftinking Matter. | 


Being perfectly well appriz’d of the 
Sharpnefs ina Pforta/is, | was perfuaded 
that any Tranflation of that fharp Hu- 
mour into the Urethraand Lacuna, mutt 
not only make an Inflammation there, 
as we find it does on other Parts; but 
likewife, that, it muft excite a greater 
Difcharge of the Liquor of the Lacune, 
ora Running, becaufe of its Sharpnefs: 
Accordingly, I had a great deal of Plea- 
fure to fce feveral of thofe Tranflations, 

while 
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while I hadan unexpreffible Trouble and 
Difficulty in curing the Difcharge made 
by the Sharpnefs. While the Pforiafis 
ftuck to the Scrotum, or the Thigh, 
there was no Running; but there never 
failed ofa Running when tt left cither of 
thefe Parts, and poflefled itfelf of the Ure- 
thra. Thus the Running appear’d, as 
often as the fharp Humour return’d into 
the Urethra ; and the Liquor, difchare’d 
at the other Parts, was always fo like 
the Difcharge in a Gonorrhea, that it 
could not be diftinguifh’d, upon Linen, 
from it, 


I might relate fix more fuch Cafes of 
Gentlemen that have fallen under my 
Confideration, in the laft three Years, 
though none of them have been atten- 
ded with fo ftrange Symptoms, as the 
Cafe I mention in the Chapter of a Car- 


pofity. 
History. IL 


1 was confulted for a Lady fome Miles 
from London. She was ill of a Pfora; 
for which fhe was flux’d by a Phyfician 
of Character; and was very much worle 
for that Method, as it is always pernicious 

in 
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in Cafes of this Nature. While the La- 
dy was under my Care; fhe told me 
that her Daughter, of three Yeats old, 
was ill of a ftrange Humour that rua 
from her; which Running was ina very 
great Quantity, and very fharp, {0 as to 
give her much Pain when fhe made Wa- 
ter. It was of a deep yellow, and pretty, 
thick. : 


As [ have no Notion of the ftrange 
Attempts Authors fufpect on this Oca- 
fion, and as this young Lady could nor 
become the Prey of any fuch Montfters ; 
I had no difficulty in refolving the Caufe 
of the Running to the Pfora-Humour, 
convey’d to this Infant from her Parent, 
which ftimulating the Lacune, excited 
this very great Quantity of a Fluor Al- 


bus ; though the Child her felf had ne- 


ver been troubled with any breaking out 
of that kind on any part of her Body; 
as her Mother often had been, while the 
was big with this Infant. 


I have feen a fecond Cafe of this Na- 


ture, in a Girl of four Years old; both 
- which Patients I cured, without having 


any Regard to the Practice of a Go- 
norr hed. 
ae 
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_ This Spring alfo Thad the Care of a 
Lady often troubled with a Fluor Albus, 
who had feldom been free from it for 
many Years: This Lady was formerly ill 
of a Cutaneous Diftemper which was re- 
pell’d by Dr. Hobs, when fhe was an 
{nfant; upon which followed a Fluor 
LAlbus. 


_ Tothefe I fhalladd two Hiftories ftom 
Zerrvaneus ; becaufe they further illuftrate 
and confirm this extraordinary Fa&t*. The 
firft is of a young Italian Count of feven 
Years old; who was affli@ed in that man- 
ner with a Simple Gonorrhea ; that he 
continually yoided a whitifh Matter, 
which was attended with a Heat of 
Urine, and he became very lean. Now 
as it cannot be alledged, thar a Youth 
of this Age had either Defire or a Ca- 
pacity for Coition; fo we muft grant, 
that the Running altogether proceed- 
ed from the Sharpnefls of the Liquor 
in his Lacune: Which is a Simple Go- 
n01Y hea. 


The fame Author, without being able 
to explain fuch Cafes, gives us this other

remarkable Hiftory of the Daughter of 
Auguftin Aymer, a Child feven Years. 
old; which had a copious Difcharge of 
the Fluor Albus, like Whey ; not with- 
out fome Heat of Urine; and Itching in 
the Parts. 


- Byall chefe Examples it is very mani- 
felt; that any fhatp Humour, being dif- 
charged at the Lacuna, ftimulates them, 
and excites a great Quantity of their 
Liquor. Nor is it hereafter neceflary to” 
have Recourfe to that incredible Depra- 
vity of Mankind, Authors have too eafily_ 
alledged; in Cafes, more efpecially, that 
are very common.

northeea and ever fo zmproperly. For as this ftimulating 
@Shanker. Power is the communicated Contagion, — 
and is apply’d to a Part very much fofter — 
than the tendereft Glaus, we may con- — 
clude that the Quantity of Liquor, cau< — 
fing a Gonorrhwa, is vaftly lefs than that — 
which caufes a Shanker. So that the — 
Quantity of Contagion to caufe a Go- — 
norrbea may not be a Grain Weight. — 
For if that Quantity were any thing near 
the ‘ 
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the Quantity that makes a Shanker, no 
Gonorrhea could enfue, as is very ma- 
nifeft from what is already fhewn. 


The Do&trine of an Inward Shanker 
obftructing a Gonorrhea follow’d plainly 
from my Theory; but no fuch Shanker 
had been obferv’d at that time; though 
it has, no doubt, frequently occur’d, 
much to the Prejudice of the Patient’s 
Health, and Reputation of the Phyfician. 
On both which Accounts I will add the 
Hiftory of that Cafe as I firft ‘obferved 
it; becaufe if due Care is had to this 
Relation, we may infallibly be appriz’d 
of its Symptoms, and by them direéted 
in the Cure. 


_ The firft Appearance was very {mall, 4% ob/erve- 
but on the lower Part of the Glans near ”*”” 
where it joins the Penis, and was efteem’d 
fo very inconfiderable, that no Advice 
- was ask’d in feveral Days, there not being 
any Mark of a Gonorrhea, nor of any 
Venereal Symptom befides. Though this 
little Speck of a Shanker promifed an 
ealy Cure, it did not yield to my Oint- 
mentas greater Shankers do, but fpread 
and was very corroding; which Marks 
of Malignity firft made me fufpect the 
Root 
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Root of all to be in the Urethra, and 
that very probably a Gonorrhea would 
enfue its Diflolution. To which purpofe 
I gave my Patient Medicines internally ; 
which had the good Effect to check the 
Corrofion of the Part in fight, and to 
bring on a Gonorrhea after three Weeks 
from the Coition. And it muft be ob- 
ferved, that the Running did not increafe 
gradually as is common at other times ; 
bur was in a yery great Quantity, as we 
daily find in Relapfes, when the Matter 
has been ftopp’d up by Reftringent, Me- 
dicines, no lefs than about two Spoon- 
fwls in twelve Hours; a cettain Argu- 
ment, that the Liquor in the Lacung 
was corrupted, and fecreted in a great 
abundance, but could not run off, becaufe 


of acrufty Shanker, and till it could be 


difloived. 
When I firft communicated this Ob- 


fervation to a Friend, very eminent for 
his Practice in the Venereal Difeafe, he 
confirmed it by fome Cafes of the like 
Nature, which ocurred to himfelf, but 
what he never could account for. And 


therefore I will add One which is yery — 


confiderable; becaufe the Patiene and 
Phyfician are now both alive, ~ 


; My 
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My Friend’s Advice being defired for 
One who had the Pox, he found the 
Gonorrhea was cured chiefly by purging 
Medicines; and that he had taken very 
few Reftringents during the Courfe of 
the Running. That the Gonorrhea 
ceafed in good Order, and in a reafon- 
able time; but chat it return’d after three 
Weeks. The Relapfe Running was again 
{topp'd by the fame Method , and kept 
off for a Month; but ic appear’d again 
after that time, and was again cured by 
the former Medicines; after this Stoppage 
there was a Swelling on the Forehead; 
which vanifh’d on a frefh Eruption of 
the Gonorrhea, and this was again re- 
ftrain’d by repeating the mention’d Me- 
thod, and kept off for fome Months, 
but was then fucceeded with the Pox. 


Neither the Phyfician who treated 
this Gentleman, nor my Friend, could 
fay there was any Mifinanagement in 
treating the Gonorrhea ; or that it did 
not go off in a kindly way enough; fo 
that it was very furprizing to both of 
them, nor could they apprehend from 
whence the Pox could proceed. Befides, 
a Gonorrhea continuing for (o long 2 
ie Hi time 
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time is commonly deprived of all its 


Malignity; and therefore the Cafe is the 
more Extraordinary, that a Pox fhould 


fucceed after fo\ long a Running; if the - 


Skill of the Phyficians might be que- 
{tioned. | 


. But. all this Surprize and Admiration 
vanifhes by this Knowledge of a’ Shan- 
ker in the Urethra; for the Actimony 
of the Shanker may be abated, and the 
Running cured by that or any of the 
Practices hereafter mentioned; yet, the 
leaft Quantity of the Venereal Taint, left 
undeftroy’d, multiplies into the grear- 
eft Quantity, and affects the whole Mafs 
of Blood, And therefore all farther Ufe 
of Medicines appearing unneceflary , 
when the Running ceafes, the Matter 
of the Shanker corrupts again, and ex- 
cites a Gonorrhea ; which may often be 
reprefled and renewed after the foregoing 
manner, till an abfolute Cure is pertorm- 
ed. Otherwife we have continual Suc- 


ceflions of a Gonorrhea, or elfe the Pox 
nuit entue. 


The Vanithing of the Swelling on 


the Gonorrhea, is indeed extrordinary ;

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but wili eafily be accounted for if we 
duly confider what is faid in the * {e- 
cond part of this Difcourfe.. + Alexan- 
der Trajanus Petromus is fomewhat 
apprized of this Truth; for when he is 
to teach how a Gonorrhea, that has 
withftood Purging and other Methods, 
is to be managed, adds, fpe enim hac 
exiftenti reliquum corpus ab mternd gal- 
hict morbi labe vindicavi confuevit, 

But to return to the Thread of out ”y #4¢ Rune 
Difcourfe, to explain; why the Matter es an 
ofa Gonorrhea is White, and its Efflux white. 
Continual: Both thefe become evident, 
by confidering that the Stimulating Pow- 
er is continual, and its Effets mult be 
proportionable to their Caufe; and con« 
fequently the Efflux of Matter, the Effect 
of the Stimulus, mutt likewife be con- 
tinual, Night and Day, and in any State 
and Condition of the Member, as we 
daily find it to be. But what is more con- 
fiderable; the flowing Liquor not onlyap- 
pears fooner than it poflibly could do by 
forming an Ulcer, but is likewife whiter 
and thicker than the Matter of an Uler can

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be, as we have already proved. And 
therefore it is evident that this White 
and Viftid Liquor, thus early appear- 
ing, and conjiituting a Gonorrhea, is 
the Liguor of the Lacune, little or no- 
thing corrupted by the Contagion, but 
only produced by its Acrimony. 


This firft Symptom, however con- 
{tant, is not accountable from the men- 
tioned Hypothefes. For if every thing 
con{fpired to make the Veficule Semi- 
nales the Seat of this Difeafe, yet the 
Gonorrhea is not fuppofed to. follow, 
till after corrupting the Seed, or-the Li- 
quot of the Profiate. Now if it was 
corrupted, it muft run out in the Co. 
lour it always does when corrupted, or 
it muft ru out Telow or Green, which 
is contrary to the prefent Experience. 
Likewife; if this Corruption was Pus, it 
fhould be always worfe conditioned at 
firft Appearance, moft Yellow or Green ; 
which we find is not fo. And therefore, 
this Appearance being thus eafily ex- 
plain’d, we have a new Confirmation 


of the Dodtrine lately eftablifh’d. 


Way the Mat-  Intime, this whitifh and vifcid Liquor 


ter is Yellow becomes Thinner, Yellow and Green: The 
or Green. at firtt 
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firit is entirely to be had by augmenting 
the Quantity of the fecreted Liquor ; tho’ 
the Nature of the Liquors, or Sales, that 
make the Yellowne/s, may dilute it, and 
help fomewhat to this Thinnefs. The 
Tellownefs is partly owing to the Yellow 
Liquors of our Blood, and to the acri- 
monious Salts that produce a Gonorrhea. 
As tothe firft; ic is known, that when 
the Secretion at any Part is more ha- 
{tly perform’d, and that fome of the 
Glands are hurt, the Liguors will be {e- 
parated more wupure and mix’d, than 
they were formerly at the fame Glands. 
And therefore it is manifeft, how Gai, 
mixing with the Liquor, makes it run 
out in a YeHowifb Colour. This is not 
only, in Reafon, poflible, but what we 
find true by daily Experience: For in 
Scrophulous, and many other Ulcers, the 
Liquor that runs out of them is very 
Tellow ; even more Ye/ow than that of a 
Gonorrhea, though the Liquor of thofe 
Ulcers does not dry fo Yellow on Linen, 
_dbecanfe it is much thinner, is more dif- 
- fufed in the Linen; and evaporates more 
with the thinner Liquor in drying. Yet, 
as we fee the Yellowne/s has fomething in 
common with contagious Ulcers, and 
thofe that are not; we may conclude, 
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that the Yelowmefs in both may pro- 
ceed from the fame Caufe, the Bilous 
parts of the Blood. And what makes this 
Affertion more probable, and more eafy 
to be believed ts; that a Ruumimng ora 
Gonorrhea is often cured, when the 
Yellowne/s has continued to the laft drop ; 
which could not be if the Yellownefs 
were always a Part, or a Mark, of the 
Contagion. In fa&, I have feen a Li- 
quor voided from the Scrotum, affected 
with a Pforiafis, that could not be di- 
ftinguifh’d from that of a Gonorrhea ; 
either by its Colour, or Confiftence; the 
former whereof could not otherwife be 
produced than by the natural Liquors of 
the Body. Moreover, it is well worth 
our obferving, thar the Quantity dif- 
charged, when all the Scrotum is affected 
with a Pforia/is, is not the fortieth Pare 
of a moderate Gonorrhea; a certain 
Argument that this is not the Effeé& of 


an Inflammation or Ulcer of the Urethra, 


but is really the corrupted Liquor of the 
Lacuna, as 1 have formerly proved ; the 
Surface of the Urethra not being the 
hundredth Part of the Surface of the 
Scrotum, — 7 at 
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But what happens more frequently, a 
Pox enfues the {topping this yellow Liquor 
that is difcharg’d in a Gonorrhea: And 
therefore we may likewife be perfuaded, 
that the corrofive Caufe may be of fuch 
a Nature as to produce the Yellowne/s. 
As alfo, that this corrofive, yellow Sub- 
{tance is an Acid: Becaufe it becomes 
Green (the other Colour of the Running) 
by the Mixture of the Salt of the Urine, 
or the Alkali, and animal Particles of 


the Lympha. 


Cor. 1. From hence it follows, that the 
fooner a Clap appears, the greater the A- 
crimony, ceteris paribus ; and the longer it 
is in appearing (the Liquor of the Lacuna 
keeping its natural Confiftence ) the Acri- 
mony is lefs, except in the Cafe of an 
inward Shanker. 


Cor. 2. The gradual Increafe of the 
Running, for the firft four or five Days, 
is in Proportion to the Degrees of the 
Sharpnefs. : 


Cor. 3. The Augmentation of the 
Deepnefs of the Colour, in each of thefe 
Days, arifes from the continnal Increafe 
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of the Quantity of the infecting Salts, 
whofe Proportion to the Quantity of 
Fluids becomes every Day greater. 


Cor. 4 A Pox cannot be produced, 
while the Running continues; the Con- 
tagion being then voided by the Geni- 
tals. But the Difcharge that way being 
ftopp'd and interrupted, it flow into the 
Blood, corrupts it, and is the Caufe of | 

the Lues. 


Schol. And in Confequence of all thefe 
Confiderations, taken together, the Mat- 
ter of the Pox, is a Poyfon, which has 
a Power to change all our other Liquors 
into its own corrofive Nature ; and is, 
on that account, feldom or never cured, 
but by the Help of Medicines properly 
adminiftred. 


Before we put an End to the Sub- 
Je& of this Chapter, it may be proper to 
relate an Obfervation of Monfieur De 
Blegny ; which indeed is very fingular, 
and abfolutely deftroys his own Affertions 
about the Nature and Seat of the Difcafe. 
When, * ays he, in a virulent Gonor- 
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rhoea, we obferve a continual Defire te 
make Water, and the Flux of Matter 
which corrodes the Parts, through which 
st paffes, of a greenifh, yellow Colour ; 
we may be affured that the Bladder, and 
adjacent Parts, are inflamed. Now, by 
what has been formerly faid, it is very 
manifeft, how little the prefent Affertion 
agrees with the Bladder being concern’d, 
as the Seat of the Difeafe. Let ir like- 
wife be obferv’d; that he here fuppofes 
this greeni/b, yellow Liquor to be a cer- . 
rain Mark of the Bladder being inflamed. 
What {hall we then fay of Women? who 
likewife have this preenifh, yellow Run- 
ning, whofe Bladder he does not ailow 
to haye any Share in this Difeafe. 


But to pals from any farther Obferva- may vhis xe 
tions on the Infufficiency of his Flypo- fies t so 
thefis, ic may be noted, that all Phyfie as prea 
cians relate, as fomething very confide- 
rable, this Efflux of Matter in a Gonor- 
rhea to be without an Ereétion of the 
Penis, or any Senfe of Pleafure in either 
Sex. Now as this always happens in the 
True as well as in the Virulent Gonor- 
rhea; there is nothing peculiar to the 
laft, why it fhould be related as a Symp- 
com. But the Reafon for both, is, ae 

the 
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the Runnings are the Effe& either of a 


Relaxation of the Valves of the Seed. 


Bladders, or of a Liquor produced by 
ftimulating the Lacune; which Eflux 
being, in neither Cafe, the Caufe, or Ef 
fect of Defire, is perform’d without any 
Senfe of Pleafure. Ye might have been 
more properly obferved, that this ftimu- 
lating Acrimony produces fo great a Ti- 
tulation in the Penis at the beginning 
and ending of a Gonorrhea, that very 
feldom it cither begins or ends, without 
nocturnal Pollutions. 


Having difcover’d by the moft gene- 
ral and fimple Appearances of a Gonor- 
rhea, its Nature, Seat, and the way it 
is produced ; I proceed, in the next place, 
to fhew; how the Symptoms, we find 
attend this Diftemper, flow from its Na- 
ture thus found out; as alfo, how thefe 
Symptoms give way, or are cured, by 
changing the diftempered Condition of 
the natural Liquor; becaufe, by this Ac- 
count, the Theory becomes perfe& and 
complete. 


CHAP. 
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making Water. 


“EOHE Pain in making Water is fo 

conftant and effential a Symptom 
of this Difeafe, that it pafles reciprocally 
for the Gonorrhea ittelt, efpecially among 
French Authors. But as the Pain does 
not proceed, nor appear at firft with the 
Running, but after the Liquors are fully 
corrupted, and always ceafes as the A- 
crimony abates, and the natural Liquor 
is reftored, it cannot be any thing more 
than a Symptom of a Gonorrhea. 


We fhall eafily conceive how the Wa- 
ter produces the Sharpnefs and Pain, if 
we confider the Sualtnefs of the Urine 
and the State of the Urethra ; for as its 
Membranous Coat is fretted and cor- 
roded by the corrupted Liquor of the 
Lacune, {o the fale Water pafling over 
thofe hurt Parts affects them with Pain. 
This Explanation becomes very obvious; 


by 
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by confidering, how the Nervous Fibres 
of any other Part produce Pain, if they 
are divefted of the Scarf-skin, and wafth’d 
with fale Water. Thus the Caufe of the 
Smart in Urining becomes very manifeft. 


This Pain muft be greater and more 


‘conftant, beaufe the Liquor, which is 


naturally defign’d to preferve the Urethra 
from the Sharpnefs of the Urine and 
Seed, is corrupted and becomes the chief 
Caufe of the Pain: So that the Liquor 
of the Lacunz is not only wanting in its 
natural Ufe, and by its Want expofes the 
Urethra to Pain; but is likewife become 
fharp, and a greater Caufe of Pain than — 
the fharp Urine and Seed could other- 
wile poflibly be. And therefore it is again 
evident; how the fore Urethra is affected 
with the Saltuefs of the Water, - 


But as the Urine fows hot from our 
Bodies, the feeling of its Heat being con- 
founded with that of its Swarting, the 
feat of the Urine has often been fup- 
poted the Caufe of the Swarting. Nay, 
Phyficians obferving how the heat, and 
fmarting of Urine was encrea’sd by drink- 
ing hot and /pirituous Liquors, took this for 
a great Confirmation of their O pa 
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for the Propriety of the Expreffion, as 
well as for rhe Manner of producing the 
Symptom. This they thought {till more 
manifeft; by the Pamand Heat abating, 
after drinking a Quantity of {mall Li- 


Quors. 


Now the real Caufe of the Smarting 
being formerly eftablifh’d, it will not be 
difficult to account for thefe Expriences, 
from which {fo -falfe Conclufions have 
been drawn. For if this Sale and Briny 
Liquor can affect a Part with {marting 
Pain, when it is divefted of its defending 
Membrane; then the more fale that Li- 


quor is, the greater, or at leaft the more_ 


certain, will the Smarting be: And, on 
the other hand, the lefs Salt the Liquor 
is, the lefs apt ic muft be to excite Pain. 
Now, it is very certain thar all /frong 
Liquors leffen the Quantity of the Serum 
in the Urme (if they are not drank in an 
exceeding great Quantity) as all watry 
Liquors encreafe this Quantity, and the 
more they are drank in a great Quantity. 
And therefore, the Quantity of the Se- 
rum being leflen’d by {trong Drinks, and 
encreas’d by {mall and watry Liquors, 
the Salt Parts, in the Compofition of 
Urine, muft abound more than naturally 
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in a Quantity made in the firft Cafe, or 
the Urine is more Salt, and therefore 
excites more than ordinary Pain; but it 
is quite otherwifc in the Cafe of a quan- 
tity of watry Liquors. So thar this Pain 
in Urining, is excited by leflening the 
Quantity of Serum in the Urine, and 
taken off by augmenting its Quantity, 
without any other regard had to the Heat 
or Coldnefs of the Liquors we dririk. 


This is ‘ftill more manifeft, by ptodu- 
cing the fame Effect by folid Medicines. 
For let any Medicine be given, whofe 
Powers are to provoke Urine, and an- 
other Medicine taker, whofe Faculty is _ 
to wafie a Quantity of Serum by other 
Secretions, the different Effets of ea/ing 
the Smart by the firft fort, and rai/ing 
it by the fecond, are always conftant. 
And therefore, on all thefe Confidera- 
tions, it is ftill more manifeft, that thé — 
Pain of Urining is from the Saltie/s of — 
the Urine, and that the Pain is taken off 
by diminifhing the Saltnefs: So this Ay= 
dor Urine, and Chaude-piffe, are ilacs 
counted for by Latin and French Au- 
thors. What Heat may do in diffolving — 
Salt in the Urine, or impelling it into the — 
naked Fibres, isa Confideration of alae : 
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fort; bur till aiding to this foregoing 
Explanation. 


As the Pain in Urining is always the??? 2 fF 

greatelt at the firft and laft Drops, this make the 
eccafion’d that Sufpicion Phyficians had greateft Pain. 
of a Stone in the Bladder, which was 
then known to produce fuch like Pain, 
as they now found in the Cafe of a Go- 
norvrhaa. But an Account of this Symp- 
tom will cafily be given from what has 
already been explain’d: For as the Pain 
in Urining is excited by the Sat Urine 
pafling over a fore Part of the Urethra, 
fo this Pain willbe the greateft when the 
Urine remains longeft on that Parr; 
even till the Salt of the Urine is diffoly’d 
and diluted in the difcharging Liquor. 
Now the Quantity of Matter at the Seat 
of the Gonorrhea, caules a Stop of the 
firft Parts of the Water, and hinders the 
laft to run off the Urethra, fo that the 
Salt Urine is more apply’d to the tender 
Part at thofe times, and the Pain in U- 
mining is the greateft, when they firft be- 
gin to make Water, and when Men have 
done making of Water, as we find by 
Experience, | 
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By the bye, we may obferve, that this 
Smarting and Pain in making Water 
is where the Cavernous Bodies join the 
Nut, or Glans, fo we may be perfuaded, 
that the Seat of the Difeafe is there: A 
new and collateral Proof of this Sear, 
evincing the Falfenefs of the Suppofition 
that che Matter of a Genorrhea flows 
from the Proftate, or other more res 
mote Parts. 


The Reafoning is tlie fame concerning 
the Smart of Urine in Women as it was 
in Men; but the Pain does not {6 cer- 
tainly denote the Seat of the Difeafe, as 
it does in the Cafes of Men, cheir Urine 
Howing over all their fore Part: Whereas 
it is reafonable to believe that a great Part 
of the Vagina in Women is affected; but 
the Smart can only be felt among the 
lower Lacune, which are under their 
Urethra, and therefore can only be 
wathed with their Urine. 


This Smart of Urine, though confi- 
der’d here only as a Symptom, is fo re- 
garded among French Authors, as to bear 


away the Name of the Difeafe, and is 


thought the chief thing we thould en- 
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_ deavourtocure. * De Blegny makes fome 
Difference between a Gonorrhiva and a 
Feat of Urine, and is very perplex’d in 
fhewing how poflibly the one may be 
without the other; but he can, by no 
means, extricate himfelf from the Diffi- 
culty about which of them have the great- 
eft Share in a Virulent Gonorrhea ; yet 
he is pleafed afterwards to fay, + That 
he has made that Difference very ma- 


nif e/t. 


This Difference between a Gonorrhea 
and a Chaud-piffe is not the particular 
Opinion of Monfieur Blegny, but is a 
favourite Notion among all the French: 
and another celebrated Author of that 
Nation explains this Matter more fully, 
and therefore more abfurdly. 4 There 
are, {ays he, two Sorts of a Gonorthcea, 
one that is ViIRULENT, and acqui’d 
by wnpure Embraces ; the Matter flow- 
mg from the Penis in this Illnefs is Tellow, 
or Green, and Virulent. The other is a 
Chaude-pifle or Heat of Urine, becaufé 
they find a throbing heat in making 
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Water, which fometimes proceeds from 
any Perfon's being heated in his Embraces, 
or by arimking too much Beer. In this 
the Running, whith is improperly call’d 
SEED, 1s watery and pretty clear, almoft 
like the White of an Egg, and is not at- 
tended with any Tickling or Pleafure. 
When the Heat of Urine lafts any time, 
it commonly changes into a Virulent Go- 
norrheca, which 1s followed with trouble- 
fome Symptoms, fuch a great Extenfion 
of the Penis which is very painful, a 
burning Heat, Leanne/s and Faintnefs. 


The very Writing thefe Defcriptions 
fhews more the Confufion of this Au- 
thor, and of them that follow him, than 
any Difference we can poffibly make of 
his two Sorts of a Gonorrhea, the Symp- 
toms in both being the fame I firft de- 
{cribed, as far as they can any ways re- 
late to a Gonorrhea; nor. was it ever 
found that a Gonorrhea without Viru- 
lence (which among Phyfical Authors is 
called a Simple Gonorrhea) did at any 
time degenerate into the /7zrulent ; fo 
that this Difference is rather a confufed 
Sketch from this Author’s Fancy, than 


any Copy from Nature. The Heat of — 
Urine, he mentions, being fufficientlyex- 
H plain’d, 
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plain’d, as a Symptom of 2 Gonorrhea; 
forbids our Difcourfing farther upon 
it; and [ll be bold to fay that, without 
Vanity, any other Symptom might offer 
a better Handle for eftablifhing a greater 
- Variety in the Sorts of a Gonorrhea: 
Leannefs indeed, and Faintnefs are like- 
wife his own, and Symptoms never num- 
bered among thole of a Gonorrhea by 


any Phyfician. 


The great Occafion of this their Con= 
fufion is, that they obferve the Gonor-. 
yhwa is foon cured after the Heat of 
Urine is over; when that Difeafe luckily 
ends in a Cure. But as all Symptoms, in 
every Difeafe, are ftridtly fpeaking, the 
Effects of the Original Diftemper that 
produces them; fo the Abatement of the 
Bost of the Symptoms as much fhews 
the abating of the Force of the Caufe, 
as before they were Signs of its Strength 
and Violence. Of this Sort is the Smart 
of Urine, which depends altogether on 
the Rawnefs of the {timulated Parts; or 
that they are deptiv’d of their Cover- 
ing: whereby they are expofed to the 
common and natural Saltnefs of the U- 
rine; on the other hand, the Abatement 


of the Pain; while the natural fale State 
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of the Blood rethains, evidently fhews the 
Healing of the Part, and the Abatement 
of the Rawnefs, by the leflening of the 
{timulating Force, which at firft occa- 
fion’d the Gonorrhea. And therefore, the 
Heat of Urine muft always firft abate, 
how long foever the Efflux of Matter 
may hold afterwards, for many other 
Reafons. 


When due Confideration is had to 
this ; we muft ftill acknowledge the Run- 
ning of the corrupted Liquor of the La- 
cune to be the Principal and Pathogno- 
monical Symptom of aGonorrhwa; and 
the Heat of Urine, and other Symptoms, 
We are about to explain, to proceed 
from the Virulence of it. 


Tie Cording Pain, &c. 
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Of the Binding Pam im Eregtion, 
the Inflammation of the Glans, 
and Frenum, and the wide- 
ning the Orifice of the Ure- 


thra. 


HE Binding Pain in time of E- 
rection, is a Symptom of fuch 
Difficulty, that Phyficians have never 
attempted to explain it, and moft of 
them have thought it the fame with an 
Inflammation of the Frenum; contrary 
co all Experience, and ancient Defcrip- 
tions. * Yodocus Lommius, and fome 
other good Authors, fpeaking of an Ulcer 
in the Urethra fays, The Pam in Erec- 
tion fhews this Ulcer to be already form'd, 
which Pain affects the Penis iw fuch a 
manner, as if it were hard bound with 
aCord, (ut veluti fune {ubftrmg: videag 
tur.) Now this Defcription agreeing per-

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fectly well with a Chordé in French; 
and Corded in Englifb, the impropriety 
in either of thefe Languages is very great 
when we fay, that any one has a Chordée. 
But the Injury done to Pradtice is far great- 
er, by fupprefling fo fenfible and obvious _ 
a Symptom, and transferring it to another 
part; for hereby this proper Symptom is 
concealed, merely to avoid a Difficulty 
it were far better to confels; and Axpe- 
rience is forced to give way to Specula- 
tion ; Which ought not to be done upon 
any Account whatloever. 


Perhaps there is not a more furprizing 
Phenomenon; than that a Part, having 
a Sore or an Ulcer in its very Subftance, 
fhould give fuch a Feeling and Senfation 
as if it were ty’d round with fomething, | 
while its Parts are drawn from one an-~ 
other, as they furely are, when its Bulk is” 
encreafed. In reafon, the contiguous Parts 
receding from one another fhould rather 
affect us with a tearing Pain, than with — 
that of being bound round with a Cord; 
a Caufe of Pain altogether extrinfecal. 


But, to encreafe the Paradox, the Cor- — 
rofion is really inward in the very Ure- 
thra ; but the binding, the comprefling — 
A ES RS Sea 


wn Erettion. 


Caufe which hurts this fore Urethra, is 
really without it; and thus the Myttery 
is out. This Affettion is evident from 
what was formerly defcribed, about the 
Courfe and Situation of the Urethra ; 
for as it runs between the Cavernous 
Subftances of the Penis, and one of its 
Coats are {pongious, the corroded inner 
Coat muft always be comprels’d by them, 
when they are inflated; more or lefs,-ac- 
cording to the Degree of their Inflation. 
Wherefore the excoriated Urethra. is 
every where comprefs’d, and cannot give 
any other Senfe of Pain, than that of 
being hard bound round with a Cord. 
This Compreffion of the Urethra has al- 


ready been obferved to be fo great,that it _ 


is with fome Difficulty theSeed,and Urine, 
are expreifed in times of a rigid Erection, 


Cor. 1. Hence we may know the Place 
of the Hurt, and how far it reaches, by 
this Pain in Erection. 


Cor. 2. We may likewife conclude; 
that ifa Sorenefs was occafion’d by fharp 
Matter flowing fromthe Seed-Bladders ; 
the Parts of the Uretha, next to them, 
fhould be equally difpofed, and obnoxt- 
aus, to be hurt; but as they are not, it 
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is evident that the Matter does not flow: 
from thence. Indeed, the prefent Symp- 
tom of the Cordimg Pain never admitted 
of an Explanation before; nor can it be 
accounted for at all upon any Aypothe/is, 
but it now becomes manifeft by this 
Theory, drawn from the anatomical Ac- 
count formerly given, of the Part. 


It might be very proper, on this Oc- 
cafion, to confider the continual Evec- 
tion or Priapifin {ome People, labouring _ 
under a Gonorrhea, are affected with. 
But as the Perpetual Irritation the Penis 
fuffers by the Matter of the Difeafe is 
very obvious, and fufficiently: accounts 
for this Appearance; I fhall forbear any 
further Explanation of it, and rather pro- 
ceed in the next Place, to follow. this 
corrupted Liquor, as it flows from its 
poifoned Fountain, and farther propa- 
gates its Corruption, by producing Scabs, 
Ulcers, and Rottennefs in the Places it 
runs over. * 


When we trace thus its Courfe out 
of the Penis, the Acrimony fthews itfelf 
in the Luflammation of the Nut, the fil- 
thy gaping of the Urethra, in the Shank- 
ers, Phimofis and Periphimofis formerly.

While we follow the Courfe of the cor- The Imflam- 
rupted Liquor of the Lacuna, and ob- #10 of ts 
ferve the different Effects of its Acti- 77°” 
mony, we find no Part more affected 
than the Glans, when the Matter of a 
Gonorrhea is apply’d to it: For as no 
Part is endued with a more exquifite Senfe 
of Feeling, fo no Part fuffers more with 
the prefent Acrimony. In every Stimulus, 
the Parts are violently drawn afunder and 
contracted; and that, proportionably to 
the Degtee of the Stimulus, and the Sen- 
fiblenefs of the Part that is ftimulated. 
And therefore the fmall Nerves and F- 
bres of the Glans being ftimulated, by the 
fharp and corrupted Liquor, comprefs 
the Blood-Veflels by their Diftra&tion and 
Contraction ; and thereby retard the Mo- 
tion of the Blood in the Veims and Arte- 
ries of the Glans, 4. e. occafion an In- 
flammiation in that Part. Moreover, the 
twe Arteries of the Glans creep directly 
on the Back of the Pems, without any 
Ramification, or ever dipping into its Ca- 
-vernous Bodies till hey enter the Glans it- 
felf, and then it divides into a great Num- 
ber of very {mall Branches; which Ra- 

mifications 
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mifications occafion the Blood to flow 
very flowly thorough them; or makes 
the mentioned Inflammation. 


Befides, as this Lnflammation of the 
Glans is produced, by the {timulating 
Force of the Acrimonious Liquor that 
acts on its Nerves and Fibres, fo the 
Contraction of thefe Parts, occafion’d by 
the fame, will always be towards the 
Cavernous Bodies of the Penis to which 
the Glans is annex’d; and the Contrac- 
tion in each Fabre will be ftronger, or 
weaker, in proportion to the Caufes 
that raife it. And therefore, whatfoever 
the Force be with which thefe Fibves 
are contracted, they will always draw 
from the Orifice of the Urethra towards 
their fix’d Infertion inthe Cavernous Bo- 
dies; which drawing occafions the Dila- 
tation at the Orifice of the Urethra, com- 
monly obferved. By the drawing or 
widening of the Orifice we may proper- 
ly enough judge of the Degrees of Ma- 
lignity in the Matter of a Gonorrhea, 
and likewife of the Progrefs that is made 
in changing, or curing the Malignity, 
and Acrimony, of the Running; becaufe 
the Matter of the greateft Acrimony will 
caule the greateft Inflammation, and the 
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ereateft Opening of the Urethra, all o- 
ther Circumftances of the Glans being 
in their natural State. 


What is already faid concerning the Te Inflam- 
Inflammation of the Glans, by the Actri- ae ate 
mony of the Running, makes the Thick- +. a 
nefs and Inflammation of the Frenum 
become very obvious, and eafy to be con- 
ceived. For as the /venum is only a 
_ doubling of the outward Membrane of 
the Glans, it is equally liable to be in- 
flam’d, and thickned by the mentioned 
Acrimony ftimulating ics Fibres. And 
therefore the Frenum, being thicker, be- 
comes likewife fhorter, and draws along 
with wt the top of the Nut, to which it 
is faftned; which Appearance, has, for 
fome time, been abfurdly calld the Corde ; 
contrary to the Current Senfe of all an- 
cient Phyficians, and in Oppofition to 
common Experience; no fuch Feeling, 
as this outward Binding, being ever per- 
ceiv’d, when the frenum is inflam’d, 
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Of Suanxers and Crr- 
STALLINS. 


HANKERS are reputed among 

the firft Symptoms which appear 
in the Venereal Difeafe, and an early 
* Author obferves, that the Pu/bes on 
the Prepuce, Glans, or on both, are oc- 
cafion’d from the Sharpnefs of Humours 
that are ftirr’d in time of Coition, and 
the Malignant Quality of the Venereal 
Taint contained in the Neck of the 
Womb, or that flows from the adverfe 
Party. This being premifed; it is cer- 
tain, that the Shankers on the Frenum, 
and Prepuce differ very much from thofe 
on the Glans, and other Parts. For thefe 
are a fort of Tumour with hard Edges, 
and the former rife not above the Skin, 
but are likewife hard, and fhed a watry 
Subftance. They refemble the Sores on — 
the infide of the Lips, we commonly

call 
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call Cankers ; and all thefe Names vary 
little from thofe of the Greek and Latin, 
firft given them. Now as both kinds of 
Shankers are Hard, their Liquors Cor- 
vofive, and agree in many other Quali- 
ties obfery’d about Cancers, they are pro- 
perly enough faid to xapxwsek" And the 
common Ufe of Cancers, and Carcinoma 
among Greek and Latin Authors, fuf- 
ficiently warrants the analogical Name 
given to thefe new Sores. 


The Cure of Shankers, efpecially of 
thofe on the Arenum and Fore-skin, 
having greatly perplexed and puzzled 
Authors, they did not fufficiently attend 
to their Nature or Symptoms; by which 
means the Defcription, given of them, 
has been obfcure, and their Names ill 
a{certained, as I have obferved. The 
Cure of Shankers is not our prefent Con- 
fideration, but how the corrupted Mat- 
ter of a Gonorrhea, flowing out of the 
Penis, produces a Shanker ; and if we 
reflect on their Hardnefs, and other Qua- 
lities, we muft be perfuaded, that this 
Actimonious Matter either coagulates 
the Liquors of the Part it is apply’d to, 
or diffipates them; as we find Fire docs, 
and renders the Parts harder; fo that it 

1 bears 
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The SHANKERS, 
bears fome Analogy to Oil of itriol, 
Oil of Origanum, Lapis Infernalis, and 
other Cautfticks, or to Fire itfelf. 


This fingle Coagulation, or even Dif- 
fipation of the Humours, fufficiently ex- 
plain the Shankers on the Frenum, or 
Fore-skin, and other Membranous Parts: 
But the Coagulation of the Liquors in 
the Glands of the Nut, or their Obftruc- 
tion, contributes more elpecially to pro- 
duce the Shankers there, and to raife the 
Tumours that are obferv’d in them, 
which are not to be feen in thofe of the 
Fore-skin. 


From what has been faid of the com= 
parative Degrees of Corrofivenefs in the 
Matter of a Gonorrhea, it is evident, 
that the Hardnefs of Shankers is not fo 
much acquir’d by diffipating the Hu- 
mouts, as it is by their being coagulated. 
This is manifeft from the Ufe of a Me- 
dicine which has been invented fome 
Years ago, but never before communi- 
cated to the Publick; for the Liquors 
may be refolved again by this Medicine, 
without any Pain, and the Shanker cured 
without any Lofs of Subftance; whereas 
when L/fcharotical Medicines are apply’d; 

they 
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they deftroy the Part with much Pain, 
and give occafion to Phyficians to fufpec, 
that the productive Matter of a Shanker 
had fome Refemblance to Fire, in its 
Operation. 


Nowas Shankers are occafion’d by the 
fharp Matter of a Gonorrhea, that fticks 
to the Glans, or Fore-skin, the foftett Nuts 
take the Infection moft eafily, and the 
Corrofion will be the ftrongeft when the 
Quantity is the greateft. This is the com- 
mon Cafe of Men, who have their Glans 
always covered with the Fore-skin ; for 
they have the fofteft Glans, and their Fore- 
skin detains the Matter longeft upon it; 
upon which Account both thefe Parts are 
mott corroded with Shankers. By this Me- 
thod of Reafoning we become eafily ap- 
priz’d how Shankers are communicated. 
between the Sexes, in time of Coition, 
and the way of their being form’disa little 
more obvious by what we often find 
when Merc. dulcis is improperly given, 
and when it is not duly cleared from its 
Corrofive Salts; for then fuch Sores as 
Shankers on the Fore-skin, are produced 
on the Tongue and Cheeks,

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Cor. Hence it’ follows, that we may 
eafily determine when Shankers are as 
much Origials as the Gonorrhea itlelf, 
when they are Symptoms, and when 
they are independent of it, or are the Ef: 
feds of the Pox ; and all this by obfery- 
ing the zzmes wherein the Shankers ap- 
pear, and other Corcumftances in refpea& 
of a Gonorrhea and the times of Coi- 
tion: A Difhiculty fo great at prefent;. 
that it has eluded the Obfervation of the 
beft Phyficians, though they have been 
converfant in the Practice of every part 
of the Venereal Difeafe. Mr. Blegny ac- 
knowledges all thefe different kinds of 
Shankers 1 have mentioned, however 


furprizing they will appear to fome; and 
_ though he is not able to give us any Mes 


thod whereby we may know them from 
one another, yet it is very proper to re- 
cite his Words. * We know by Expe- 
vience, fays he, that fome are affetted 
with Pains, TETTERS, Warts, UL- 
CERS, and SHANKERS,, and yet after all 
ave far from being Poxed. Blegny, in- 
deed, talks in that Manner, as. if he was 
to give us fome proper Marks, whereby

the 
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the one fort of Shankers may be known 
from the other; but he has not hitherto 
made that ufeful Difcovery; but this 
Difference is become very plain from the 
foregoing Account. 


Let us next confider the Cryffallins, the Cryttal: 
which we find always in the Number! 
of the worlt Symptoms of a Gonorrhea ; 
they being little Pufhes filled with Wa- 
ter, or Phiyctenae, are Tranfparent, rex 
femble Cryftai, and on that Account 
are called Cryflalims. But as thefe Blad- 
ders are not always full of Water, they 
are flat when they are prefled with the 
Finger; and are always without Pain. 
The Cryffalins are only on the Foreskin, 
the Parts whereof, on which thefe Blad- » 
ders do not appear, being very Red, and 
of a Blackifb Colour, as all Parts are 
which have been braifed. This blackith 
Rednefs is very different from the In- 
flammations of the Glans and Foreskin, 
already imentioned; and therefore does 
not feem to be the Of-/pring of the 
Virulent Matter of a Gonorrhea; and 
far lefs can we imagine, that the Blad- 
ders and Cry/fallins are produced by the 
Sharpnefs of the Corruption. 
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On the other hand, by confidering | 
the dark Rednefs, fo very common in — 


all Contufions, we may naturally con- 
clude that this Symptom is of the fame 
fort. On this Suppofition of a Brie, 
the Bladders will eafily become mani- 


feft, efpecially if we confider how plen-_ 


tifully Lymphatick Veflels appear to be 
beltowed on that part. Now a Contu- 
ion of fuch Veflels would certainly hin- 
der the: Lympha to flow along them; 
and the Lympha thus interrupted, will 


diftend its Veflels in their natural Form; - 


which is the very Figure of the Cry/tal- 
lins ; for the Lymphaticks are not equal 
in their Surface, nor Conical, nor Cy- 
lindrical like the reft of the Veflels; and 
though they be really Cylinders they are 
unequal and knotty, becaufe of the fre- 
quent Interruption their Liquor finds 
from the great Number of their Valves; 


which occafion them to {well thus une- — 


qe when the Lympha proceeds more 


owly in its Courfe, or endeavours any 
Return or Reflux, and is the true Caufe 
of the Cryftal Knots, the Figure of the 


Cryftallins. So the Cryftallins may be 


the Effect of Coition, but are neyer the 
Product of InfeGtion received at the fame 


time 5 
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‘time; but are more properly the Effect 

of the Unfitne/s of the Parts of Genera- 
tion, and that that part of a Woman is 
ferait Naturally or by Art, as common 
Women frequently prattife. 


The way too how Cry/alins are cured 
confirms very much the foregoing Opi- 
nion; for as they are often got without 
an enfuing Gonorrhea, fo they are al- 
ways cured, without having any regard 
to it; which never could be ‘done, if 
they were any Symptom of chat Difea’e. 
All this will appear more fully, when 
the Cure of Cr jftalims is particularly 
confidered.

: ‘HE Nature of Shankers and Cry~ 

ftaliins being explained, we may 
foon be convine’d that a Phimojis and. 
Periphimofis are more the immediate Lf-. 
‘fect of Shankers and Cryftallims on the 
Fore-skin, than of the Sharpnefs and 
Acrimony of the Running which pro 
duced the Shankers, though fome De- 
gree of thofe Symptoms is really pro- 


_ duced by the Sharpnefs. For as the Phr- 


mus or Phimofis is thar Affection of the 
Fore-skin, whereby it is fo purfud on 
the Glans, that it cannot be drawn back 
to uncover it; fo when the Fore-skin 
choaks on the Weck of the Penis, and 
cannot return to cover the Glaus, it 


is called a Periphimofis by * Paulus /A-

The Reafon of thefe differenr Affecti- 


ons will become perfpicuous, if we con- 
fider what promotes and facilicates the 
Fore-skin pafling eafily backwards or for- 
wards, when it is to cover and uncover the 
Glans, and what the prefent Impediment 
may be. 


The Glands of the Nut wete, former- 
ly, found to feparate a Mucilaginous Sub- 
flance that keeps it flippery, and con- 
duces to the Fore-skin pafling backward 
and forward more eafily over it. Now 
when the Liquors of thefe Glands are 
coagulated in any meafure, and not dif- 
charged on the Nut, it becomes difficult 
for the Fore-skin to run over it; which 
Difficulty encreafes by the Tumours or 

Shankers, that grow there; fo that on 
their Account the Fore-skin is not eafily 
brought over the Nut, but choaks, and 


occafions a Phimojis, or Periphimofis. 


Ic is plain how the Shankers on the 
Glans hinder the Fore-skin from flipping 
over it, and the Shankers on the Fore- 
skin, as alfo the Cry/tallins, thicken the 
Fore-skin and render it unfit to pafs over 
the Glans ; and therefore the Fore-skin 
{topping before, or on the Neck of the

its Thicknefs encreafes by a new Afflux —

Tt will equally contribute to give us a 
lively Notion of a Phimojis being occa- 
fioned by the Drynefs or Tumours of the 
Glans, and to reconcile us tothe Digref 
fion, that informs us of a Phimo/is, where 
there cannot be the leaft Sufpicion of 


the Pox, or any Degree of Venereal — 


Sharpnefs. This Phimofis was in a Cafe 


of the Small-Pox, and it was fo great as — 


to hinder the Child from making Water 
for two Days. This Phimofis happened 
in the time of the drying of the Small- 


Pox, and continued till the Scabs began ©

Women have a Phimofis in a Gonor- 


yhea, and on fundry other Occafions. . 


It was in thefe laft Cafes of Women 
that we find ir firft mentioned ; for their 
Phimofis is, on any account, when the 
Entry into the /agina is fhut up, fo that 
it does not fuffer any thing to pafs into 
it. Afterwards, by Analogy, all Parts 
that are to open or to fhut, being un- 
der a Difficulty of opening by a {welling 
of the Parts, take that Name. Hence 
ic is that we hear of a Phimofis of the 
Lips, Eye-lids, Anus, and Fore-skin, as 
well as one of the Vagina.

The CONCLUSION. 


Why Men catch a Gonorrhea 


more eafily than Women. The 


Difference between a Fluor 
Albus avd a Gonorrhea. 


| HE Symptoms of a Gonorrhea 
@ being explain’d, and its Nature 


- difcovered in this Method of Reafoning ; 


we find the Caufe of the Difeafe, and 
of its Symptoms, to be the fame in Men 
and Women, as far as their Parts of Ge- 
neration can admit; which Account 
differs very widely from all others ; for in 
thefe, difterent Hypothefés are employ’d, 
for explaining the Gonorrhea in each 
of the Sexes; though they do not per- 
fedtly well agree among themfelves. The 
principal Regard in this Inquiry has 


been had to Men; though the Particu- 


lars in the Gonorrhea of Women have 
been fo fully confider’d; that, by eafy 


Changes, whatever has beenfhewn con- 


cerning 


Men fooner Infected. 


cerning the Gonorrhea in Men may eafily 
be accommodated to that in Women. 
So that we might, next after this Theory, 
proceed to the Cure of the Difeafe in 
both Sexes; were it nor firft neceffary to 
confider two Cafes, we have not hither- 
to found the proper Opportunity of exa- 
mining.. One is, The notable Difference 
we find of Men being more readily infected 
with a GONORRHOEA than Women. 
The other,, Why it 1s fo difficult to deter- 
mine, whether Women have the Whites 
or a: Gonorrhoea. 


As to the firft; we find by Experience, 
that few Men efcape the Contagion that 
have any Commerce with an Infected 
Woman; notwithf{tanding of the very 
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inconfiderable Quantity they receive of — 


the Infetion On the other hand, Wo- 
men receive va{tly more Contagion, yet 
often efcape clear from being infected 
with a Gonorrhea. 


This Paradox will foon vanifh; if we 


confider, that the Contagious Liquor is — 


conyey’d from a Man, blended with an- 
other Liquor in a Qantity far exceeding 
the Poifon convey’d along with ir: As 
alfo; that the Liquor, with which the 


Contaz 
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Contagion is mix’d, is very foft and vi/- 
cid; fit to fheath and entangle the fharp 
Parts of the Running. And therefore 
the fharp contagious Parts may be fo 
blunted in the other Liquor, as altoge- 
ther to defeat its ordinary Effects; efpe- — 
cially in the time they both remain in 
the Vagina: So that the fharp Liquor 
cannot ftimulate the Lacuna, or infect 
the Liquour which naturally flows out of 
them; both becaufe its Quality is chan- 
ged, and its Stay is very fhort in the Va- 
gina. Xt is then very manifeft, how an _ 
Infected Man may have Commerce with 
a found Woman, without her ever fha- 
ring in his Infeftion; whereas a Man, 
receiving the {malleft Quantity of this 
acrimonious Stuff, is eafily infected; it 
being communicated in all its Force, 
without any Mixture, and meets with 
fo much Moifture only, in his Lacuna, as 
is more fit to diflolve and propagate the 
contagious Salts, than to prevent their 
infecting. 


This Reafon perfectly well explains 
to us, why fome Women do not en- 
certain the Infection, if they receive it 
when they have their Menftrua ; for the 
Blood flowing from about the Bottom

of the Womb, not only fheaths, but 
wathes and diflolyes, this acrimonious 
Corruption, and carries it along with it 
elf, as it flows out of the Body. This 
Prevention is ftill more powerful, that a 
frefh Supply of Blood is always renewing 
in the Vagina, and is conftantly flowing 
out of it for four, five, or more Days ; 
and, is on that account, a very propet 
Means to hinder the Contagion of a Go- 
norrhea from taking Place. 


The Operation of fuch foft and en- 
tangling Liquors cannot beget 1n us any 
Difficulty in apprehending their Effect, 
for preventing the fharp Parts of a Run- 
ning, from infecting the Liquor of any 
Part, or from ftimulating the Part itfelf; 
when we refle&, that fuch Effects are 
not uncommon in our daily Experience, 
and thar unfafe Quantities of Corrofive 
Spirits, or Oils, are made not only fafe but 
ufeful, by blending them with Mucilages, 
foft Oils, or the like entangling Subftan- 
ces. And therefore we may eafily un- 
derftand, how the Effe& of an acrimo- 
nious Liquor in the Gonorrhea is de- 
feated vy Seed, or men%rnc! Blood.

The next Difficulty that remains to be 
explained, is to find out the Difference 


and a Gonor. between the Fluor Albus in Women, and 


rhoea. 


their Gonorrhea: As alfo, by what 


Marks they may be known; {ince hither- 
to fuch Signs, as can fhew this Difference, 
are {till wanting. For the Humour that 
Hows in the Whites is thick, white, yel- 
low, and fometimes green, often exciting 
a Heat of Urine: All which being Marks 
of the Matter of a Gonorrhea, make the 
Charatteriftick of the Whites more hard- 

ly to be found. | 


Baghvi * pretends that the Flwor Al- 
bus is eafy to be known in time of Men- 
ftruating, becaufe it difappears, and is 
intimately mixed with the Blood; which 
he fays is otherwife when Women have 
a Gonorrhea, the Running then ap- 
pearing feparately in the time of their 
Courfes. But as this Obfervation is really 
feigned, and altogether inconfiftent with 
daily Experience, and the Nature of the 
thing, ic does not require our farther 
Confideration; for how fhould two Li- 
quors, that eafily mix, pafs flowly in the

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fame comprefs’d Canal, and yet keep a- 


‘funder and flow feparately; which Ob- 


fervation alone fhews the Groundleffhefs 
of this Suppofition, 


After all; upon due Confideration, it 
will be found; that there are not any 
Marks in the flowing Liquors, or any 
that can be drawn from the Seat and 
Source of the Efflux, to be difcover’d, 
which can point out the Difference in 
thefe rwo Difeafes. As tothe Matter it is 
the fame with the Liquor of the Lacune 
difcharged in a greater Abundance. The 
Colours of this Matter were already ob- 
ferved to be the fame; fo neither the 
Place from whence this Liquor Hows, 
nor its Colour, afford the Diftinétion 


which has been fo long, but vazmly ex- 


petted from them. Yet as the Fluor Al- 
bus, and all its Symptoms, are the Ef 
feds of Caufes that are within a Wo- 
man herfelf, and the Gonorrhea is pro- 
duced by Caufes extrinfecal to her, that 
ftimulate the Lacuna, and can poifon 
their Streams; thefe diftinguifhing Marks 
are only to be collected from the ;Man- 
ner of their being produced. 


This 
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This. Account agrees perfectly well 
with our conftant Experience. For after — 
the Colour and Acrimony of a Gonorrhea 
are cured in Women, there remains very 
commonly an Lfflux of a white, thick 
Liquor, not to be diftinguifhed from the 
Whites when they are an effential Di- 
feafé; and, tipon this Appearance; mer- 
cenaty Clap-curers leave Women to be 
help’d by the proper Methods of that 
Difeafe, exacting their Reward of having 
cured their Gonorrhea ; though this Ef- 
flux is as much a Part of the Difeafe as 
any other we can aflign. 


Both thefe Obfervations date’ ftill more 
obvious, from what we formerly met- 
tioned in treating of the Gonorrhea in 
Men; for in their Cafe, the Colours of 
the Running, and Heat of Urine being 
abated, the white Running, or a Run- 
ning without Virulence (as we always 
term it) conftantly appears; yet thefe 
Authors never attribute the Whites to 
Men, which they might as juftly do, as 
to Women, on this Occafion. And there- 
fore as all the Symptoms in a Gonorrhea 
and Fluor Albus of Women are fo much 
alike, (whatever their Effects may be 
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when improperly cured) they do not 
afford any Pathognomonical Sign, which 
can betaken from the Place of the Run- 
ning, or from the Difference of its Co- 
lour; but all Signs are prudential Col- 
leGtions only; unlefs the Running be at- 
tended with Shankers, or other Symp- 
toms, peculiar to a Gonorrhea. 
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Lhe general Defien in Curing a 
GONORRHOEA, with a par- 
ticular Account of the diwett

_ toms; without engaging in any of the 


Theories or Hypothefes received at this 


time; fo my prefent Endeavour hall be; 
to draw the Method of Cure from the 


Nature 
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Nature of the Difeafe thus difcover’d. 
This Method muft neceflarily prove the 
moft genuine and fatisfatory; becaufe 
it proceeds from the Effence of the Di- 
feafe; whereas all former Methods of 
curing, have not any Foundation either 
in Reafon, or in Expetience. 


By the foregoing Inquiry we are in- #4 Go- 
formed, That the real and true Caufe;, Mate fide 
of a Gonorrhea is a Corruption of the 
natural Liguor, {eparated from the Blood 
ana contained in the Lacune, the Sharp- 
nels of which Corruption ftimulatées the 
Lacune, and excites the Running: As 
allo, that a Gonorrhoea will run off in 
time, or may cure of ifelf, of the Quan- 
tity of the Efflux is greater than the 
Power of Corrupting: Moreover, as the 
fimulating Power occafions the Dif- 
charge into the Urethra; the Pox can- 
not enfie in time of a Running ; and not 
till it is check’d by improper Medicmes. 
And therefore the Cure of a Gonorrhea 
muft be obtain’d by deffroying the Cor- 
vuption in this natural Liquor; or’ by 
helping it to run off in the way it fome- 
times does, when the Difeafe cures of it 
felf. The firft of thefe cannot be done 
by any known Method; and the Medi- 

t. 
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ines in prefent ufe can only anfwer thé 


fecond Purpofe, of running off the Stock 
of Corruption. The Medicines executing 
this Intention of Curing have been at- 
tended with great Uncertainty and Dan- 
ger} becaufe Phyficians are not fufficient- 
ly apprized of the propereft Ways of 
ufing them. It is to this Unskilfulnefs all 
our Difappointments in Curing are ow- 
ing; and that the Symptoms are very 
often exafperated, the Gonorrhwa being 
attended with great Pain, Inflammations, 
and other very grievous Symptoms. And 
therefore in purfuit of the foregoing rea- 
fonable Indications , 1 fhall difcover the 
moft dire&t and moft proper Methods of 
Curing; by ftating the Conditions, and 
Circumftances, of the Difeafe, when every 
kind of Medicine becomes moft proper, 
and may be given to the greateft Ad- 


| vantage.

Medicines to deftroy the Sharpnefs of 
the Corruption, or the Methods of curing 
on the firft Indication, are altogether new ; 
nor could it otherwife be, Phyficians be- 


ing altogether Strangers to the Mat- 


ter of a Gonorrhea; and ftill more to 
the Place from whence it flow’d; their 
Eypothefes were but a Guels, and rather 
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led them into a Belief of the Impoffibi- 
liry of fuch a Method, than to inform 
them in any true Practice. But as we 
are now convinced thar the running Li- 
quor comes from the Lacune, which 
are at hand; who can deny, that a Li- 
quor injected into the Urethra, may at- 
fe& the flowing Matter in the Lacune, 
and may there deftroy the Corruption, 
and the Running with it? 


The Mifchief done by the moft im- confrmed by 
proper Injegtions is a very convincing’ Miva 
Proof, that the Place of the Running p,oper injec 
may be aflected by Injections ; and there- tions. 
fore when cunning Practitioners rea- 
fon againft ufing Injections, they {eem 
more inclined to frighten their Patients 
thanto confult their Nealth, their own Ex- 
perience demonftrating the Power of In- 
jections; and the great Caution fhould be, 
again{t improper Injections only; which 
have been known to occafion the Lues, 
and pernicious Effects of many Kinds : But 
not to add knavifh Pretences to their 
own ill Practice; as if no proper and 
ufeful InjeGtion could poffibly be devifed. 

Now Reafon, and Experience, afluring us 
that a Gonorrhea may be well cured by 
Injections, Phyficians will be careful, how 
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they expofe their Veracity and Honour 
by denying what is thus reafonable and 
poflible; but efpecially when either the 
Materials of an Injection are propofed to 
our Reafon; or the Succefs has fhewn 
the Truth of a fafe and proper Injection. 
And therefore, as [have given many more 
Experiences than are nceflary to eftablifh 
the Faé and Certainty of an Injection 
that will cure a Gonorrhea, it is not 
neceflary to infift upon a Matter fo ma- 
nifeft and well known, till {ome real Ob- 
jections can be offer’d in Oppofition to it. 


Moreover, as the Matter of a Gonor- 
rhea is the corrupted Liquor of the La- 
cuné ; which Matter never mixing with 
the Blood, but difcharging from the La- 
cuna@, while there is neither any Admi- 
niftration of Medicines, nor of {uch 
as are manifeftly hurtful; ic neceflarily 
follows, that the corrupted Liquor may 
be difchare’d of its Corruption in the La- 
cune: Which Method is very dire& for 
curing a Gonorrhea. 


We mutt confefs, that a Method by 
internal Medicines can never be fo cer- 
tain as that by Injections; nor is the Safe~ 
ty fo manifeft during the Cure; for it 
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mutt afeerwards appear, how good, and 
how unhappy the Succefs of it proves : 
Whereas the Prattice by InjeCtions may 
always be manag’d with the greatelt 
Certainty, and Succes. 


But, in judging of the Sufficiency of 
this new, but direct, Method of Curing, 
the principal Confideration is about its 
Efficacy, Safety, and the Time wherein 
we are cured, which is better anfwer’d in 
this Method than any other; for a Go- 
norvhea terminates much the fooneft 
this Way, and Women are as foon cured 
as Men, which never is in the other 
Ways of curing; nay, Women are very 
feldom cured in any other Method; as 
the lafting Running, without Virulence, 
{ufficiently proves,their Gonorrhea rarely 
fubmitting to the common Methods of 
Mire: 


This Efficacy of a proper Injection 1s 
con{picuous in any time of a Gonorrhea ; 
and the Quantity of Running never in- 
creafes after the firft ufing it; fo much 
is the Sharpnefs blunted ina little time: 
And therefore the Praétice of the Injec- 
tion being in the Days of the Encreafe, 
pr in the Beginning, the Cure will be 
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the quicker; if the Liquor ofthe Lacune 
is not thicker than natural, there being 
commonly a fmaller Quantity of Cor- 
ruption to be fubdued than after the 
Quantity is greater; whereas, the Quan- 
tity of Running muft always encreafe by 
the Practice of Diuretical or Purging 
Medicines in order to the Cure. For 
Diureticks do not a& by correcting the 
Cortuption, nor do they excite the Run- 
ning, and the Gonorrhea only encreafes 
by the Sharpnefs of its Matter, as we may 
be now convinced; and purging Medi- 
cines add their Stimulus to that of the 
Running whereby the Quantity of the 
Running is vaftly encreafed. The different 
Operation by the Medicines of both Me- 
thods are very confiderable; the one cor- 
recting and fubduing the Corruption, the 
other promoting the Running off of the 
Corruption; both which make Aftringent 
Medicines neceflary ; which otherwife re- 
ver fhould be wanted ina right Methoc of. 
Cure. | | ais ie 


But the Method by Injeftions is not 
only the moft {peedy and effetual, but 
is likewife the moft /afe, as is evident 
by moderating the Symptoms in time of 
the Cure, and the Confequences after a 

Gonor= 
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Gonorrhea is cured; for in this dyrect 
Method, by Injections, the Sharpnefs is 
deftroy’d, and confequently allthe Symp- 
toms which flow from the Sharpnets; 
but in the zzdzrect Methods the Sharpnels 
is augmented, and the Symptoms with 
it; purging Medicines adding to the 
Sharpnefs, and Diuretical Medicines 
taking offthe Defence againft the Sharp- 
nefs; in both which Cafes the Cording 
Pain, Heat of Urine, and other men- 
tioned Symptoms are unavoidable, but are 
never feen in the direct Method; and 
che greateft Heat of Urine is taken off 
in twelve or twenty four Hours, which 
often refit the beft Medicines that can 
allay thefe Symptoms, which are very 
common in all other Methods. 


If we further confider the Safety of 


any Perfon cured of a Gonorrhea, this 
is better provided for by the Method 
of proper Injeftions, than by any other; 
the Defign of this being to deftroy the 
Sharpnefs, and never to endeavour a 
Stoppage any way, otherwife than by 
fubduing the Caufe of it; fo that an 
{regularity in Life, and the Greatnels of 
Corruption, may poflibly make a longer 
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Cure; but never an unfafe one. On the 
other hand, Errors in living, and untime- 
ly Afiiftance from aftringent, and balfa- 
mical, Medicines are too commonly the 
Caufes of the ill Succefs we find attends 
the Practice of aGonorrhwa. And there- 
fore as there is no Competition lies be- 
tween the Direétnefs and Succefs of both 
Methods, our Endeavours ought all to 
be employed, about the moft effectual 
Injection, invented on the foregoing Prin- 
ciples of a Gonorrhea. 


But when we would determine about 
the fafelt Method of curing a Gonorrhea, 
great Care mult be taken, that we judge 
fairly between both Pretcnces; one 
cured by an Injection is not to be fright- 
en’d for Life, and another affured of his 
Safety, foon after being cured in the o- 
ther Methods. Let the times be the 
fame; and becaufe modern Authors men- 
tioned no time, wherein we may reckon 
fecurely of our Cure; we may imagine 
that the Blood is corrupted by an unfuc- 
cefsful Practice in the like time it was 
formerly found to be corrupted, under 
the Practices of thefe times. In that 
Cafe let us fallow the Rule of the learned 

Fraca- 
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Fracaftorius, which well agrees with Ex- 
perience. 


In primis mirum illud erat, quod labe recepta, 
Sepe tamen quater ip(a [uum compleverat orbem 
Luna prius, quam figna fatis manifefia darentur. 


Thus we may fafely conclude, as far as 
Experience can fupport us, that a Go- 
norrhea will never be attended with. ill 
Confequences after ic has difappeared 
four Months, and that no Sign of the 
Pox has appeared in that time. 


The direct way of curing a Gohor- 


rhea, by deftroying its Acrimony, being ~ 


confider’d, we are led a Step farther; 
which is to believe, that a Medicine, 
which deftroys the greateft Quantity of 
Corruption, will more eafily deftroy the 
leaft; or, which is the fame, that a pro- 
per Injeétion is able to deftroy the Caufe 
of a Gonorrhea when it is firft commu- 
nicated, and does really cure it before 
its Appearance, and is, in a proper Senfe, 
a preventing Medicine. 


This Effect, or the curing of a Go- 
norrhea when it firft appears, without 
encreafing its Quantity, cannot be ex- 
pected from any other Methods; they 
| | necef- 
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fiéceffarily encreafing the Quantity to- 
wards a Cure; as was formerly fhewn, and 
a {peedy Stoppage by them is an unayoid- 
able Caufe of the Pox. 


Through the Courfe of this Argu- 
ment, it well deferves our Obfervation: 
that as the Whites, and Gonorrhea, were 
found to be much alike in the foregoing 
Theory, fo we find thac they may be 
cured with the fame Injection; which 
Obfervation renders the Theory perfect, 
and fhews the Genuinefs of the Method 
of curing a Gonorrhwa, and as both of 
them are produced by a like Corruption 
of the fame Liquor; fo they both admit 
of the fame Cure: a double Proof of the 
mentioned Propofition of the Nature of 
the Whites, and of the Gonorrhea; and 
of the Direttnefs of the Cure by Injec- 
tions; efpecially, that the Indirect Me- 
thod of a Gonorrhwa is of no Ue in the 
Cure of the Fluor Albus. : 
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The indirett Method by merea- 
fing the Running. 


HE fecond Indication of Curing, 

arifing from the foregoing Theory 
of a Gonorrhea, is to excite the Run- 
ning, which being greater than the Cor- 
rupting Power, the Liquor of the La- 
cune is \eft clear in length of time, and 
ftops without any other Help; if the 
Diameters of the Lacune are not en- 
larged by raifing too great a Difcharge 
of their Liquor. And therefore, as the 
deftroying the Corruption, or the running 
off the corrupted Matter, or the domg both 
of thee together, being the only poflible 
Means whereby we can cure a Gonor- 
yhea; we mutt next endeavour to dif- 
cover, how far the Medicines, recom- 
mended to us from Experience, can an-~ 
fwer thefe purpofes; becaufe thefe Me- 
dicines are the beft, and moft to be de- 
pended on, that produce their healing 
Effects with the feweft ill Accidents in 


their 
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their Operation. By this Method of 
Inquiry thePropriety of every Medicine 
may be found; and we may become ap- 
prifed of the beft Medicines, with the 
beft way of ufing them. 


But before we proceed, it will be 
very agreeable to know the Reafons that 
firft induced Phyficians to employ the 
Medicines, we find to have been ad- 
miniftred; efpecially, that we common- 
ly believe thefe Medicines to have been 
invented in this, or the laft Age; and 
that they were unknown in more early 
times: And therefore I will firft relate 
the Grounds on which ancient Phy- 
ficians founded their Pra&tice of Pur- 
ging, Diuretick, Aftringent, and Balfa- 
mick Medicines ; and I fhall next relate 
the Pretences of later Phyficians who 
purfue the fame Method, with the fame, 
or the like, Medicines of former Phyfi- 
cians; without making an Improvement 
upon them, or adminiftring them in a 
more rational way. Thereafter, I thall 
fhow the Propriety of each Method, 
and Adminiftration; for thereby they 
may be practifed to the greateft Adyan- 
tage, and to the beft Purpofes, 


The 
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The Cure of a Gonorrhea is a lit- 
tle obfcurely mentioned by Bernardi- 
nus Tomitanus, more clearly by * Pro- 
fper Borgarutius ; who fhews us the Mif- 
fortunes attending drymg and ftyptick 
Medicines. It is plain, that this Author 
had the Corruption of Seed in his view, 
the fuppofed Caufe of a Gonorrhea down 
from Antonius Mufa, as \ formerly ob- 
ferved; and therefore he recommended 
cooling the Seed and Seminal Vclicls, 
warning us againft Aftringent Medicines, 
in the beginning efpecially. He thinks 
the beft way of preparing thefe cooling 
Medicines is with Guaiacum and Sarfa- 
parilla ; both which Medicines he ules, 
imagining the Gonorrhea to be a Symp- 
tom of the Pox. 


Borgarutius thinks the Medicines, re- 
commended by Galen, Aetius, and o- 
ther ancient Phyficians for the Cure of 
a fimple Gonorrhea, are of great ufe in 
the Cure of this Virulent Gonorrhea ; 
which were properly fuggefted from the 
fale Notion he had of the Difeafe, tho’ 
they are continued to this Day; that we 
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we do not entertain any {uch Opinion; — 
as we fball hereafter obferve: a manifett 
Proof, that the Phyficians of later Times 
practifed empyrically with Medicines 
invented on falfe Notions of the Di- 
{eale. 


Purging Medicines are recommended 
by the foremention’d Phyfician for the 
Cure of a Gonorrhea; more efpecially 
Caffia, that being efteemed a great Spe- 
cifick for all Difeafes of the Kzdneys and 
Seminal Veffels, among which he reck- 
ons a Gonorrhea ; and indeed he fo much 
recommends this its Specifical Quality, 
that it happens to be the only purging 
Medicine he makes ufe of, and is facred- 
ly ftuck to by our modern Inventors; 
Borgarutius gives the Caffia ina {mall 
Quantity, on purpofe that it fhould not 
work off, but that it fhould have time 
to exercile its {pecifick Quality, in cleanf- 
ing the Reimes or Kidneys: And I doubt 
whether the Philofophy of later Pra- 
ctitioners is much better, though they do 
not believe that the ‘corrupted Matter 
flows from the mention’d Parts. Our 
Author proceeds further; and recom- 
imends A/tringent Medicines to be given 
after Caffia, when the Running has con- 
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tinued a long time; and the modern 
Cures have not added to his Rules. 


* Alexander Trajanus Petronius as ex- 
reflly relates his own Method as any 
Phases can do. We ought to ufe, {ays 
he, cleanfing and laxative Medicines, and. 
{uch as are moderately cooling ; but efpe- 
cially Caffia, which cleanfes the Blad- 
der and Kidneys, and is likewife Purga- 
tive. Yet difcourfing afterwards -- of the 
Cure of an obftinateGonorrhea, he founds 
his Praétice on this his Opinion, Aut 
enim, fays he, femine vitiato, & parti- 
bus calidad intemperie male affectis gigni- 
tur, aut omnivitio feminis amoto, & par- 
tibus omnibus preter glandulas, que 
apusato dicuntur ad imtegritatem re- 
duétis nibilominus perfeverat, tanquam 
femen per ulcera que im lis glandults ad- 
huc aperta manent non exire non poffit ; 
and haying given the Signs common.to 


both Cafes, (which are truly the Symp- 


toms of a Gonorrhea) he adds, that the 


chief Indication is to ‘be taker from the 
Ulcers of the Proftate; but left any 
Confufion fhould arife in purfuing the 
Practice, with regard to thefe Symptoms;

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he firft endeavours to give the common 
Indications, and next thofe that are more © 
particular. In confequence of thefe In- 
dications, he fays; we are firlt to abate 
the Inflammation, then to affwage the 
Pain; and that we may make the Heat of 
Urine more eafy, we are often to give a 
Purge, or provoke Urine; that all the 
Corruption maybe carry’d off by them. 


Thefe being the Intentions of ancient 
Phyficians, and thefe Foundations they 
were raifed upon; we muft confefs, that 
there is more good Senfe and Defign in 
their Praftice, than when this very Me- 
thod is follow’d, and thefe very Medicines 
adminiftred by modern Phyficians; who, _ 
inftead of a fober Analogy, obtrude 
upon us romantick Accounts, far lefs 
inftruéted than the former. I fhall add . 
an Inftance of this falfe Philofophy, from 
one of the beft of thefe Authors; be- 
caufe all others have borrowed from 
him, | 


* Monf. de Blegny, confidering a Go- 
norrbea may be followed by the Pox, 
thinks the only Indication, to take away

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the Caufe by throwing out the Venereal 
Lmpurity, and to put a Stop to its pene- 
trating farther ; and becaufe the dan- 
gerous Corruption could not arrive to 
fo great a Degree but by an wnufiral 
Fermentation, Fervency, and Inflamma- 
tion im the Spermatick Veffels, as he 
{peaks, he therefore thinks zt no lefs ne- 
ceffary to endeavour to remove this Syn 
ptom than to remove the Caufe. Thefe 
Indications are again repeated and more 
exprefly, when he fays, + i 1s therefore 
neceffary to promote the Effect of Diu- 
vetick, by purging, Medicines. But when 
We judge the Impurity is fufficiently 


thrown off; then, I fuppofe it is time 


+ to put a Stop to the Flux by Astrin- 
GENTS aud DersiccaTives, that the 
yelaxed Parts may be contratted, and 
the Relicks of the Venereal Matter ab- 


forbed, and that no time may be given to 


the Venereal Acids to cut and gnaw them. 1 
am not at prefent bound to examine Monf. 
de Blegny’s Philofophy, nor fhall I long 


— infitt Ti a needlefs Comparifon between 


the Indications and Methods of Cure \aid 
down by him, and ancient Phyficians, 
they being manifeftly the fame; for 


{ Page 14%. t Page 142. 
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where is there atiy Difference betweett 
throwing off the Corruption by Purg- 
ing Medicines, fo much recommended 
by both ancient and modern Phyficians, 
and the Carrying it off by Urine by the 
Help of Diuretical Medicines approved 
by both? Does Caffia differ from it felf by 
being chiefly depended on by Trajanus, 
and the Moderns? Or do cooling, aftrin- 
gent, and balfamical Medicines differ by 
being prefcribed by ancient and modern 
Phyficians? If they do not, but were 
given with the fame Defign by both 
Phyficians ; then the Intentions of Cu- 
ring, and the Medicines, are the fame 
in both Ages of Phyfick. We mutt ac- 
knowledge, there is more of Conttivance, 
and Reafon appears in the Practice of 
the Aricients, than in that of the Mo- 
derns; it being more conformable to the 
Notions and Opinions both of them 
had formed of a Gonorrhea; whereas 
modern Phyficians purfue the fame Pra- 
&tice with thefe other, without any juft 
Foundation; great Evidence of their fol- 
lowing this ‘Fraditional Method; and, 
in Length of Time, forgetting the De- 
fiens it firft began upon. But, if we 
difcover the falfe Principles whereon the 
prefent Practice is founded, the Medi- 

cines 
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Cines recommended by Petromms and 
Zomitanus have a great Appearance of 
being ufeful, in the Cure of a Gonor- 
¥hvea; for there is not any fairer Pre- 
tence than the throwing off a malignant 
Humour by purging, or diuretical, Medi- 
cines; and if thefe Phyficians could have 
adminiftred them in their proper Cir- 
cumftances, there had nothing beeri left 
to their Succeffors, befides a judicious ad- 
miniftring them; according to the Rules, 
and Objervations left them by preceding 
Phyfftians. But as we find the modern 
Phyficians have not remedy’d the De- 
fects of their Predeceffors ; and that their 
Methods fail, and are fometimes hurtful ; 
becaufe of Phyficians adminiftring them 
without. Reafon and Experience; our 
next Endeavour is to find how, and on 
what account, purging, diuretick, and 
other Medicines are proper in the Cure 
of a Gonorrhea; then we fhall know, 
how they come to be defective or hurt- 
ful. 

Now as Ant. Mufa Brafavolus is 
the firft Author that exprefly men- 
tions the Gonorrhea; and Borgarutia 
us, Tomitanus, and Petronius firft gave 
us the Methods of Curing it; ic is 
very furprizing to find Dr. Freind af- 
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ferning, that they writ very little New 
ov Material, and that they gave a more 
unfatisfactory Account of every Thing, 
than their Predeceffors. Yet, we find 
nothing of a Gonorrhewa among the 
Predeceflors of the mentioned Phyfi- 
cians, and far lefs could we expect from 
them, any thing concerning its Cure: 
While their Methods have not received 
any Improvement, even from the Phyfi- 
tians, that fucceeded them. ‘The great 
Efteem modern Phyficians had of the 
Authors the Doctor mentions with fo 
ereat Contempt, is fufiiciently manifeft, 
by their adopting many Prefcriptions, 
of Petronius efpecially, into every Dif 
penfatory in Europe; and which have 
their Place fill in the greateft Number 
of them to this very Time: So great a 
Regard had they to the Compofitions 
of the Men Fremd prefumes to difpa- 
race. The Arguments offer’d againit 
the good Opinion of all Phyficians are 
very fingular, and of no Weight with 
any Perfon of common Sentfe. 


~ Brafavolus is reprefented to know 
nothing of a Gonorrhea; becaufe he 
finds it with every Symptom of the 
Lies. Petronius has writ nothing New 
| 3 OF 
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o” Material; becaufe he puts the Que- 
{tion whether the Venereal Difeafe is g 
Diftemper, or no; h. e. whether it be 
a new Difeafe? and whether it is a Di- 
feafe, or its Symptom? Whatever may 
be the Importance of the Queftions (as 
they are very proper) they do not bar 
his Inventions that every Body has fol- 


lowed fince that Time. This is a very — 
new Manner of Argument, adapted to | 


our own Times, and the Meridian of 
London; but that are moft impertinent, 


_in every other Account. 


Dr. Freind intends to fhow great 
Judgment in obferving, that the only 
thing untouch’d by others, is the Treat- 
ment of a Gleet, and that a virulent 
ane; which fometines remains after all 
Methods of Cure, evEN oF a Saut~ 
VATION, have been tryd. But had the 
Doctor any Notion of a Geet, or any 
Experience of its Praétice, he would 
have known that a Salvation is not a 
proper Method for curing ir; and as a 
Gleet is the true Creature of the Curer, 
not a Symptom of the Difeafe, bur the 
Confequence of an ill Method of curing 
it, he could nor expect any fuch Ac- 
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count from Borgarutius, ox Petronius, 
efpecially while the Cure of a Gonor- 
rhwa was left to Nature, or that it was 
managed by Cajffia; and that becaule 


no fuch Sympton could happen in el- 
ther of thefe Cafes. |

| E have formerly feen by what 
Analogies, and other Views, 
Phyficians firtt gave Purging, and Diu- 
yetick, Medicines, after their endeayour- 
ing to aflwage the Cordimg Pain, and 
to remove the Heat and Uneajimefs 
in making Water. But as thefe Me- 
chods are often ineffectual, and fome- 
cimes 
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times unfafe; becaufe their true Ufe is 
altogether unknown, we muft endea- 
vour to difcover how purging Medi- 
cines cure a Gonorrhwa : How far it 
may be removed by exciting an extra- 
ordinary Quantity of Urine; that we 
may not reft contented in a general 
Phrafe of carrying off the Difeafe, by 
them. For if we can difcover the Pro- 
perty of purging and diuretick Medi- 
cines, whereby they cure a Gonorrhea, 
we fhall then be able to adminifter them 
co the greateft Advantage, and to avoid 
the increafing of Symptoms by them, or 
their having worfe Effects. Borgarutius 
was foon able to inform us of the Dan- 
gers of Affringent, and of Drying Me- 
dicines; but we have been left to grope 


our Way, for avoiding the ill Effects of 


purging, and of diuretick Medicines : 
which are at prefent to be examined. 


It is well known, that purging Medi- 
cines make an extraordinary Difcharge 
from the Blood into the Guts; and that 
they are, likewife, endued with a ftimu- 
lating Power, very obvious in Inflam- 
mations of the /yvteftines, and of other 
Parts of the Body. Now it being the 
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peculiar, and principal, Ufe of reafon- 
ing in Phyfick, to remove fuch Difficul- 
ties as occur in the Practice of Difeafes - 
So we muft find, by which of thefe 
notable Qualities, of purging Medicines, 
the corrupted Matter of the Gonor- 
vYhea is affected, and cleared of its Cor- 
ruption, 


_ The Liquor of the Lacunze, which is 
corrupted, is fhut up from any Com- 
munication with the Blood; otherwife 
than that the mentioned Liquor is, in 
Purity, feparated from it; and as no 


Power of a purging Medicine can change 


this Liquor; confequently, the corrupted 
State of it cannot be altered by a pur- 


ging Medicine. On the other Hand, the 


Stimulus of the corrupted Liquor being 
the Caufe of its greater Difcharge; fo 
the Stimulus of a purging Medicine, be- 
ing fuperadded to that of the corrupted 
Liquor, muft ftill occafion a greater Dif- 
charge of it, without adding any thing 


to corrupt it. And therefore purging . 


Medicines affeGing the Blood, their Szz- 
mulus is convey’d to the Liquor of the 
Lacuna, together with the conftant Sup- 
ply made. to it from the Blood: Now 
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the Stimulus of a purging Medicine be- 
ing in the Lacuna, diftra&s often and 
contracts that Part, or occafions a great 
Difcharge of its Liquor. 


But a greater Difcharge being made, 
than that by the Sharpnefs of the corrupt- 
ed Liquor itfelf, the Difcharge will be 


valtly difproportionable to the Power of 


corrupting, /. ¢. the corrupted Liquor 
will be fafter difcharged, than it can cor- 


~-rupt the pure Liquor feparated, into the 


Lacune, from the Blood: And confe- 
quently, the Liquor of the Lacuna mult 
in a little Time be left void of Corrup- 
tion; or the Gonorrhea, which. fubfitts 


in that corrupted Liquor, mult be cur’d; 


and that by purging Medicines. 


* This is the true Defign of giving a 
purging Medicine for the Cure of a Go- 


povrhea; which is always cured after 


the mentioned Manner, . whatever falle 
Views Phyficians had when they admi-~ 
niftred them; and for the Want of know~ 
ing the Operation of purging Medicines, 
in the Cure of a Gonorrhea, proceed 
all the bad Effects that have been known 
to attend’them. For if purging Medi- 
cines are either adminiftred in improper 


Dotes, 
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Dofes, on the general Notion of catry~ 
ing off the Difeafe; or if improper Kinds 
of them are ordered, a Multitude of 
grievous Symptoms muft enfue; as we 
daily experience. Do not the Heat of 
Urine, the Cording Pain, and the great 
Inflammation of the Parts, proceed from 
the Sharpnefs of the Running; if then 
fharper Parts of {ome purging Medicines, 
commonly made ufe of among later Pra- 
&titioners, are added to the mentioned 
Sharpnefs of the corrupted Liquor, a 
sreater Heat, a more painful Cording, 
&c. muft neceflarily follow, as will af- 
terwards be found. And therefore a 
promifcuous Ule of purging Medicines 
muft not be admitted. ; 


Such Misfortunes, fometimes from 
Caffia itelf, might occafion Petromus 
to advife the Cure of a Gonorrhea to 
begin with Medicines that a//wage Pain, 
and eafe the Heat of Urine; but then 
they were fo far from curing it (as ma- 
ny Practitioners among the French ima- 
gine) that the Gonorrhea mutt after- 
wards be cur’d with purging, or diure- 
tick Medicines. Indeed the Miftakes 
committed by the Practice of the Medi- 
ines, we now confider, oceafion a great 

Number 
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Number of grievous Symptoms, and ex- 
afperate others: But by the foregoing 
Account, given of their Operation, it is 
very plain what Sorts of purging Medi- 
cines ought to be adminiftred, and what 
ought to be their Dofes, in order to 
obtain the defir’d End of giving them. 
And as purging Medicines are the moft 
ufeful of any, recommended for the Cure 
of a Gonorrhea; it will be very necel- 
fary to give fome Forms of them, and 
of thefe more efpecially that come re- 
commended from practical Authors : be~ 
caufe they may both affift the Practice 
of fome, and preferve the Hiftory of the 
Practice of the Difeafe to others.

S a general Notion, of carrying off 

‘Malignity, induced Phyficians to 
make ufe of Purging Medicines for the 
Cure of a Gonorrhea; {fo the exceeding 
Running, which commonly attends this 
Kind of Prattice, made them have re- 
courfe to Reftringent Medicines, for re- 
dreffing the Inconveniences that arofe 
from the former. For however promi- 
fing and ufeful purging Medicines have 
been found; yet another Sort are like- 
wife neceflary: Which mutt likewife be 
given in due Circumftances, or they will 
be far from haying fuch Effects as are 
expected from them; but, on the other 


hand, they will be attended with worfe _ 


Confequences than can arife from che 
greatest 
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greateft Abule of purging Medicines ; 
tho’ Phyficians make Aftringent Medi- 
cines their laf refort, in the moft diffi 
cult Cafes of every Evacuation, and are 
given in fo great Quantities, efpecially 
in the prefent Cafe, as if they could not 
exceed in Quantity. 


Aftringent Medicines are no doubt of 


great Ule for reftraining the exceflive 


Running in fome Circumftances ; but 
not that they are always the moft pro- 
per in every Cafe of an Evacuation; for 
tho’ great Difcharges and Evacuations re- 
quire, in reality, to be ftopt and bound 
up; yet thefe are not always the moft 
proper Means for that Purpofe. It hap- 
pens very commonly in moft of the 
great Evacuations, thar the Caufe of 
them is augmented by Reftringent Me- 
dicines ; and the ftrong Dofe of them 
is the true Reafon of their being inef- 
feQual. This Mifapplication, of Aftrin- 


gent Medicines, is not only obvious in. 


treating a Gonorrhea, but in other Di- 
feafes likewife, wherein they ate reputed 
of principal Ule; as in Hemorrhages, 
a Loofenefs, &c. In which Cafes their 
inefficacioufnefs is not their only Fault; 


for their fuccefs in a wrong Time, often . 


produces 


, 
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produces worfe Difeafés than thofe they 
fhould cure. So that great Care and 
Skill are neceflary in order to obtain 
their real Benefit, and to prevent the 
Mifchiefs that often attend them. 


But that we may difcover the pro- 
per Ufe of Aftringent Medicines in the 
Cure of a Gonorrhea, we may only 
obferve their vifible Effects; which is the 
{toping an exorbitant Effufion of any Li- 
quor. And therefore their Operation is 
either by thickening the Mafs of Li- 
quors in general, whereby their Dif 
charge comes to be in a lefs Quantity: 
Or elfe, by affecting the Place at which 
the Liquor is difcharged, fo as to create 
fome Bar and Hindrance to its owing 
out of them; which is the moft com- 
mon Effect of Aftringent Medicines when 
apply’d to any Part. 


And therefore as Aftringent Medi- 
cines are of great Ufe, when we would 
either thicken the whole Mafs of Hu- 
mours, or the Liquor only that flows 
out of a particular Part; it is very ma- 
nifeft that they may be properly admi- 
niftred, and apply’d; fo as to be very 
ufeful in many Circumftances of a Go- 
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norrhea. Moreover; fome of ther ve- 
ry powerfully prevent a Relaxation of all 
the Veffels, and reftore them after they 
have been relaxed, by the very great 
and extraordinary Difcharge of Liquor 
that has run out of them, in the Time 
of a Gonorrhwa; which Sort are efpe- 
cially ufeful, in fupprefling the exceflive 
Running that proceeds from fuch Re-_ 
laxations. | 


Cor. 1. It plainly appears from the 
foregoing Account of Aftringent Medi~ 
cites, that their Power on Liquors fow- 
ing out of Refervatories, muft be very 
inconfiderable: And therefore, they could 
not have been ufeful if the Matter of 
the Gonorrhea had proceeded out of 
the Proftate or Seed-Bladders, accor- 
ding to the common Hypothe/is. 


Cor. 2. It is likewife manifeft how the 
corrupted Running receiving any check 
from Aftringent Medicines, will flow 
into the Blood, poifon it, and produce 


| the Lues; with Symptoms of different 


Degrees of Malignity, as the Stopage 
is early, total, or in part: And the Dif- 
ference of a partial and total Stopage is 
{o confiderable; that Misfortunes of the 

firft 
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firft kind are twenty times more eafily 
retrieved, than of the laft, when there is 
a total Stopage, and Suppriflion of the 
corrupted Matter. 


Many great Misfortunes have followed 
an improper Ule of Aftringent Medi- 
dicines, accordingly as they have been 
apply’d, and adminiftred, under different 
Circumftances of a Gonorrhea ; but as 
the remedying of feveral of then falls, 
hereafter, under our Confideration; I 
fhall, at prefent, infift only én thefe Cafes 
that are moft frequent in the cofnmon 


Practice of them. 


Now as Reftringent Medicines both The Running 
thicken the Mafs of Liquor in general, ines ; 
and in particular Places where any Li- dicines. 
quor is difcharged. If therefore Mediz 
cines of this kind are given, when the 
Lacune are fuller than ordinary of their 
Liguor, (be it ever fo pure ) they can 
only reftrain it fo long, as its Quantity 
is fo much augmented as to run out on 
that account; which Difcharge, after 
fome Days, is a true Return of the Di- 
feafe: And thefe Relapfe Runnings are, 
for this Reafon, always in a far grearer 
Quantity than was the Running before 
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it was fupprefs’d; though it very com- 
monly runs off in one Day, it being a — 
Quantity colle&ted; and the Running is _ 
truly kept up, by Binding and Aftringent 
Medicines. From which Confideration 
it follows, that the Lacune may farther 
be relaxed, by the Matter thus pent up. 
with undue Quantities of Reftringent 
Medicines; and with Difficulty always 
be reftored, and occafion repeated Re- 
lapfes: Effects very contrary to thofe 
“we confidently expe& from thofe Me- 
dicines. 


On the other hand; if Aftringent 
Medicines are very powerful, and are ob- 
ftinately perfifted in, they will not only 
fupprefs this extraordinary, and unna- 
tural Difcharge of a Gonorrhea, but the 
common Quantity of the natural Liquor 
alfo, whereby the Urethra is deprived — 
of its Covering, and is expofed to the 
Sharpnefs of the Seed and Urine ; which 
is the true Reafon, whya Heat of Urine 
has been known to continue, long after 

the Gonorrhea was cured. 


Thus having fhewn what Aftringent 
Medicines can do in curing a Gonor- 
rhea; (as alfo the proper times of giving 

them) | 
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them) I proceed to add fome of thofe 
Forms which are chiefly depended on 
in the PraGice of a Gonorrhwa.

( ipeses having made ufe of A- 
ftringent Medicines, hoping there- 
by to retrieve fome Errors of purging 
Medicines; but finding their Succels 
very uncertain, and often unfafe, in the 
Cure of a Gonorrhea; were driven up- 
on new Tryals of Medicines, and in 
their Judgment, of a different Nature; 
for fome, perhaps, might imagine, that 
the Matter of a Gonorrhea was Pus, 
that flows from an Ulcer, they made no 
Difficulty to try the fafeft Medicines that 
are commonly apply’d to an outward 
Sore, in order to digeft it and to fill it 
up with Flefh, which are therefore call’d 
Healing Medicines; not doubting te 
find the fame good Effect in healing the 
Sores, which they fuppofed to be the 
Effence of a Gonorrhea, that they had 
already found, when they were apply’d 
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in other Cafes. And as Balfams, Natu- 
val, or Artificial, are the Medicines ap- 
ply’d on thefe Occafions, Healing and 
Balfamick became Synonomous Expref- 
fions. ! 


But if we mark the Operation of 
Healing Medicines, adminiftred on this 
Occafion, we fhall not obferve their Ef 
fefts to be the fame as when they are 
outwardly apply’d; there is not any Di- 
£efiion precedes, the Matter of the Go- 
norrhea does not become fofter and 
fioother, however it becomes whiter’. 
On the contrary; it is thicker and more 
tenacious, very much differing from what 
we fee, when Balfamick Medicines are 
outwardly apply’d. To be fhort; the Ef- 
fe& of Balfamicks does not differ from 
that of Binding Medicines, lately men< 
tion’d, 


If thefe things are duly confider’d, to- 
gether with what is already prov’d, it 
cannot be doubted but that the Healing 
Medicines muft be otherwife accounted 
for than they are at prefent. For as it is 
now very certain, that Quitter does not 
make the Matter of a Gonorrhea, and 
that the Healing Medicines produce Ef 

: fects, 
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fects, altogether different, from what 
they do when apply’d to a Wound or 
Sore; we may fafely conclude, that the 
Good they do is not on account of their 
Healing Quality. On the other hand; 
as their Effects in ftoping a Gonorrhea, 
the Manner of doing it, and the Relap- 
fes are perfectly the fame as with Aftrin- 
Zent Medicines, it is far more proper to 
rank them in that Number. 


The eafy Transformation of Balfamick 
Medicines into the belt of Refiringents, 
for fome Ufes, is a great Confirmation 
of the foregoing Proof. Becaufe if the 
Sulphur and Oylinefs of the Balfams are 
deftroy’d by boiling them in common 
Water, they become manifeft Aftrin- 
gents, and ftill remain as effetual in cu- 
ring a Gonorrhea. Vhis is evident in 
boiling Turpentine, one of the moft power- 
ful Digeftives of the Tribe; the Powder 
whereof lofes its firft Quality, and be- 
comes a binding Medicine, whether it 
be given inwardly, or it is outwardly 
apply’d. And many Praétitioners prefer 
the Powder to Turpentine icfelf in the 
Cure of a Gonorrhea, by giving it after 
the Balfam has proy’d ineffectual. 


And 
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And therefore our next Bufinefs hall 
be, to add proper Forms of this kind 
of Medicines, as we have done of the 


former: As alfo fome Forms of Purging, 


Aftringent and Healing Medicines toge- 
ther; fince we find them given in that 
manner, in order to fupply the Defects 
of each other; or rather in the Opinion 
of Authors, that gue non profunt fingula, 
multa juvent. |

Vo )Hyficians finding their Evacuation 


by purging Medicines, did nor fa- 


tisfy their Wants, even after they were 
helped with Aftringent and Balfamick 
Medicines, but being ftill poffe(s’d with 
the Notion that the Corruption of a 
Gonorrhea might be carry’d off, or di- 
verted to. fome other Place, took them- 
felyes to an Evacuation of another kind, 
and try’d the Efficacy of Diureticks for 
wafhing, or carrying, off the Malignity 
of a Gonorrhea. 


The provoking a Quantity of Urine 
greater than ordinary, is the chief Effeét 
both ancient and modern Authors have 
expected from Dzuretical Medicines: In- 
fomuch, that when the Cure of a Go- 
norrhea does not proceed according to 
their Defire, they have always perfifted 
to promote that Effect, without any o- 
ther Defign; and have even ventured 

upon

upon the moft dangerous of that kind, be- 
caufe they were fuppos’d to produce 
moft certainly the greateft Quantity. 
Now a greater Quantity of Water, 
whether it be made at one time, or 
that this Aton is oftner repeated, can- 
not affect the Matter of a Gonorrhwa 
directly by changing its Acrimony, or 
by preferving the Jenfion of the Duds 


from whence the Matter flows; nor is 


it very fubfervient to the Method Nature 
takes to throw off the Difeafe by en- 
creafing the Running; and far lefs can 
it anfwer the great Defign Phyficians 
have of carrying off the Malignity or 
Corruption, which they endeavour by 
every Evacuation, and therefore we mutt 
{till enquire how Diuretick Medicines 
conduce to the Cure of a Gonorrhea. 


A Quantity of Water, pafling out 
from the Bladder, wafhes the Parts ic 
runs over; and therefore it is evident 
that a natural Quantity of Water, often 
repeated, better anfwers this Defign of 
wathing the Parts than a greater Quan- 
tity made in the ordinary time. And as 
the great End of exciting chis Quantity 
is to wath the Parts; it is very manifeft 
that the Ufe of Diuretical Medicines. 

3 is 
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is altogether a mere wafhing of the 
Urethra, without altering clics Corrup- 
tion of the Gonorrhea. And there- 
fore the Matter of the Dicfeafe being 
often wafhed off the Parts, it rieicher 
flows backwards in its growing Quantity, 
hor contracts any new Actimony by be- 
ing too long lodged on the Parts. ‘This 
Operation i is nothing fo good as wathing 
the Part with fair Water; for, in this 
Cafe, the Water is thrown into eRe La- 
tune, while the wathing of the Urine 
never affects chem, and can only wafh 
off the Matter difcharged from them in- 
to the Urethra. 


From whence it is evident that the 
Defign of curing a Gonorrhea by Din- 
reticks, contr adicts the Fypothefis of thofe 
that ate them for that end; becaufe no 
Parts, except the Urethra, can be 
wath’d to a any Purpofe, by this extra- 
ordinary Quantity of Urine; and con- 
fequencly the Seat of the Gonorrhea 
muft be in the Urethra, which they 
could never imagine. alge is likewife the 


Reafon that Diuretical Medicines aré 


not found to be of any ufe for curing a 
“Gonorrhea in Women; the Seat of it, 
in them, being commonly much higher 

a) in 
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in the Vagina than can be wafhed with 
their Urine. 


_ This Affertion will appear more plain- 
ly, if we look more narrowly into this Af 
fair: For let the Proftata be a fingle Gland 
or two, yet the Matter in its Ducts cannot 
be wafhed with the Water, unlels the 
Body of the Proftate, or the Valves of 
their Duéts were corroded. On that Sup- 
pofition, no one will believe that any 
wathing will reftore the ruined Subftance 
ofthe Proffate. And therefore this wath- 
ing, if it could be:done, could not be to 
any purpofe. On the other hand, if 
the Seat of a Gonorrhwa was in the 
Proftatez, and it voided its poyfon’d Li- 
quor into the Urethra; yet the Liquor 
in the Proftate having no Communica- 
tion with the Urine, it cannot be fup- 
pofed to receive any Benefit from the 
Water. By confequence, Diuretical Me- 
dicines could not be of any ufe in curing 
a Gonorrhea, which contradi&ts their 
Experience. 


This Argument is of greater Force, in 


—refpec& to the Veficule Seminales; be- 


caufe the Seed is as little capable to be 
touched by the Urine, as the Liquor of 
| the 
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the Proftate. Befides, the Urine does 
not touch the Bladders themfelves; and 
confequently the Help given to the Cute 
of a Gonorrhea, by Diuretick Medicines, 
cannot be by corre&ting the Sharpnefs 
any where; efpecially in the Veficule Se- 
munales. In thort, Diuretick Medicines 
by wafhing the Urethra may prove a 
Stimulus ; for as they keep it void of its 
Mucus, it becomes affected with the 
Sharpnefs of the Urine, and the Quan- 
tity of Running is excited thereby; but 
then they prove dangerous on other Ac- 
counts, efpecially if the Matter of thefe 
Diureticks is tharp. 


I therefore proceed to fhew the Mif- 
fortunes detendiph the long Ufe of Diu- 
retick Medicines; which are fo many, 
and grievous, that Phyficians ought to 
be very cautious how they perfift in the 
Ule of them. * Hippocrates was fenfible 
of the Hurt Men received by drinking 
a liké Quantity in Winter and in the 
Summer; and therefore afferts that Men 
fhould drink little in the Winter; which 
Hurt could be none other than an excef- 
five Quantity of Water, as we may be

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convinced from ftatical Phyfick ; and this 

is always attended with many Difeafes. 

But as my great Purpofeis, to thew fome | 
Misfortunes arifing from a great and long 
continued Quantity of Water in the Cure: 
ofa Gonorrhea,\ will only name one of an- 
other fort mentioned by Hippocrates, and 
omitted by almoft every Phyfician fince 
his time, though it is frequently to be 
met withal, and is very painful, bur 1s 
moft commonly miftaken for the Stone 
inthe Bladder. It is plainly defcribed in: 
his * Book of the Nature of Man, ts- 
Téa 4 LUGIS bagi, ec. but efpecially 
if we compare that Place with what he: 
fays in his + Book of inward Difeafes; 

which is fufficient to convince any one. 
how this unheeded, but moft painful, 
Difeafe is produced. 


But to return to the bad Effeéts of a 
long ufe of Diuretick Medicines in cu-: 
ring a Gonorrhea, whereby the natural 
Mucus is wafhed oft the whole length of 
the Urethra, as well as the corrupted 
Running; forthe Urethra being deprived. 


of its Defence, and Covering, is expofed.

Urine, 
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Urine, and is inflamed by their ftimu- 
lating, from whence arifes the great Pain 
often felt along that part up to the Neck 
of the Bladder itfelf. Befides, this Irrita- 
tion and Stimulating continuing for fome 
time caufes a great Afflux of Humours 
to the ftimulated Part, as was already 
explained when I accounted for the Ine 
flammation of the Glans and Frenum ; 
which Afflux thickens the Coat of the 
Urethra, and makes its Paflage narrower, 
and from both thefe follow a great Un- 
eafinefs of making Water, and often a 
total Suppreffion of Urine; fo great, 
that Recourfe muft be had to Bathing to 
allay this Inflammation, and very often 
to the Punéture of the Perineum when 
that proves infufficient. And it is very 
much to be obferved, that this Uneati- 
nefs in the Urethra and Proftata {eldom 
or never happens in any other Method 
befides this by Diuretick Medicines; and 
among the French, who more efpecially 
perfitt in this Praétice. But all thefe Ob- 
feryations will be mare manifeft when I 
confider the Effects of the Matter of a 
Gonorrhea flowing backwards towards 
the Proftate and Bladder, and when the 
free Efflux of it is interrupted.

After all; fome other Diuretick Me- 
dicines haye been brought into Praétice, 
which not only excite a greater Quan- 
tity of Water, but that, f{timulate, like- 
wile, the Parts they pals over. Thefe 
have been thought more effectual in ftop- 
ping a Gonorrhea, and for changing its 
Colour, than any fimple Diwretick that 
has not this Quality. The Effects of fuch 
Medicines were difcover’d merely by 
trying more powerful Dzureticks ; with- 
out having any thought of their ftimu- 
lating Power; infomuch, that Phyficians 
rather deftroy’d them by correéting their 
Stimulus ; {o far were they from think- 
ing them of any ule in curing a Gonor- 
rhea; whereas the Succefs had by fuch 
Diureticks is altogether owing to the 
{timulating Faculty of thefe Medicines, 
and not to their exciting Urine in a greater 
abundance. | ae Aes 


For the Stimulus of thefe Medicines, 
fuperadded to that of the Acrimony of 
the Gonorrhea, makes a greater and 
quicker Difcharge of Matter; which 
ee eat SON Matter 
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Matter having proportionably lefs of the 


corrupting Principle in it, is more of the 
natural Colour of the Liquor feparated 
at other times, or it is whiter. Now by 
a greater Difcharge made by a Stimulus, 
that does not poifon the Liquors at the 
fame time, the ftimulating Parts of thofe 
that do corrupt it, are fooner carry’d off, 
and more {peedily {pent and exhaufted; 
fo that a Gonorrhea will fooner ceafe 
than it naturally could do; and as foon, 
as the acquired Relaxation of the La- 
tune will allow. 


But this good Effect being produced 
by adding a Stimulus to that of the Go- 
norr hed; the Promifing Succefs is com- 
monly eluded by Pain, and other grievous 
Symptoms, that attend the Operation 
of two ftimulating Powers; fo that thefe 
Authors, not knowing how to dofé or 
correct their Medicines, have been forced 
to difcontinue them; before they can 
produce their Effects of curing. As Can- 
tharides, and fuch fharp Diureticks were 
recommended for this purpofe, fo fome 
Phyficians have attempted to render 
thefe Medicines more mild, by mixing 
them with Oils, and fundry other fmooth 
things; but, in this way of correéting, the 

r Stimulus 
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Stimulus is deftroy’d, and the Medicine 
becomes ineffectual, and of no Service. 
However, as eminent Phyficians have 
made mention of this method of Cu- 
ring, it is neceflary to relate fome of their 
Forms.

This Ufe of Cantharides was at firft 
communicated to Tho. Bartholinus, but 
on another Defign. The way of pre- 
paring the Cantharides, and the Effeéts 
of the Tincture are fully related in the 
* Centuries of his Epiftles. Now this 
Tin@ure was foon found to be attended 


_ with grievous Pain, bloody Urine, and 


other ill Effects, and therefore they en- 
deavoured to prevent the Mifchief by 
mixing it with Oil, Fuice of white Mul- 


tein, and the Syrup of Marfb-mallows, as 
it is prepared by Fernelius.

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But as this Practice feems rather to be 
highly commended from the great Ex- 
pectations had of it, than from any Ex- 
perience they hitherto had found of its 
better Effects; fo the Method by Din- 
reticks producing no Cure more fpeedy, 
nor more eafy than had been found by 
the forementioned Medicines, they quick- 
ly came to be difcontinued; both becaufe 
of the Pain excited by them, and thar 
their promifing Effects were likewife de- 
{troy’d, by what was to correct their 
giving Pain; till lately other Phyficians 
have attempted their Correction as un- 
fuccefsfully, but in more naufeous Pre- 
parations; {ome whereof follow.

| Thefe 
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Thefe indeed are the Methods taken 
to correct the Inconveniences occurring 
in the Practice of Cantharides, but how 
far are fuch Corredtives from an{wering 
any reafonable Defign? How injudicious 
and naufeous the Compofition? This is 
mixing fomething of every kind of thing 
that is either given for the Cure of the 
Lues, or of a Gonorrhea. | 


* Galen tells us that one of his Ma- 
fters ufed to put’a fmall Quantity of 
Cantharides among Diuretick Medicines, 
but we find that he did not approve of 
that Practice; and writing of this Me- 
thod to Pifo, he informs him + that 
Cantharides make an Ulcer in the Blad- 
der ifthey are given alone, and that they 
are particularly hurtful to that Part; as 
alfo that they often prove a very power- 
ful Poifon: on the other hand, that they 
fometimes are very ufeful to the Bladder 
when they are mixed with other things, 
and vehemently provoke Urine. | 


But leaving the tirefome Subje& of

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fuch injudicious Attempts at compound- 
ing, give me leave to obferve; that an- 
cient Phyficians not only thought the 
Corruption of a Gonorrhea might be 
carry'd off by Diuretick and Purging 
Medicines, as well as the modern; but 
that their Forms too were fully as pro- 
perly contriv’d. I muft likewife obferve 
that many Prefcriptions may be found in 
daily Practice, as well as among late Au- 
thors, that do not agree with any Notions 
they have of a Gonorrhea ; nor are thefe 
Practices drawn from the Indications of 


Cure laid down by them; but that are ~ 


very conformable to the Notions and In- 
dications of ancient Phyficians: a mani- 
fet Proof of thefe Practices being the In- 
ventions of the laft. And therefore we 
muft conclude that in many things the 
modern Practice is empirical; a fort of 
Tradition handed down from early times; 
but the Purpofes of it, and its Authors, 
loft in the Conveyance. 


We know that a fet of - Medicines, 
reputed Specificks for checking an ex- 
traordinary Efflux of Seed, were recom- 
mended in the Practice of a Gonorrhea ; 
becaufe they thought it was to be ftopp’d, 
and that thefe Medicines were the moft 

ete PrOpce 
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proper Means for that Purpofe. And . 
therefore we find them often adminiftred 
by themfelves; often mixed with Diure- 
tick, and often with Purging Medicines. 
We may likewife find among modern Au- 
thors a great ftore of Diuretical Ptifans, 
well provided with. thefe Specificks; yet 
they never could be fuggefted by any 
Notions entertained of a Goenorrhwa by 
modern Phyficians. 


Alexander Trajanus Petronius cons 
trived the Syrup of Agnus Caftus (the 
Chaft Tree) tor that very purpofe; which 
appears fo contemptible at prefent, that 
it is not heard of in the Shops; yet it is 


_ a great Collection of that fort of Medi- 


cines, and the great Foundation of all 
our modern Ptifans. Upon which ac- 
count, and that fome Di/pen/atories vary 
in their Quantities from his Prefcription, 
and others invert the Order of the Me- 
dicines, it is very proper to draw it forth 
again for himfelf.

Trajanus afiifts his Syrup with Cam- 
phire, Amber, the great Water-Lilhy, 
and other Specificks for reprefling a great 
Quantity of Seed; and when modern 
Authors recommend thele very Medicines, 
we are under no Difhulty to find out their 
Traditional Praétice; though it agrees 
ever fo little with their Opinions. 


Thus I have faitfullly delivered the Pra- 
tices of ancient and modern Phyficians, 
with the Indications on which they were 
founded; I have alfo given the true Ac- 
count of the Operations of all the Me- 
dicines, which is deduced from the Na- 
ture of a Gonorrhea; and hereby the 
Caufe of their Succefs is manifeft, and 
we become equally apprized: why the 
Symptoms are augmented by them, 
and why they carry the Gonorrhea in- 
to the Lues. I hope I thall not longer 
be blamed for this Liberty; fince by thefe 
Obfervations the Praétice of all thefe 
Medicines becomes fafe, and that every 

Phyfician 
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Phyfician is conducted by this Accourie 
to the moft proper Method, and the 
moft proper Medicines to anfwer it; and 
thus all the Misfortunes, fo common at 
this time, may be avoided. The candid 
and learned Inventers of the mentioned. 
Methods can beft, and moft properly 
vouch for the Infufficiency of their Pra+ 
ctices; nor do they difguife the De- 
feds, their Succeffors either do hot fee, 
or would conceal. Thefe are the Words 
of Petromus, * in his Chapter of curing 
an obftinate Gonorrhea; Itaque poftquam 
neque Medicamentis Alvum ducentibus 
obedivit, neque per cutim, neque per alias 
Corporis partes evacuantibus, ce. aliis 
ingeniis, alufque modis infifiendum. 1% 
hope that moderi Practitioners, who 
proceed in the Methods of this learned 
Phyfician, and not with better Succefs; 
will become more modeft, in recom- 
mending Methods very defective, as in< 
fallible, and eafy. 


Thus having fhewn what Methods 


have hitherto been made ule of for curing’ 


a Gonorrhea, and the Means; where- 
by their fatal Imperfections may be re-

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dreffed: I proceed, in the next place, to 
confider the beft Means of eating the 
grievous Symptoms formerly related; 
while the great Bulinels of the Cure is 
carrying on; all which effectually be- 
come eafy in courfe, with the Amend- 
ment of the Running ; as they were at 
firft produced by the Sharpnefs of it. 
Before I begin this new Part I mutt ob- 
ferve, that mention is commonly made 
of a Praétice in the Cure of a Gonorrhea 
with particular Regard to Women. But 
as I know of no fuch different Practices, 
except we fhould inftance an indifcreet 
Ule of Purging Medicines in Women 
with Child, (and even that is unneflary) 
all {uch artful Cautions cannot find any 
Place in this Book. 


Women indeed, are cured with greater 
Difficulty than Men; yet they do not 
require different Methods; as is manifett, 
from what is already faid, both in the 
Theoretical, and Praétical, part of this 
Difcourfe.

T has been already prov’d,; that the 

fbarp Pain in making Water pre- 
ceeds from the falt Urine patling over 
the Urethra, corroded with the Matter 
of a Gonorrhea. So that the Pain in 
making Water cannot be cured while 
the Matter continues to ftimulate and 
corrode that Part. On the contrary, as 
the Acrimony of the Liquor abates, and 
the Gonorrhea is cured, the Sharpnefs 
of Urine likewife abates. Yet the Sharp- 
nefs of Urine being always very trouble- 
fome, and often attended with ill Con- 
fequences by its continuing; means are 
to be ufed, whereby the Sharpnefs may 
be alleviated, during the Progrefs of the 
Cure. 


This Method of Alleviating the Pain 
muft either be by defending the Urethra 
from being affected with the Salt of the 

Urine, 


a making Water. 


Urine, or elfe by rendring the Water lefs 

Salt. In the former Cafe the Salt can- 
- not Corrode the Urethra ; in the latter 
the Salt, which is the Corroding Caufe, 
is deftroyed. 


In the firft, we imitate the daily Pro- 
vifion Nature makes to preferve the Ure- 
thra from the like Corrofidn it is ob- 
noxious to from the Swltne/s of Seed and. 
Urine. The Defign is the more neceflary 
that the foft Liquor itfelf is poifoned by 
the Taint of the Gonorrhea, and chiefly 
contributes to excite the Pain in making 
Water, inftead of defending the Parts 
from the Acrimony of the Urine. And 
therefore if we either make the Urine 
more mucilaginous, or inje&t Liquors in- 
dued with the like Quality; the Urethra 
will be covered with a flimy and mucila- 
—ginous Subftance like that of Nature, 
and thereby be preferved from any Hurt 
it may receive from the Saltnefs of the 
Water, and the fharp Matter of the Go- 
norr hed. 


The laft Defign may be obtained by 
preventing the Saltnefs from abounding 
{o much in the Blood, fo that the Liquor 
_ fecreted at the Kidneys may not be Salt. 
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Or clfe the Quantity of fale Parts, coms 
monly conveyed with the Urine, among 
a greater Quantity of its watry Parts, 
muft be fo divided that the Saltnefs may 
become imperceptible, and thereby the 
Urethra preferved from being excoriated. 
Whatever the Means of bringing about 
the firft part of this Defien may be; it 
is certain that Salt may be fo diluted in 
a Quantity of Water as to lofe its Salts 
nefs; and thus we may obtain this Pur« 
pofe by encreafing the watry Part of the 
Urine; which is the Serum of the Blood ; 
for by this Encreafe, the Sale will be fo 
diluted, as to ceafe from ftimulating; and 
the Heat, or Pain, of the Urine will be 


leflened, and relieved. 


From hence and Cor. 3. it is very 
plain, why the Ruwming is not attended 
with a Pain in making Water, the firft 
three or four Days after it appears. 


Authors have been unhappily mifled 


in managing the Heat of Urine, which is 


plainly a Symptom ofa Gonorrhea, and 
an Effect of the Sharpnefs of its Matter 
only; for they have made it their great 
Bufinefs to deftroy this Heat, as if there- 
by they could cure the Difeafe on which 

: it 


wn making Water. 


it depends, and which will certainly 
wanifh as we proceed ia the Cure. This 
their Miftake did arife from their being 
periuaded that the Pain in making Wan 
fet, Came from an extraordinary . Heat i in 
the Urine; which Heat, they think, i 
occafioned by an Inflammation of ike 
Neck of the Bladder, and of the Semi- 
nal Veffels; as alfo, that the Infamma- 
tion was produced by the Caufe which 
produces the Gonorrhea. By Confe- 
quence their great Defien has|been to 
cure the Heat of Urine by curing an 
Inflammation they took for its Caufe. 
Indeed this miftaken Obfervation is the 
Foundation of all the Theory and Prac- 
tice of Bleguy and other Authors. Bur as 
this Suppo tion has formerly been {hewn 
a Miftake in Patronius, handed down in 
a conftant Practice to thefe later Au- 
thors; who have continued it upon a 
very falle Hypothefis, it was proper to 
make this Obfervation, in’ order to pre- 
ferve the Hiftory of Prattice, 


At prefent their Succefs has been more 


~ fortunate than their Intentions were reas 


fonable, and through a Multitude of Mi- 


flakes they haye hic upon a tolerable 
3 good 
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good Pradtice. For from this falfe Prin- 
ciple, That Inflammations are only to be 
cured by Remedies actually Cold, they 
fell into the Ufe of Medicines, that ge- 
nerally by their Coldnefs are proper to 
produce a greater Quantity of Water; 
and fome of thofe cold Medicines being 
likewife mucilaginous, the effec of dilu- 
ting the Salts of the Urine, and be- 
fmearing the Urethra with a Mucilage 
was obtain’d without the Meaning of the 
Practitioners. Happy they ifall their Er- 
rors had been thus lucky, the Difference 
between a right Practice and a wrong 
one had not been difcern’d, though no 
Body would defire to be fo much at the 
Mercy of Chance. But the Error in 
Bleeding, to abate this Inflammation, has 
been very unhappy; for that Practice has 
not only failed the Phyficians, but it has 
fometimes brought in the Pox, as fome 
of themfelves have confefs’d. More of 
thefe Miftakes are often hid from them, 
and more luckily from their Patients. 


Thus having eftablifhed the right Me- 
thods for eafmg the Pain of making Wa- 
ter, from a true Theory; I proceed to 


draw forth a Store of proper Medicines 
! which 


za making Water. 


which may cure this fharp Pain, whether 
it is occafion’d from improper Methods, 
or thacit isa Symptom ofthe Gonorrhea.

The foregoing Medicines not only ap- 
pear yery proper, upon the mentioned 
Theory, but their Efficacy is as confpi- 
cuous in the Praice, they feldom or 
never failing to quict the troublefome 
Pain in making Water. But as I faid 
likewife before; Authors imagining this 
Pain to proceed from an Inflammation, 
and that it was augmented by the Heat 
of the Blood, or any Means which aug- 
ment it, had Recourfe to Bleeding for 
the better allaying the Heat and Inflam- 
sation. Now, however an Inflammation 
may be the Confequence of the Pain, or 
rather of the ftimulating that occafions 
it, the Pain and its Confequences can 
never be allay’d any otherwife than by 
deftroying the Salt of the Urine, or by 
taking off the Acrimony of the flowing 
Corruption; which is vainly expeaed 
from Bleeding, asthe Succefs fully con- 
firms, no Circumftance in Bleeding be- 
ing healing, and very rarely exciting a 
greater vantity of Urine.» 


& 


Befides, 
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Befides, fome Phyficians have found 
that the Pox has often enfued Bleeding. 
The Reafon of this Obfervation may be 
made appear from the Doarine of Re- 
vulfion by Bleeding, anciently acknow- 
ledged, and excellently well accounted 
for by the great Doétrine of the Circu- 
lation of the Blood. 


The Ule of Bathing for allaying the 


grievous Smart in. making Water, but 


‘more efpecially tor relieving the great and 


dangerous Suppreflion of Urine, which 
often happens in the Pradtice of fome 
mentioned Medicines, is fo confiderable 
that it well deferves to be explain’d, in 
order toa more fuccefsful Practice. For, 
by the Theory of Bathing, it is known 
that any Perfon plung’d in cold Water 
is provok’d to make Water oftner, and 
in a Quantity greater than natural, the 
contrary whereof is the Effect of Bathin 
in very warm Water. But the iter 
fion of Urine is efpecially caufed by a 
ftronger Conftriétion of the Neck of the 
Bladder, whereby its Sp/inéter acquires a 
new Refiftance to the Force that expels 
it, and this Conftrittion is the Effect of 
an Inflammation, which was occafion’d 
by

in making Water. 

by the Parts being ftimulated in an ex- 
traordinary manner; and therefore the 
Moderate Warmth of any Liquor being 
moft proper to allay fuch Inflammations, 
the Warmth of Water furrounding all the 
lower Parts of the Abdomen, proves the 
readieft and moft expeditious Relief to the 
Sphincter of the Bladder thus infam’d: 
and confequently the Refiftance to the ex~ 
pelling Powers or Machines becomes lefs, 
and the Urine is more eafily expell’d, 
to the great Relief of the Patient. The 
like Infammation happening to the Ure- 
thra at the fame time, and on the fame 
Account is an additional Strength to this 
Hindrance of the Urine being expell’d; 
but both Inflammations being abated 
with the gentle and: kindly Warmth of 
the Water, thefe ill Symptoms are re- 
lieved. | 


From hence we may learn to what de- 
eree of Warmth thefe Baths are to be 
made; as alfo to how little Purpofe it is 
to medicate them with warm, and even 
with diuretical Plants. 
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How we may relieve the binding 
Pam im Evettion, the Inftam- 
mation of the Nut, &c. 


HE binding Pain in Ereétion, ox 

m the Cording of the Penis, being 
really a {queezing of the corroded Uye- 
thra between the Cavernous Bodies ; and 


the Ereétion itfelf being often excited by . 


the ftimulating of the Matter of a Go- 


wnorrhea, the Cure of this Cording mutt 


be had, by preferving the Urethra from 
being Corroded, or by fuppreffing the 
Erection, whereby the Preffure of the 
Urethra will be prevented. 


The firft may be effected by fuch Me- 
dicines and Applications as have been 
recited in the foregoing Chapter; but 
the laft can only be performed by thofe 
Means that give the moft fudden Check 
to the Swelling of the Pemis. If Men 
therefore recollec& what happens to them 

Y in 
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in immerging themfelyes in cold Water, 
a River, the Sea, and far more in a cold 
Bath, they cannot be in any Want of 
a ready Remedy on fuch Occafions. Cold 
Water thus infallibly anfwering our Expe- 
cations, we muft not think of lofing time 
when fo fpeedy and effectual Means are 
at hand, in our Parts of the World efpe- 
cially. A Lady of Snow, St. Francis’s 
Miftrefs, is a cettain Relief. However, 
to keep up to the Rule of our Method, 
I fhall relate fome of the Forms which 
Authors recommend, though all of them 
tend to the fame Purpofe. 


But before I proceed to thofe Forms, 
this is a proper Place to confider the Jn- 
Jtammation of the Nut and Bridle; both 
which, together with the xgly opening 
of the Urethra, are likewife produced by 
the fharp Matter of the Gonorrhea, as 
it pafles over the Parts, and very com- 


monly is a Continuation of the Inflam- - 


mation of the Urethra; infomuch, that 
we may always make a right Judgment 
of the Condition of the Urethra by the 
Thicknefs at the End of it, and the In- 
flammation of the Glans. 
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Though Women have no Glaus or 
Frenum to be affected with the fharp 
Running, yet the Sphinéter of the Va- 
gina, Clitoris, and Lips themfelves, are 
inflamed with the fharp Matter, and af- 
ter the {ame manner, as are the men- 
tioned Parts. And therefore, the Me- 
thod of their Cure muft be the fame; 
which is by fuch Medicines as allay the 
prefling Inflammation, and fecure the 
Parts againft their being excoriated with 
the Sharpnefs of the Corruption ; both 
which are to be attained by the follow- 
ing Medicines. |

! H O° Shankers appear in this place 

among the Symptoms of a Go- 
norrhea, yet it has * already been fhewn 
that all of them are not fo; fome of them 
being as much Origimals in the Vene- 
veal Difeafe as the Gonorrhea itlelf; o- 
thers are the Confequence of an unhappy 
Cure, or are Symptoms of the Pox; and 
the third fort are, in great Striétnefs and 
Propriety of {peaking, real Symptoms of 
a Gonorrhea. Now though the /ympto- 
matical and origimal Shankers will be 
found, by what I am about to fhew, to 
admit of a Cure without inward Admi- 
niftrations, and the Pocky Shankers re- 
quire inward Medicines; yet, we may, 
properly enough, purfue their common 
Method on this Occafion. For whether 
inward Medicines are neceflary, or not, 
Practitioners have alWays endeavoured to

diflolve 
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difflolve them by proper Applications ; 
notwithftanding that they have been at- 
tended with vrievous Pain, and that their 
Succefs has been very doubtful and un- 
certain: But if two thirds, at leaft, of 
the Shankers do not require inward Ad- 
miniftrations, the ridding Mankind of un- 
neceflary Salivations, and of dangerous 
mercurial Vomits, muft bé reckoned an 
unvaluable Happinels. 


~ Now, whether Shankers be produced 

by coagulating , ot diffipating, the Li- 

quors of the Parts, on which they ap- 

pear; no Method has been found fuffi- 

cient to deal with them, befides fuch as 
confirmed them, and made them fepa- 
rate from the found Part. In this Defign 
of curing Shankers, there is not any Re- 
tnedy apply’d for deftroying the Cauflé 
of them; but they themfelves are extir- 
pated as a loft and irrecoverable Part: 
not without great Wafte committed on 
that which is found. This is perform’d 

with fo great Pam and Inflammation, 
that an Amputation of the Penis has 
been often the laft Remedy for the fharp 
Matter of the Genorrhea, and the fharper 
Application; yet this is the only Method 

Phyficians haye -been able te contrive for 
| treating

treating Shankers. Blegny fays, that a- 
mong all the topical Remedies for re- 
{training the Virulency of, and puttinga 

Stop to, Shankers, Efcharoticks are to be 
apply’d firft; always obferving to make 
them mote or lefs {trong with. refpe& to 
the natural Difpofition of the affected 


Part, and Danger of the Diftemper. That 


is, thar the gentleft E/charoticks are to 
be apply’d to thofe Places that are very 
delicate or fenfible, and to new Shankers, 
or fuch as are very {mall. And on the o- 
ther hand, more ftrong and attive Efcha- 
yoticks are to be apply’d to the more 
grofs and lefs fenfible Parts, and to very 
old, broad, and deep Shankers. 


The Method of curing Shankers by 
Efcharotick Medicines, is not only at- 
tended with Pain, and other ill Confe- 


quences; but is likewife long and tedi- 


ous. Often People have not their Relief 
after one or more Years: The Efchar, 
fays De Blegny, being fallen off, it will 
be proper to continue the Suppuratrves, 
if the Shankers be fmall, for eight Days; 


and if great for fix Weeks, and for a 


time proportionable to fuch as ave of a 
middling fort. This is the moft favou- 
rable Term in which we can hope to 

cure 
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cure a Shanker ; and frequently chey ruri 
on for Years, under the Management of 
them by E/fcharoticks, with all the Con- 
fequences already mentioned. But before 
Phyficians and Surgeons are rid of this 
tedious and uncertain Method, by putting 
a very certain and eafy one in the place 
of it, I will add fome Forms of Efcharo- 
tick Medicines in prefent ufe. 


Phyficians finding the Medicines, they 
commonly apply’d to Shankers, inetiectu- 
al in deftroying them, were forced to 
try the fharpeft that they knew, even aq. 
ee atid ag. Regia themfelves. Fal- 
oppius, finding the great Hurt of thofe 
fharp Applications, warns all Phyficians 
againtt the Water that feparates Silver 
from Gold, and gives two different Forms 


of aq. Fort. One of Marianus Baroli- 


tanus, and another of Foannes de Vego, 
and recommends a Ziméture of Verdi- 
greafe made with Rofe-water ; fo that he, 
and every one fince that time, being per- 
fuaded that no good was to be done 
with Shankers without Corrofive and 
Efcharotical Medicines, pretcribe the 


following.

Thefe two laft Preparations of Preci-

But 
this Practice is more commonly managed 


by fharper Medicines, whereby the Shan- 


ker is firft rooted up, and then the found 
but holo: part is to be healed, and there- 
fore I will add fome Forms to anfwer that 
Defign.

After the Shankers or other Ulcers

But Authors, while they drefs with 
either of the foregoing Medicines, do nor 
altogether depend upon the moft painful 
of them, for eradicating the Venereal 
Contagion; but likewife give divers mer- 
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cutial Medicines inwardly to help on the 
Cure, and to prevent ill Confequences 
from ‘the Blood being affected. Now as 
all the different kinds of Shankers, where- 
by the Blood is affected or not, may be 
known by the Theoretical Account al- 
ready given, fo we are fully apprized of 
thofe Shankers which require inward Ad- 
miniftrations, and of thofe which may be 


“cured by Applications only. 


We may conclude from the tedious 
Cure of Shankers by Efcharotick Medi- 
cines, that Shankers do not corrupt the 
Blood and form the Pox {© readily as 
Phyficians commonly believe. For it not 
being the Nature of an Efcharotick Me- 
dicine to deftroy the Sharpue/s of the 
Gonorrhea, which is the Caufe of the 
Shanker, but merely to make it fall off, 
the Po) fon of the Difeafe is altogether 
confined to the fhanker’d Part, without 
going into the Blood ; efpecially {ince we 
find that a thorough Cure very often is 
made of all the Venereal Symptoms by 
deftroying the Shankers. And therefore 
as a Pox does not commonly enfue this 
long and tedious Method of treating 
Shankers by Medicines, that cannot give 
any Check to the Actin nony, we may 

cons 
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conclude that fuch Shankers as little dif- 
pofe Men to be Poxed, as a Gonorrhwa. 
Mr. Blegny owns as much in thefe Words, 
Lf we fuppofe, in Virulent Gonorrhceas, 
that the Acids, to which they are owing, 
have penetrated farther into the Body than 
when they only caufe Venereal Ulcers, and 
Shankers ; it may be inferr’d that Go- 
norrhoeas are more the Occafion of a Pox 
tnan Shankers ave. So that I take the 
Fact to be palt difpute, and confonant 
to Mr. Blegny’s Obfervation; but the 
true Reafon of thefe FaGts, is, that I have 
lately afligned. Indeed this Hypothesis 
inclined him to follow an Opinion con- 
trary to his own Experience, as we learn 
by reading what immediately follows the 
Words I have quoted. 


But to bid an eternal Farewel to this 
long, tedious, and unealy Practice; I thall 
next communicate a Method whereby 
Shankers are cured in a very little time, 
with great Eafe,without any Pain, Inflam- 
maton, Lots of Subftance, or any Danger 
of Extirpating the Member, or any Part 
of it. This Method does not require any 
Help from other Medicines for di(folving 
the Shanker, and healing the Part. It is 
done by an Ointment not recommended 
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on an Opinion, or Perfuafion, that it will 
fucceed; but upon its Succefs for twenty 
Years paft; the Efficacy whereof will 
fufhiciently anfwer all the Expeétation any 
Perfon can have from it, as it has already 
done to fome Friends. to whom it was 
communicated fome Yeats ago. The 
Method is fhort and eafy, like the Me- 
dicine itfelf; for you are only to drefs 
Shankers with this Ointment.

But before I proceed to any farther 
Account, or Defence, of this Ointment; 
it is very proper to relate its Succefs in 
fome other and harder Ulcers; which 
Relation will be the more acceptable, that 


the Sore is as unknown in Europe as the 


Cure of it by my Ointment, and evinces 
the Efficacy of it at the fame time. This

This Boy had one of thefe Crab- 
Yaws on one fide of his Foot, where the 
Skin was-very had; to which, after it 
was pared, Lapply'd your Medicine, where- 
by all the Hardnefs was deftroyd in a 
few Days, and his Foot is now Sorr 
and Wet, The Confequence of this 
Experiment is very obvious, and forbids 
me to enlarge upon it. 


But as fuch Difcoveries are moft com- 
monly 
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monly attended with the Murmurings 
and Reproaches of envious People; who 
load Inventors with Calumny, inftead 
of returning them Thanks: So we find 
them, on this Occafion, urging thus 
their Scandal.

The whole Value of any Medicine is 
its Ufefulnefs ; and if a known Medicine, 
by combining it with one or more Me- 
dicines, or by a new Preparation of it, 
is good for what it never was before; it 
is as rauch to be reputed a mew Medicine, 
as if its Materials had been new. On 


- this Account, a zew Method being in- 


vented by the wew Ufe of known Me- 
dicines, is a far greater Addition to the 
Stock of Phyficians, than if a Number 

pee of 
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of new Materials were added to ferve the 
Purpofes of the known Methods, In 
fhort, this is as much a mew Medicine 


_as if we had found: out the Ufe of any 


known Plant, which was not formerly 
difcovered. 


When I formerly defended the Good- 
nefs of this Ointment againft the Preyu- 
dices 1 judged would arife from its Szvple- 
nefs, or the Materials being ancientl 
known; I never imagined I fhould ever 


have been charged with taking it, or 


the Hint for making it, from any other 
Author. But fince a Report has been

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But to fet this Affair in its cleareft 
Light, take the * Form of an Ointment 
ptelcribed by Falloppius.

Now, after relating his Ointment, can 
any find wherein I have either improved 
upon, or taken from, Paloppius? Is it 
becaufe his Ointment and mine have 
both Mercury or Quickfilver in their 
Compofition? But then it were too grofs 
to think thefe Objectors believe Fallop- 
pius the firft Prefcriber of it, even in an 
Ointment; yet if they do not, why did 
not I take my Ointment rather from 
Galen, or from later Arabian Phyfici- 
ans, than from Faloppius ; fince all of 
them have prefcribed Ointments with 
Mercury? Nay, the very Ointment 
which firft produced a Salvation was, 
at leaft, taken from Avicenna, by the 
Teftimony of the learned + Fracaftorius.

The Cure of Shankers. 


There is nothing more abfurd than 
this malicious Calumny; for let us fup- 
pote that any one took a Fancy to make 
Elippocrates the Inventor of my Oint- 
ment, the fame Reafoning will ferve the 
curn: Flippocrates, ic may be faid, and 
Ancient Phyficians apply’d Turpentine to 
Sores, which is the other part of the 
Compofition of this Ointment; Where 
then is this late Invention? The Argu- 
ment is the fame, though Turpentine be 
no part of Falloppius’s Compofition. This 
manner of Reafoning will hold again&t 
Rudius ot Ruffus (Rhafes according to 
Pereira) being the firft Inventor of their 
Pills ; becaufe they were not the firft that 
knew Aloes, the chief Ingredient in their 
Compofition; nor indeed is Falloppius 
of his Ointment, fince he does not pre- 
tend to have been the firft that ufed 
Quickfilver ; either for the purpofe of 
drying the Caries or Shankers, (the pre- 
fent Defign) or for any other Symptom 
of the Pox. 


But this Ointment of Falloppins does 
not anfwer, as himfelfacknowledges, but 
likewife gives Pain; becaufe of the Hogs- 
lard and Aloes, which my One 
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does not; they being no part of my 
Ointment: Befides; the Mercury is the 
half of my Ointment; and is joined with 
the beft Digeftive, and is a tenth part 
only in his; fo that; upon all thofe Ac- 
counts, it cannot have the fame Effed 
with mine. Moreover, the Frankimcenfe 
is a Specifick for deftroying every kind of 
Tumour, according to Avicenna; which 
therefore Falloppius mult have depended 
upon equally with the Mercury, becaufé 
they were both of them ufed on the fame 
Authority. And herein, fay they, con- 
fifts my Improvement; that I leave out all 
the unneceflary Parts of the Compofi- 
tion; that I have mixed the Mercury in 
a good and fufficient Quantity, with a 
Subhacee the fitteft to make it into the 
Form of an Ointment, and to render it 
a more effectual Medicine. 


The urging thus their ObjeGtion does 
me fufficient Honour. For have I im- 
proved upon the really Great FaLoppius ? 
And has this Ointment wanted due Im- 
provement thefe 120 Years? At leaft, 
then, [have brought an excellent Oint- 


tent to its Perfection, after ic has been 


admired, they fay, for 120 Years; and 
notwithftanding that it has been a 
OF 
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for half the time, a great Argument a- 
gain{t its Ufefulnefs, fo much applauded, 
on this Occafion. Yet if the throwing 
away every Drug of the Compofition 
but one, and ufing thar in five times a 
greater quantity, and that with a more 
proper Ingredient, than can be found in 
the other Compofition, this is indeed a 
very particular way of Improving; and, 
on any other Occafion, may properly be 
call’d Inventing. But this I fubmit to the 
Reader. 


A late Hiftory of Phyfick equally dif 
covers the Jzventors and Propagators of 
this Calumny *. Mercurial Ointments, 
and Pla:fters, {ays its Author, which per- 
haps would fooner anfwer the End of dif 
cuffing, if the Mercury were only mixed 
with a little Turpentine, in THE MaAN- 
NER YOU KNOW FALLOPPIUS USED, 


It is Do&tor Mead’s hard Fate to vouch 
for this alledged Praétice; but it had been 
more proper to have appeal’d to Fallop- 
pus himfelf: And as no fuch Practice 
can be found ia his Works, fo the Mif-

Indeed; the great Occafion of Scan- 
dal is the Goodnefs of thie Invention; 
and that it may bring a Reputation to its 
Author: So dangerous it is for a Phy- 
fician’ to contrive any thing ufeful to 
Mankind; that it unavoidably fubjeéts 
him. to the Hatred of many other of his 
Brethren; who reftlefly purfue him with | 
Calumny and Scandal; if not the Inven- 
tion itfelf. te 


But as People who are beft at Ca- 
fumny, are likewife the greateft Boafters 
and Pretenders, I lay ic down for a gene- 
ral Rule, that no Medicine is to be re- 
ceived for its fingular Ufe till ic has had 
many Trials in proper Cireumftances, 2. ¢. 
till ic has been ufed on a Numbet of Peo« 
ple equally ill, or that ic has ics Effects 
when no reafonable Hopes are left of a 
Cure by the beft of other Medicines, 
skilfully adminiftred. 


This has been the particular Fate of 
Phyfick in all Ages, and many have pre- 
tended to cure Shankers by fecret Mes 

| ia thods, 
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thods, without Efcharoticks. Bucit never 
was done before. And as De Blegny 
paints the Cuftom of Quacks and this 
’ Pretence at the fametime, I fhall add his 
ov Words: Quacks will tell you they 
will Cure the worft and moft frightful 
Shankets in eight or ten Days; and i 
afier this time they find that their Kna- 
very and Ignorance are like to be difco- 
vered, they perfuade their Patients that 
ther Remedies are Effttual and Cor- 
tain, when the Shankers are not owing 
to the Pox ; but their Diflemper having 
been fo obftinate, the Recourfe muff be to 
the Cure of the Pox itfelf. 


Inftead of applying this Hiftory to 
fome Phyficians of our own Times, I 
_ will add another; which, together ,

On the other hand, Methods of any o- 
ther kind either do not fucceed, or after 
a very long time.

This was proper to be fhewn frorn 
one of the beft Books we have on thefe 
Subjects; Furfé, That I might not appear 
altogether fingular in an Opinion which 
may feem ftrange to moft Phyficians :

Now as thefe Topicks arefo neceffary , 
_ that all zaternal Medicines will prove in- 
effectual in curing Cryftallins without 
them, and as he ules Purging Medicines 
only with a View to difcharge the Wa- 
ter, which they cannot da; fo we may 
fafely conclude, that Mr. Blegny has nor 
made a right Ufe of his Experience, and 
that Cryftallins are cured only by Topical 
Medicines, without having any Regard 
toa Gonorrhea, a Shanker, or any other 
of their Symptoms, 


The Cryftallins have been commonly 
reckoned among the moft terrible Symp- 
toms of a Gonorrhea, and though nei- 
ther the Notion, nor Experience I have 
of their Cure, can induce meto that Per- 
fuafion; I hope the Practice of other 
Authors, which confirms this my Opi- 
nion rather than overturns it, fufficiently 
warrants the Liberty [have taken to dif- 


fer from them, in Point of Speculation.

Cannot confent to the Opinion of 

Authors; who affirm, that the za.

without the leaft Danger of its ftrangu- 
lating. But when the choaking of the 
Preputium is the Caufe of Pam; In- 
fammation, Flux of Humours, and of a 
Gangrene, the Symptoms of a le 
and 
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and Periphimofis very’ well deferve our 
{pecial Care and Confideration. 


This preternatural Ineptitude of the 
Praputium, to cover or uncover the 
Glans, proceeds from the Thicknefs itac- 

ices by Shanke it, or the Glans: 
quires by S¥aankers on it, or the Glans: 
Even the Scabs of the Small-pox were 


obfery’d to produce a Thicknef3, and a 


| Phimofis ; as really, as Shankrs ot Cry- 


fialiins : and therefore equal Regard mutt 
be had to the Shankers and Cryftallins, as 
tothe Preputium, in ‘curing thofe Symp- 
toms. 


[t is true; our firt Endeavour is to 
abate the Thicknefs of the Fore-skin, in 
order to get at the Shankers which oc- 
cafion it. But, after that, the curing the 
Shankers and Cryftallins are the only Se- 
curity againft a new Thicknels. How 
the Shankers and Cryfialhns are to be 
cured, has been already confidered in 
the two foregoing Chapters. Now a. 
Phimofis or Periphimofis ave to be ma- 
naged with Medicines that can difcufs 
the Humours, and abate the Inflamma-_ 
tion; or elfe with powerful Suppurating 
Medicines, whereby the Humours are 
{peedily difcharged. By either of thefe 

- Methods 
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Methods the Preputium will become 
pliable, and may pals backwards or for- 
wards on the Glaus; and with that 
Certainty, that there will be no occafion 
to have Recourfe to the troublefome and 
painful Operation of cutting the Fore-skin. 


Thefe Indications would feem to be 
drawn from fome Theory, by the Prac- 
tice of Authors, and truly arife from 
mine; yet it is certain that as the Phi- 
mofis and Periphimofis are occafioned by 
the Shankers on the Glans, and Prepu- 
tium; {o the curing of them, toany De- 
gree, will {utter the Preputium to pats 
eafily on the Glans. In that Cafe, the 
Phimofis is not only more {peedily cured, 
but aifo without any Application or O- 
peration whatfoever. This Method is 
ftill unknown to Pradtitioners, though ic 


may be eafily practifed. 


But leaving thefe Confiderations, I 
thall give an Account of fome other Pra- 
tices which Phyficians purfue without 
any Defign, nor are they founded on any 
Theory, or Notion, that can be propo~ 
fed from the Nature or Symptoms of 
Shankers. Thefe are the Ufe of cold 
Water {prinkled on the Belly and private 
cee a te. are 
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Parts, while the reducing of the Pre. 
putinm is endeayoured by our Hand, wer 
jikewife in cold Water. Others would 
dy aim the Humour that comes from the 
Fore-skin, by infinuating green Gentian- 
Roots, the Pith of the Way-faring-Tree, 
or a bit of Spunge between the Glans 
and fore-skin. But as the former Me- 
thod may aflwage the Ereétion of the 
Penis, but cannot contribute to the Cure 
of, or to the preventing a Phimofis; and 
as the laft proceeds (on a falfe Suppofi- 
tion, that watry Humours congefted in 


the Fore-skin can be drained by fuch 


Applications) the vain Expetations of 
fuch Attempts become manifeft. On the 
contrary, the Moifture imbibed when 
thefe Medicines are apply’d, {wells them, 
and thereby the Parts are diftended; and 
Pain, with a greater Afflux of Humours, 
is occafion’d; fo that they rather i 
creafe, than abate, the Symptoms.

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Many other Forms of Fomentations; 
and of Caraplafms might be added; but 
as feveral, very ufeful in the prefent Cafe;

The Nature of a Phimofis in Women 
does not differ from that: in Men, wher 
a Venereal Caufe produces them both, 
In the Phimojis of a Man the Prepu- 
tium cannot be drawn back, nor the 
Glans uncovered. By that of a Woman 
all Admiflion into the Vagina is barr’d.- 
The firft from the Thicknefs of the 
Preputium, che lat from the Swelling 
of the Caruncles, the Angrynefs of the 
Sphinéter, and other Parts at the En- 
try ot the Vagina; which Swellings 
proceed from the Shankers on the Ca-

_ Thefé are the Subje& of our follow- 
ing Confiderations; and if they can be 
drawn out of the Principles formerly laid 
down, and the Account of the Medi- 
cines already produced, fo that the par- 
ticular Caufe of each of thefe ftrange 
Effects may be afligned; we may mo- 
deftly afhrm, that the former Theory is 
compleat: it fetting, before us, the con- 
ftant Uniformity we always difcern in 
the Works of Nature. Whereas, for the 
want of a true Theory, the Adminiftra- 
tion of the moft innocent Medicines, and 
of the beft adapted Compofitions for a 
general Practice, have proved moft un- 
certain, and often dangerous; even in 
the Hands of the moft experienced Pra- 
étioners; infomuch, that there is not a 
greater Variety of Events to be found 
in adminiftring any Medicine, in any Dir 


~ feafe, than may be obfery’d in admini- 


{tring the fame Medicine, in the different, 
but unobfery’d, Circumftances of a Per- 
fon ill of a Gonorrhea; nor is a folid 
and judicious Theory more wanting for 
conducting us in the Practice of a Fever, 
than in the Practice of a Gonorrhea. 


S Had 
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Had not thefe Difficulties and Difap- 
pointments often returned, and brought 
along with them Reproaches not to be 
fuffered by Practitioners of a liberal Edu- 
cation, the Phyficians, that firft brought 
this Difeafe out of its original Darknels 
and Confufion, could not have failed of 
bringing it to a Certainty; long before 
this time: while, finking under fuch Dif- 
couragements, they left the farther Pro- 
fecution, or rather Practice of it, to a Set 
of Practitioners of another Order, that 
could better bear up under Calumny ; 
but who were nor able to make any Im- 
provement in the Pragtice, by rendring 
that more certain or more fafe; all of 
them fucceeding on many Occafions, 
and none of them in every Particular. 
The reafon of all this Difficulty, is their 
never having been apprized that the 
Matter of the Running was a natural 
Liquor, that comes under a variety of 
Circumftances, which occafion very dif- 
ferent and contrary Effects, when it is 
to be wrought upon by the fame kind of 
Medicines, in the like Dofes. This in- 


judicious Adminiftration, of the beft Me- 


dicines, occafions all the Difficulty and 
Misforcunes already mentioned, as well 
I aS 
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as thofe we are about to relate; fome 
whereof have not been obferved during 
the long, and extenfive, Practice of this 


Difeate. 


And therefore I will purfite thofe Evils 


in the moft eafy Method, and_propofe 
them in the Periods and Order wherein 
they commonly appear. Firff, we will 
inquire into the grievous Symptoms, a- 
rifing from any Check given to the Run- 
ning, when it begins to thew itfelf, and 
we will find thofe Symptoms always 
moft grievous, when the Corruption, 
that is check’d, is moft tharp. Secondly, 
we will confider Symptoms that appear 
after the Running has been in a confi- 


derable Quantity, but that ftops of a . 


fudden. Thirdly, the reafon why the 
Running fometimes continues in fuch a 
Quantity, as is the Oozing of a Sore that 
cannot be heal’d up; and on that ac- 
count (I fuppofe) is called a Gleet. And 
Lafily, 1 will confider what manner of 
Hurt happens in the Practice of a Gonor- 
yhwa, when the Paflage of Urine, along 
the Urethra, is hindred or interrupted; 
or how a Caruncle, anda Carnofity, are 
produced,

Mong the various Accidents that 
happen in the Courle of a Go- 
norrhea, none is attended with more 
violent Pain, and more dire Confequences, 
than a Running {topping foon after it 
appears ; which we may properly call the 
Algedo ; yet1 do not find, that any Au- 
thor has offered any Obfervation of this 
kind to the World; which Neglect ve- 
ry much confirms the great Difficulty 
there is in making Obfervations ; and the 
Unaceuratenefs of former Authors, in 
relating the various Appearances, that 
occur in the Pra&tice of a Gonorrhea. 
Maufitanus alone {uggefts the Symptom, 
but injudicioufly places it among thofe 
that precede a Caruncle*. For he al- 
ledges that we may apprehend a grow-

ing Caruncle, Ex pregrefia feda Go- 
norvrhea, qua modo Stranguriam, modd 
Dyfuriam, jam I[churiam infert. But I 
have obfery’d; that if the Running does 
not proceed, after the common manner 
already related, bur continues to be in a 
{mall Quantity, as it always fhews itfelf 
at firtt; or if it tops without any fenfi- 
dle and obvious Caufe of an improper Ad- 
miniftration ; in that Cafe, there is often 
an intenfe Infammation on the Glans, 
and an infufferable Pain ftriking into the 
Anus, fometimes into the Tefficles, with- 
out their being in the leaft {well’d, and 
moft commonly into the Bladder; which 
laft Pain is always attended with a fre- 
quent Defire of making Water; butthen 
it is made in a very {mall Quantity, and 
with much Difficulty. Thefe Symptoms, 
thus related, become very manifeft from 
the Account formerly given of the Na- 
ture of a Gonorrhwa, and if we recollect 
what was + then faid of the Sharpnefs 
of the Liquor of the Lacuna, we thall 
eafily explain the Nature and productive 
Caufe of this Symptom. For let the in+ 
feted Liquor of the Lacune be ty’d up 
by Applications, or Adminiftrations, of 


{ Chap. v. Part 1. 
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any kind; or let them become groffer on 
a fickly account, fo that the Stamulus of 
the Corruption does not excite the Quan- 
tity of che Effux in a due Propottion ; 
in that Cafe, the Liquor is ftill more 
corrupted, and becomes more fharp. Now 
this fharp Liquor being conftantly ap- 
ply’d to the Lacuna, to the membranous 
Coat of the Urethra, always excites Pain 
and an Inflammation, as has been often 
fhewn in many former places of this 


Book. , 


Pain being thus made in the Urethra, 
we may eafily conceive how it is propa- 
gated into the Bladder, and other Parts 
mentioned in the foregoing Defcription ; 
for the Urethra is a continued Du& to 
the Neck of the Bladder; and the In- 
flammation, being communicated thro’ 
the Urethra, is eafily communicated to 
the Bladder; and with it the Pain. This is 
likewife the reafon that the Va/a Defe- 
ventia and Feficule Seminales, that open 
into the Urethra, partake of this Inflam- 
mation, and communicate the Pain into 
the Yefticles: As alfo, that the Pain is 
conyey’d into the Anus by the Means of 
the Accelerating Mufcles of the Penis, 
which terminate in that part. Gs

But to explain thefe Symptoms more 
particularly, that the Defign we haye in 
curing may become more obvius, and 
dire; we will begin with accounting 
for the frequent Defire of making Wa- 
ter, and why it is voided with great Pain, 
and in a {mall Quantity. The reafon of 
this Symptom is, that the Neck of the 
Bladder being vaftly inflamed, is vche- 
mently f{timulated by the Saltnefs of the 
the Water, and by this ftimulating, a fre- 
quent Defire of difcharging it is excited. 
The Bladder itfelf being alfo inflamed, it 
cannot be {6 eafily apply’d for expelling 
the Urine; and therefore it is thrown 
out in a {maller Quantity; and, upon. 
both accounts is made with great Pain, 
Moreover; the Neck ofthe Bladder, be- 
ing thickned by the Inflammation, is 
opened or dilated with great Difficulty; 
and therefore, the Urine is neither freely 
expell’d, nor without great Pain. 


The frequent irritating the Bladder, 
withthe fharp Urine, occafions the quick, 
and repeated, Pain; which Pain in maz 
king Water is a more conftant Symptom 
of the Stoppage of the corrupted Matter, 
chan are either the Pain in the Anus or 

> 4 in 
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in the Tefiicles.; notwithftanding rhag 
the Pain, in thele, is produced as really 
by the Pain in the Urethra as that in 
the Bladder; but not fo dire@tly. For 
Pain made in contiguous Pares is occa- 
fion’d, by the Stimulus, or Compreffion 
of adjacent Parts, that are affected; fo 
that the derived Pain is equally owing 
to the Inflammation, as is the Pain in 


the Part originally aficéted. Daily Ex- 


perience aftords us various, and fenfible, 
Examples of Pain derived to a contigu- 
ous Part, from another that is firft hurt. 
A Pain any way produced ina Finger is 
not only propagated, by the common 
bending Mu/cles that may fend a Branch, 
to fome diftance, and is thus carry’d, di- 
rectly, to a great length up the arm; but 
it likewife affects other Mujfcles in the 
fame C sntiguity, and reaches farther than 
the Orgin of any of the Mujiles of the 
Fingers, and may be propagated to Parts, 


very diftant from thar firft affected with 
Pain. 


But, which is more furprizing, con- 
tiguous Parts affected mutually by the In- 
flammation of either, not only receive 
Impreffions of Pain from each other, but 
will even adhere and ftick to one an- 


other. 
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other. The Adhefion of the Lungs to 
tke Pleura is an Affection of this kind, 
as is the Adhefion of an Jnteffine to the 
Peitoneum, Bladder, and {uch Adhe- 
fiors of many other Parts that have of- 
ten been found in diflecting Bodies; efpe~ 
cially thofe that were morbid or fickly. 


All thefe grievous Symptoms being 
produced by the retarded Efflux of the 
Liquor of the Lacune, notwithftanding 
that is fharp and corrupted, and com- 
monly flows, at other times, in a greater 
quantity upon that accaunt; yet as this 
Liquor is found, at prefent, in a {malt 
quantity; for Reafons afterwards to be 
afligned, it requires the greateft Degree 
of Corruption poffible, and that by its 
not running off in the ordinary quan~ 
tity. Now as this very fharp Liquor is 
conftantly apply’d to the Urethra, by its 


continuing in the Zacune, which are 


parallel to its inner Coat, the Pain is ren- 
der’d more and more intenfe. Our In- 
 quiry therefore muft be why this Efflux 
is retarded, notwithftanding that the Li- 
quor is more fharp, or is indued with a 
greater Stimulus, a Caufe we formerly 
found fufficient for exciting a Running. 
It will eafily be believed that sete 
an 
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and Medicines, that are any thing A- 
{tringent, inwardly adminiftred, have fc:f- 
ficient Power to check the Difcharge of 
the corrupted Ligour; nay Medicines of 
fuch Qualities are efteem’d fo fufficent 
a Caufe that feldom any other has been 
afigned for the Interruption; fo that we 
may aflert that thefe Medicines are fome- 
times the Occafion of checking the free 
Efflux of the Liquor of the Lacunze, 
though it be corrupted and were other- 
wife fharp enough to produce a Run- 
ning. 


But another Caufe never yet afligned 
for producing fuch a Stoppage, is when 
the Liquor of the Lacunz, even in this 
its corrupted State, acquires an extraor- 
dinary Groffhefs, and on that account 
becomes incapable to flow, or flows on- 
ly in avery inconfiderable quantity. This 
Groflnefs of the Liquor of the Lacune 


_ is acquired from a Grof{nefs of the Blood 


itfelf in a great many Difeafes, as in a 
Cold, a Fever, Oc. The way how this 
Grofinefs is form’d by a Cold, or a Fee 
ver, is obvious from the general defect of 
Secretions at that time; infomuch that 
Etippocrates obferyes that Ulcers, and I 
haye obferv’d chat Z//ues, very cocnmpenly 

dry 
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dry up in the beginning of a Fever, and 


in great Colds, when a Fever is genera- 
ting, and in feveral other Diftempers, 
the Liquor of the Lacuna is become fo 
grofs, that the Quantity of its Efflux is 
but moderately augmented; though it 
be corrupted and ftimulates the Lacuna, 
and thereby the Quantity of its Efflux 
fhould be confiderably augmented ; Hence 
it is that the Pain, and all the former 
mention’d Evils, or Misfortunes are pro- 


duced. 


Some very good Praditioners who 
have been apprized of the great Dan- 
eer and Difficulty that arifes from the 
flow Running in this Circumftance ofa 
Fever, have attributed the Slownefs ofa 
Running, or the Smallnefs of its Quan- 
tity, to the Heat of the Fever, which 
they fuppofed did lick up the Matter of 
the Running; but this flow Efffux is 
truly an Unaptnefs in the Liquors to run 
off, and that becaufe of their Thick- 


ne(s. 


What was formerly faid of an inward 
Shanker fupprefling the Running, may 
give fome Sufpicion of its being an Oc- 
cafion of this terrible Symptom; but 

Shankers 
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Shankers feldom give any great Pain, nor 
do they infec the Liquor of the Lacune 
till they begin to diflolve; and this Li- 
quor not being infected during the Hard- 
nefs of the Shanker, there is not natural- 
ly any Pain produced on that account; 
or, Shankers in the Urethra never pro- 
duce this painful Symptom. All this is 
manifeft from the Experience, of inward 
Shankers, mentioned in their proper 
Placese’ 


From what has been faid it plainly ap- _ 
pears, that the Inflammation and Pain 
in the Urethra, in the Glans, Bladder, 
Tefticles, and in the Anus, are altogether 
the Confequence of this fharp Liquor be- 
ing pent up in the Lacune ; and there-- 
fore, that in curing thefe Symptoms, lit- 
tle or no Regard is to be had to the In- 
flammation in the mentioned Parts, but 
rather to what may make the pent up 
Liquor flow. Indeed, the Folly of endea- 
vouring to cure Difeafes, by taking Aim 
at their Symptoms, is as confpicuous in 
the prefent Cafe as it can be in any other 
whatfoever. Sothat Bleeding, Emutlfions, 
and other cool Adminiftrations that are 
chiefly relied upon, almoft, in every Cafe 
ef an Inflammation are of very little Ufe 

| | again{t 
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againft an Algedo. Bathing, that com- 
monly goes along with the former, is of 
great ufe; though not for cooling an In- 
flammation, as they think; it really fa- 
tisfying the principal End and Defign of 
unlocking the Lacuna, and giving a Paf- 
fage to the ftagnating Liquor. So vaftly 
different is a Pra&tice managed upon 
Analogy, and a blind Experience, and 
when our Experience is directed by 
Reafon. 


And therefore as the Indication of 
Cure is always beft drawn from the Na- 
ture of the Difeafe, fo I will endeavour 
to deduce the Method of Cure from the 
Nature of this Symptom, thus explain’d; 
and as this is occafion’d by the Difcharge 
out of the Lacune being very little or 
nothing at all; and that upon the ac- 
count of an extraordinary Groffnefs their 
Liquor acquires, either on account of 
the prefent State of the Blood, or that 
the Blood and the Liquor of the Lacune 
is become thicker by Medicines thar 
bring this Quality of Thicknefs into the 


Blood. The Method of Cure therefore 


confifts in deftroying the mentioned 
Groffnefs of thefe Liquors; which will 
be found more eafily done, when this 

Thicknefs 
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Thicknefs is acquired by Medicines, 


than when it is occafion’d by the Means 
exprefied, while I inveftigated the Symp- 
toms of Inflammation and Pain. 


Tn conduéting the Practice of Phy- 
ficians for relieving this Symptom, I 
cannot proceed in the Method of giv- 
ing the Defigns and Prefcriptions of other 
Authors, none other having {poke of this 
Accident before me; and, on that ac- 
count, we have not any Method for cu- 
ting what either they never obferved; or 
that were obferved fo imperfectly, that 
Practitioners were afraid to relate Symp- 
toms fo furprizing, and at the fame time 
fo new, left the firft fhould caft fome Re- 
flection on their Judgment in treating, or 
the laft on their Skill in difcerning them. 
But as I am fure that no fuch Symptom 
has been mentioned among Phyficans ; 


_ fo the Miftakes I might be under in firft 


apprehending it, givemore Credit to the 
re{t of the Relation to Men of worth, 
and to ingenuous Phyficians. 


Etagwar Out’ Yel: 
In Augufi 1716. I was defared to vi- 


fit a Patient, who had been long ill of a 
Gonorrhea, 
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Gonorrhea, but which had been check’d 
by an Injection, made with Ag. Plantag. 
Met. Rofar. and facch. Saturm. It was 
formerly check’d, before he return’d from 
a foreign Countrey. As I found the Run- 
_ ning of a very green Colour, and the 

Glans very much inflam’d; I was per- 
fuaded, that the Infammation was con- 
tinued from about the fir Lacuna down 
to the Neck of the Bladder, and for that 
Reafon the Running ought to be encou- 


raged. 


For this Purpofe I prefcribed him a 
Dofe ofc Zthiops antimonialis to be ta- 
ken every Night going to Bed, and in 
two or three Days the Running encrea- 
fed, and his Pains vanifhed.

Auguft 1716, 1 met with a very far 
ptizing Cafe of the Algedo, when a Gen- 
tleman put himfelf under my Care to be 
cured of a Gonorrhea ; but finding he 
was ill of a continual Fever, ladvifed him 
to return to his Lodging and to go to 
Bed; the Cure of the Fever being chiefly 
to be purfued. 7 


Next Morning the Running was in a 
very {mall Quantity, though it had then 
appeared five Days; the Glaus was pro- 
digioufly inflamed, and the Fever of a 
low fort, that was like to hold him a 
Fortnight, or three Weeks. 


I told him that, in his Circumftances, 
no Method for curing a Gonorrhea could 
agree with the Practice of the Fever, ex- 
cepting that by a proper InjeCtion; but 
fomething extraordinary appearing in the — 
Running, I was not willing to make ufe 
of this new Method, in a Cafe liable to 
a great Variety of Accidents; whereby 
both I, and the Method, might be ex- 
pofed to much Obloquy; and as the In- 
fection could not creep into the Blood by 

om neglecting 
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fieglecting to cure it, the fafeft Courfe we 
could take was for curing the Fever. 


Our Matters went very fuccefsfully 
while we purfued this View, but I was 
furprized that the Running did nor en- 
creafe as the Fever came to its Srate; 
but that it was rather lefs, and the Gen- 
tleman began thento complain ofa Pain 
in making Water, and that he had often 
occafion to make it. In a Fortnight the 
Fever went off, but my Patient was not 
yet in a Condition to enter upon any 
Courfe for the Gonorrhea ; which con- 
tinued to be as at the beginning. After 
this Gentleman had been three or four 
Days about the Houfe, and the Seafon 
of the Year warm, he was tempted to 
goa walking in an adjacent Garden, tho’ 
the Wind was Lafterly, and the Garden 
on the River-fide. He took cold, and 
the Pain, and Defire of making Water, 
encreafed fo vehemently, that he could 
not fleep, but fent early next Morning 
for me. 


When I had confidered thefe Symp 
toms, I found the Bladder was inflam’d, 
but did not dream of this Inflammation 
being derived from fome other Part; and 

4 therefore 
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thereforé I order’d him Emulfions, Ba- 
thing, to be bled, and Clyfters, as is 
common in Cafes of an Inflammation of | 
the Bladder. Moreover; the Pain being 
exceffive, he fometimes took Clyfters in 
a very {mall Quantity, in which were 
five Grains of Opium, to procure a little 
Quiet and Refpite from it. Bur as thefe 
Methods and Applications afforded {mall 
Relief; I was joyn’d with another Phy- 
fician, who agreeing with me about the 
Opinion I had of the Bladder being in- 
flam’d, we purfued the former View 
with Changes of Medicines, and with as

The Pain darting fome time into the 
Anus gave the other Phyfician fome 
Sufpicion of the Piles ; but I thought it 
pafled into that Part from the Bladder, 
as I did believe the Pain he found fome- 
times in fome one of his Te/ticles likewile 
did. Nay; every Day fulpecting a new 
Difeafe, this Phyfician at length fufpected 
his having a Carnofity, which I con- 
vinced him to be impoffible in fo lictle a 
time; yet thefe Differences occafion’d 
mention to be made of having Af

dily agreed to, and was mightily pleas’d

with the Perfon named, he having a 
very good Charafer, both for his Ho- 
neity and Skill. 


__ But béfore our Meeting the Difeafe 
_ thowed itfelf; for in the Water appear’ 
a great deal of Running, and of a Slough ; 
fo that, afterwards, we found we could 
have no other End to purfue, than that 
of exciting the Running. The Surgeon 
confelled he never had any fuch Cafe, 
but that the Marter of the Gonorrhea 
had been licked up by the Fever. I ad- 
ded that the Fever had certainly hin- 
dred the Running; but in the manner I 
have formerly explain’d, and that the 
flow Difcharge did produce the men- 
tioned Symptoms of Pam in the Blad- 
dev, Anus and Tefticles ; though I more 
openly declared my Opinion about the 
true Caufe of all fuch Accidents, which 
gave great Satisfaction to Mr. Blondel 
about this new and difficult Cafe. He 
took Occafion likewile to declare to my 
Patient, that no Method could have been 
taken for the Gonorrhea that would not 
put him in danger of his Life, or have 
énded in the Lues Wenerea.

_ In the fame Month of Auguft 1716. 
I received a Letter from a Gentleman in 
the Countrey, defiring my Advice for 
an intolerable Pain he had when he made 
Water; he having at the fame time fre- 
quent defire to make it; tho’ he always 
made it in a very little Quantity. He 
told me that he often was affli&ted with 
a Pain in his Te/fficles, or in the Anus, 
when he did not feel it about his Blad- 
der. He found he had a Gonorrhea that 
Morning, which f{topp’d by Noon, and 
ever fince that ume he hasbeen tortur’d 
with Pain. 


The Symptoms encreafing fo faft up- 
on him before he could expect an An- 
_ {wer to his Letter, he forthwith came to 
London, and acquainted me with his 
Torment. But it being manifeft that the 
Pain was occafioned by the Gonorrhea 
thus {topping by a very violent Cold, I 
endeavour’d to excite the Running, and 
by the mentioned Method of Calomel 
Bolus’s he took four Evenings fuccetlive- 
ly, which were afterwards purged oft 
next Morning after he had taken every 

le 3 Bolus. 
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Bolus. Wis Drink was as foftas we could 
contrive it, but not diuretical, and his 
Diet was chiefly Broth; yet we found 
no manner of Refpite from thefe terrible 
Symptoms in a Fortnight. And_there- 
fore I ordered mercurial Medicines of — 
greater Efficacy, and that he fhould have 
taken a Bolus every other Evening made 
with gr. vii}. of Turbith Mimeral ; which 
neither Purging nor Vomiting him, each 
Dofe was augmented to gr. xiv. in the 
turn of a Fortnight; which very great 
Dofe would purge him twice or thrice, 
but never vomited him. I would gladly 
have put him into a Salvation, rather 
than have continued in a Courfe of fo 
vatt Dofes of fo rough a Medicine; but 
fome Bufinefs he had then depending did 
not admit of it, fo that I was ferced to 
proceed in this Method for a Month or 
five Weeks before he found any Benefit 
from it. After that time he had no dart- 
ing into the Anus, he made his Water 
very freely and without Pain, but he 
fulpeéted that he fometimes founda dait- 
ing into one of his Tefficles. He run a 
lictle far three or four Days, but it after- 
wards ceated of its felf.

When our Matters were brought to 
this pafs 1 had him purged four or five 
feveral times, intermitting always a Day 
between the purging; and after he had 
taken this Phyfick, I order’d him gr. xy. 
Turp. mmer. twice a Week for a Fort- 
night. After all, he drank a very ftrong 
Deco&ion of the Woods for fix Weeks 
together. 


Notwithftanding the great Quantity 
of Mercury this Gentleman had taken, 
which he took as well as the Diet-drink 
with the utmoft Exa&tnefs of Diet and 
Manner of Living, he broke out all over 
his Body four Months after he had f- 
nifhed this Courfe; yet he found nothing 
to complain of, but that he had at times 
a {mall darting Pain in fome one of his 
Tefticles. This Misfortune put us under 
the Neceflity of a Salvation for a more 
perfe& Cure, and his Affairs now favour- 
ing this Method, he went ftraight under 
that Courfe. 


He {pit about two Quarts every Day 
for about a Month, and about a Quart 
in a Day for three Weeks more; in the 
jaft part of this time he felt no manner 
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of Pain; yet in lefs than fix Weeks after 
the Salvation, he broke out again in his

“A HE Swelling of the Tefficles has 
never yet been explain’d upon any 
Hiypothefis, and is a Symptom that in 
all appearance is as hard to fubmit to 
my Theory. The choaking up the Li- 
quor of the Proflatz, or of the Veficule 
Seminales, promiffed better the clearing 
up this Difficulty, than any Accident that 
can happen to the Liquor of the La- 
cine {o remote from the Tefticles, which 
I have aflign’d to be the Subject Matter 
of a Gonorrhea. It has already been 
evinced that there is not any other poflible 
Source for the Running befides the Li- 
quor of the Lacune; and I hope at 


 prefent to fhew that fome Accidents 


which happen about its Efflux are very 
lufficient to produce the Swelling of the 


3 Lefticles. 
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Tefticles. Upon which Account the 


Theory will become complete and uni- 
form, every Symptom and Accident 
flowimg from the fame Original. 


In order to make this Account Clear 
and eafy, it is proper to take a more par- 
ticular View of fome Parts of Genera- 


tion than was formerly neceflary to be 


done. Thefe Parts are all that lie between 
the Penis and the Te/fficles themfelves; in 


the firft being placed the original Seat of 


the Difeafe, and in the laft the moft re- 
mote Symptom. 


It is more than half a Century that 
Anatomifts have found that a Tefficle is 
nothing elfe than a Clew of Veffels, 
which are fix in Number ; three of which 
run in the outward part, and three on 
the under: Thefe, after having perfora- 
ted the Albugimea, creep to the top of 
it, and there inflec&t a multitude of {mall 
Veflels, that enter and form the Sub- 
{tance of the Tefficle. The firft Coat 
which rifes from the Perotineum is call’d 
the Erythrois or Vaginalis ; its inner 
Goat which nearly inclofes it is whitifh, 
and is therefore called Alouginea. 


Upon 
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Upon the Body of the Tefficle lies 
the E:pididymis, which fticks to it mote 
firmly at each end than it does in the 
middle, and its ends are moderately de- 
prefled. The Windings obferved in the 


_ Epididymis are the Origines of the Vas 


Deferens, and feem defign’d by Nature 
to collect and perfe& the Seed. 


The Vas Deferens is white anid hard, 
its Capacity is {mall when it firtt rifes 


out of the Epididymis, but it grows lar- 


ger and wider as it proceeds towards the 
Seminal Veflels and Urethra. When it 
approaches the firft of thefe, it becomes 
Faricous, and at length is inferted into 
the Urethra. At its end a Caruncle is 
affixed, which, like a Valve, hinders the 


_ Urineto rufh into the Vas Deferens, and 


the Seed from falling continually into the 
Urethra. The Seed does not remain in 
this Veflel, but is convey’d by it into the 
Keficule Seminales. - 


The Veficule Seminales, as was for- 
merly obferv’d in the firft Part of this 
Book, are ficuated backwards on the end 
of the Neck of the Usinary Bladder. 


é 
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In examining the Pewms, the nervous 
Body was formerly defcribed as far as it 
then fuited that Occafion; but a more 
particular Inquiry being neceflary for the 
prefent Purpofe, it muft be obfery’d thar 
this Nerveo-fpongious Body has two 
Branches which are broad and flat, and 
are firmly ty’d on both fides to the Os 
Pubis and I[chinm. They unite as they 
join the Pubes, but not fo intimately but 
that they may be feparated, each Part 
having it proper Membrane and Veflels, 


The Subftance of the Crura is very dif- 


ferent from that which conftitutes the 
fpongious Bodies; for it feems to be more 
glandular than even the glandular part 
of the Pens fhewn by Mr. Ruyfch. The 
Penis is faften’d to that Bone with mem- 
branous Fibres, and with a {trong Li- 
gament which proceeds from thence up- 
on the Back of the nervous Body. 


‘The nervous Body and Urethra have 
Blood Veflels from the Hypogajtricks. 


The fpongy Subftance, which is con- 
tained in the nervous Body, and_ its, 
Thighs is altogether an heap of Blood- 
veflels, that comminicate with one an- 
a at other, 
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other, and are invefted with their pro- 
pet Membrane; propagating from the 
Subftance of the nervous Body, and a 
fibrous Net-work, which fupports thefe 
Veflels, and keeps them ina fit and pro- 
per Situation A great number of {mall 
Arteries run through the Nervous Bo- 
dy, two large Arteries entring into the 
{pongy Subftance of the Penis, on each 
fide one; but there are two more Atte- 
ries that go directly to the Glans, with- 
out ever dipping into the Subftance of 
the Pens. 


It is needlefs to mention the Urethra 
or its Lacuna, after the particular Ac- 
count given of them in the beginning of 
this Book; and therefore we fhall pro- 
ceed, to explain the Swelling of the Te- 
fiicles, and that from this Anatomical 
Account of them, together with fuch 
Affections of the Lacune by their Li- 
quor, the Matter of a Gonorrhea. For 
every Tumour, on any Part, is always 
occafion’d when the Liquors of that Pare 
do not pafs out of their Veflels, in the 
quantity they enter them; upon this ac- 
@®unt, the Veflels of the Part are al- 
ways diftended in proportion to the quan- 
cicy of the Liquors that remains in aes 

an 
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and thus {well it. From all which it fol- 
lows, that if the Matter of a Gonorrhea, 
or the Liquor of the Lacuna, is check’d, 
on any account whatfoever, in a time it 
was flowing in a quantity greater than 
natural, thofe Excretory Duds will be 
fuller than natural, and by their Fuk 
nefs will comprefs all the Lacune and 
Blood-veflels in the Uyvethra, down to 
the Vafa Deferentia, and Veficule Se- 
minales. Now the Liquor of the Vafa 
Deferentia being interrupted at their O- 
rifices, by the Preflure of the Lacune, 
flows flowly; or is choaked up in thofe 
Veflels, and is interrupted in the Albu- 
ginea, Expididymis, and the Body of the 
Tefticle icfelf; and confequently the Lym- 
phaticks, and Blood-veflels, of thefe Parts 
are comprefled, and the Liquor ‘inter- 
rupted in its Motion. And therefore the 
Liquors of the Te/ficles not flowing free- 
ly through them, when Blood is conti- 
nually flowing into them by the Va/a 
Praparantia, and other Veflels, thefe 
Veflels muft be diftended in an extraor- 
dinary manner, or a Swelling of the Te- 
fiicles muft needs enfue. So that every 
Caufe which gives a fudden Check to 
the Matter of a Gonorrhea, while it 
flows in a quantity greater than natural, 


will 
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will produce a Swelling in the Tefticles ; 
as was to be f{hewn. 


This being the Mechanifm ofa {well’d 
Tefticle, we may become apprized of its 
great Bulk, whether that be on account 
of the Veflels of the Tefficles being im- 
mediately affected in that Part; or that 
the Tefficle is {well’d by a Caufe working 
at a greater diftance. I proceed there- 
fore to fhew, more particularly, how the 
Swelling is produced by all the particu- 
lar Caufes, that are alledged in the time 
of curing a Gonorrhea; and we may 
find, that not only aftringent, and bal- 
famick Medicines, but that even purging 
and diuretick Medicines are truly Caufes 
of this Swelling; though taking Cold, 
and fundry other Accidents, often occa- 
fion it. 


The Medicines moft commonly ob- 
ferved to occafion the Swelling are thofe 
that are Balfamick and Aftringent, and 
are very commonly thought the on- 
ly Caufes. The way how they occafion 
the Swelling may be collected from what 
has formerly been faid*; for there it was 


wGhapral. Part Li. bp. Ss. 
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fhewn that aftringent Medicines reftrain 
the Quantity of the Liquor of a Gonor- 
rhea, either by thickning the Mafs of 
- Liquors in general, or by affecting the 
flowing Liquors at the Place where they 
are difcharged; and therefore Affringent 
Medicines, giving a fudden Check to 
the Liquor of a Gonorrhea in any of the 
Lacung, that interrupted Liquor will 
interrupt the Liquor in the next Lacuna, 
and fo on to the Vafa Deferentia, and 
by them to the Tefficles themfelves; as 


has already been thewn. Now as Balfa- 


mick Medicines a& in the Cure of a Go- 
norvinea as common * Ajtringents, they 
produce a Swelling of the Tefticles, after 
the fame manner as thofe do. 


It will appear more difficult to ac- 
count, how purging Medicines, likewife, 
occafion a Swelling of the Te/ticles, when 
they feem more readily to thin the Blood, 
and other Liquors, as well as to excite 
the Quantity of the Running. But if we 
confider the general Quality of all pur- 
ging Medicines, and which is {0 effential 
tothem that none of them are ever found 

altogether without it, we may readily

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find how they likewife are a-Caufe of 
a Swelling of the Tefticles. 


This effential Quality of purging Me- 
dicines by which they are diftinguifh’d 
from all other, is their ftimulating Pow- 
er, with which fome of them are in- 
dued to a very great and indetermin’d — 
Degree. Now if any of thefe Medicines _ 
(the more ftimulating efpecially) are ad- 
miniftred in the Cure of a Gonorrhea, 
they often produce an Inflammatiou in 
fome Part; and even moderate purgative 
Medicines, or fuch as have a Stimulus 
toa moderate Degree, being given when — 
the Parts are already inflamed; in either 
of thefe Cafes, the inflamed Parts be- 
come thicker, and their Liquor pafs thro’ 
them more flowly, and thus occafion a 
Swelling of the Téfticles, the Urethra be- 
ing inflamed by purging Medicines, or | 
when the Urethra is already inflamed by 
the Corruption of the Gonorrhea: Be- 
caufe ifeither the Urethra itfelf is thicker, 
or the Coats of the Lacuna are fireightcr ; 
in that Cafe, the Orifices of thefe Ducts 
become ftreighter, and the free Difcharge 
of their Liquor is impeded. And there- 
fore. the Liquor itfelf, being pent up in 
its Ducts, {wells them; they compref- 
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fing the next Lacune interrupt the Lis 
guor in them, and fo on by the Vafa 
Deferentia, which are fwell’d to the Te- 
fitcle icfelf, and likewife {well the Blood- 
veflels, and other Veflels, that are com< 
monly found in the Ze/ticles. Now as this 
is what is only neceflary to produce a 
Swelling in the Tefticles ; it is now ma- 
nifeft, how purging Medicines produce 
the Swelling: As alfo; which of all thar 
Tribe moft ieadily produce that Effect. 


It is on this very account that dure- 
tick Medicines are often the Caule of a 
Swelling of the Tefticles ; for they * wath- 
ing off the mucilaginous Covering of the 
Urethra, expofe it to the Saltnefs of the 
Seed and Urine; whereby an Inflamma- 
tion, and other terrible Symptoms, men- 
tioned in the foregoing place, are pro- 
duced, and by them a Swelling of the 
Tefticles, in the way we have fhewn. 


Thus the Symptom of a Swelling of 
the Te/licles is produced, without the 
leaft Suppofition of a Swelling of the 
Proftata ; though Phyficians; and Sur- 
geons, have, hitherto, thought its pre- 
Lasoonpeentciecememecmee a SI 
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vious Swelling the only Caufe that could 
occafion a Swellng of the Tefticles ; but 
it is very plain, that neither of them at- 
rend to Experience in refting fo eafily in 
this Explanation, which they feem to take 
up with; becauie they never examined 
their Sufficiency, in producing this Ef 
fect. Indeed; if we did not grant them 
their Suppofition, it could never have 
been: concluded, that a Swelling of the 
Proftata was the Caule of a Swelling of 
the Te/ticles ; efpecially if they were to 
account for their Swelling by purgmg 
and dinretick Medicines. 


But it is very manifeft by what has 
been faid, * chat Aftringent Medicines 
could not have any {uch Effect if the Mar- 
ter ofa Gonorrhea fow’d out of the Pro- 
flata, their Power over Liquors flowing 
out of the Refervatories being very i- 
confiderable; and therefore if Aftringent 
Medicines, which were unanimoufly be- 
lieved to produce this Effect, have little 
ot no Influence on Liquors ftor’d up in 
the {mall Duéts of the Proftata ; what 
tolerable Account can we expect to have 
of purging and other Medicines, we like-

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wile find are the Canfes of a Swelling 
of the Tefficles? On the other hand ; 
Phyficians will ea much furprized, when 
E prove, that a Swelling of the Te/iicles 
never was, nor ever can be produced by 
a Stelling of the Proftata; though | 


fhould admir, that its Liquor was alec 


ted, by Aftringent Medicines; fo as to 
be lock’d up in the Pr oftata: 


_ This is manifett ipon Experience ons 
ly; for that fhows us, thata Swelling of 
the Proflata caules a Suppreflion of the 
Urine, and it is at prefent fuppofed that 
It occafions a Swelling of the Te/fieles, 
And therefore; let the Swelling of the 
Profeata, thar makes a Suppreflion of 
Urine, be greater or fmaller than that 
which occafions a Swelli ing of thie Zeficles; 
if the firft, there may be a Supprefion 
of Urine by a Swelling of the. Profiate, 
without a Swelling of the Tefficle 5 but 
there cannot be a Se elimg of the Teffis 
les, becaule of a like Swell ling of the 
Proftata ; but there mutt be a ) Suppret: 
fion of Urine, which is contrary to Ex- 
perience: On the other hand, if the 
Swelling of the Proftata, that makes the 
Swelling of the Tepticles is fomewhat 
greater than that which produces a Sup- 
preflion of Urine; there sas be a 
ae, Swelling 
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Swelling of the Tefficles when there 1s 
no Suppreflion of Urine; but when the 
Urine is fupprefled, there muft always 
be a Swelling of the Tefficles, which is 
likewife contrary to Experience. So that 
the Swelling of the Tefticles, and a Sup- 
preffion of Urine, are not equally pro- 
duced by a Swelling of the Proftata. 


Indeed, the Swelling of the Proftata 
muft be vaftly great before it could pro- 
duce a Swelling of the Tefticles, and a 
very {mall Swelling of the fame Part will 
comprefs the Neck of the Bladder, and 
ftop the Urine. The laft is obvious, and 
sranted; the firft will be made manifeft 
if we remember the Bulk of the Proftata, 
its Diftance from the Vafa Deferentia, 
which it muft touch before it can pof- 
fibly produce a Swelling of the Tefticles ; 
and how much its additional Bulk muft 
be in order to comprefs the Vafa Defe- 
yentia. The common Bignefs of the Pro- 
ftata is an Inch, its Figure Spherodal, 
and its Diftance from the Va/a Defe- 
yentia an Inch. If then a Spherodal 
Body of an Inch has its Diameter en- 
creafed an Inch, and encreafes uniformly 
in its Bulk (as all Bodies of this kind com- 
monly do) the Capacity of this Body, or 
its new Bulk, is eight Inches, too large 
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to be contained in the Urethra; and 
therefore the Suppofition of the Profiata 
being {well’d, fo as to producea Swelling 
of the Zefficles, is abfurd. Thus we find 
that a Proftata mult be eight times its 
common Bignefs when it comes to touch 
the Vafa Deferentia, and it muft become 
ftill larger before it can comprefs them, 
fo as to ftop its Liquor that is difcharging 
into the Veficule Semunales. 


There is an Experiment that confirms 
the whole Mechanifm in making a {well’d 
Tefticle ; as far as an healthy. Animal can 
do, one efpecially whofe Blood is natu- 
rally more fluid than that of a Man; for 
if we take a Dog in full Purfuic of his 
Luft, and tie the Vas Deferens, not only 
the Canalicular Vellels of the Tefticle be- 
come manifeft, but the Body of the Te- 
fiicle is likewife {well’d confiderably for 
the time wherein that Experiment is com- 
monly made; fo that the Sum of the 
Doétrine is not only true, but obvious 


alfo. 
This Symptom is, I hope, plainly de- 


monftrated upon the general Principle, 
about the Seat and Nature of a Gonor- 
rhea; though it could nor hitherto be 
accounted for upon any former Hypo- 
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thejis, andin appearance {cem’d, of all o- 
ther Symptoms, more efpecially to contra- 
di& my Theory. By no means can the 
Swelling beexplain’d from an AfieCion of 
the P; -oftata, tho’ every thing were grant- 
ed thar Authors beg for that purpote. 
All the Account Authors give of this 
Symptom is, that the Matter of the Go- 
wOYY Rea is precipitated, or thrown back 
upon the Tefficles ; or in fome fuch ge- 
neral and analogical Expreffions; which 
is nothing informing, and which they 
manage as they find their Occafion re- 
quires. Monf. Bleeny tells us, that the 
irregular and licentious manner of Living 

of fone Patients; or r putt ing an waiver fal 
Si op tothe lux of the purulent Maiter 
by A Aftvingent lajections, or violent Pur- 
gatives, have often thrown this very 
“Matter on the proper Membrane of one or 


both Telticles ; and thus “a caufed a 


great, bara, ‘tid painful Tumour, hich 
‘fometimes is very difficult to difcufs, 


There isa double Fault in this Account 
of Blegny ; for he does not inform us 
si the Matter of a Gonorrhea is 
truly and properly chrown into the Ze- 

fHicles.oc not; nor does he tell us from 


what Place, ot by what Meapel it is fent 


thither. But, which is more unpardon- 
: | able 
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able in a praGical Author; he negleéts 
to relate thofe Caufes that commonly 
produce the Sweliing; fo that Phyficians 
are often durpriz’d to find this Symptom 
is occafion’d by Pra&ices they might think 
more ready to prevent, than produce it. 
Hereafter Ict us not wonder, that the 
Cure of the S'weiling of a Tefficle has been 
ebtain’d with fo gxeat Dithculry. What 
Relation does the Bleeding, Bathing , 
and Clyftering Method of French Sur- 
gcons bear to their Opinions of the Mar- 
ter of a Gonorrhea being thrown into 
the Tefficles? Or how do they think ic 
is to be recall’d from that place by fuch 
Admainiftrations? In efle& all the Wri- 
ting about the Production of this Symp- 
tom is mere Cant, their PraCticeshas no- 
thing to do withthe Account they bring 
us of the Symptom. They practife for 
an Inflammation in general, without hav. 
ing the leat Regard to the Way they tell 
us how the Symptom is produced. This 
Pra&tice gave occafion to this Joke of 
Mufitanus, Peccant Teftes, Anum ple- 
clint. | 


Mufitanus is far more exact in obferv- 
ing the different Caufes of a Swelling of 
the Tefficles ; but as he could nar difco- 
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ver by what Means thefe Caufes pra- 
duced their Effect, neither could de draw 
the Method of Cure dire@ly from the 
different Circumftances of the Swelling. 
Experience had taught him the Infuffi- 
ciency of former Methods, as well as 
fome’ other that, indeed, were more 
proper in their Nature; but he could 
never perfe& that Difcovery, nor ap- 
ply his own Medicines to the beft Ad- 


vantage. 


And therefore, as we now underftand 
the Particulars how any Perfon is affected, 
when a Swelling of the Tefficles is oc- 
cafioned; and that the Matter of the 
Gonorrhea itlelf can never be thrown 
into the Ze/ticles to produce a Swelling, 
or any thing elfe, in that Part; the Indi- 
cations of curing are purely to remove 
an Obfiruétion in the Lacuna, or the Jn- 
jlammation of the fame, or of the Ure- 


thra; at the fame time, Care muft be 


taken to promote the Velocity of the Li- 
quors flowing flowly in the Veflels of 
the Lefizeles, for thereby only can they 
be reduced to their natural Bignefs. 


Hence we fee at one View that the 
chief and only Aim of Praétitioners could 
: | | only 
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only be ufeful in one of thefe Cafes, and 
that the moft inconfiderable, and even 
then they did not feem to have the leaft 
Regard to it; fo that however ufeful 
Bleeding and Bathing might prove, they 
were adminiftred without any Reafon or 
Defign. Their cooling Cataplafms that 
are apply’d at the fame time, are nothing 
fo innocent, and far lefs are aftringent Plai- 
fters; which rather retard the Motion of 
Liquors (if they have any Effect) in the 
Veflels of the Tefficles, than prevent a 
more free Difcharge of Humors in them, 
as they that apply them pretend. You 
muft open a Vein nthe Arm, {ays Blegny, 
and repeat the Bleeding, to divert and 
put a Stop to the Flux of Humours and 
purulent Matter. Here is an End to be 
brought about, but by Means as extraor- 
dinary and ftrange as the Means whereby 
We are to obtain it. eh 


The obftructing Liquors of the La- 
cune may not only be render’d fluxil, and 
be made to flow by purging and mercu- 
rial Medicines, already noted for this their 
Effe@; but by fuch Medicines likewife as 
moft powerfully produce a greater Flui- 
dity in the Blood, and raife its Velocity ; 
which are the beft, on that Account, to 
| remoye 
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remove any Obftruction whatfoever. Ei- 
ther of thefe forts of Medicines may al- 
moft always be given at firft, when the 
Swelling has been produc’d by Aftringent 
Medicines, which were taken inwardly, 
or Were outwardly apply’d by an In- 
jection. 


The fame Method will be ufeful, efpe- 


cially the laf fort, when the Swelling is 
_ occafion’d by taking Cold, or by pur- 


ging and diuretick Medicines, if it were 
not for other Symptoms thar attend the 
Swelling. In that Cafe we can only take 
Care of the Swelling without having any 
Confideration to its Caufe; for as a con- 
fiderable Fever commonly attends thole 
Cafes, the Practice of a Day or two mutt 
be chiefly for that, while we give fome 
Eale by topical Medicines, viz. Fomen- 
tations, Cataplafms or Ointments ; and 
thereafter to return to the dire& Practice, 
for curing the Obftruction of the La- 
und. | 


The Medicines to be apply’d to the 
Tefiscles, in order to promote the Velo- 
city of the Liquors in that part, are com- 
monly fuch as are emollient and difcuffing. 
The only Caution we muft be under, 

on 
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on this Occafion is, that thefe Medicines 
be not the moft powerful of the kind, 
for in every Medicine there is a Mawi- 


gin 20d a Minimum that is to be con- 


fider’d, torender them all proper in their 
Times. This has not been duly con- 
fidered, though Experience has often 
fhewn it. 


But that Imay not be wanting either 


to young Phyficians, or to the Method 
of giving the Hiftary of the moft proper 
Medicines, as I have hitherto done; I 
will here prefctibe fuch Medicines a5 are 
drawn fromthe Nature of the Symptom, 
and relate fome of the Forms recommen- 


ded by Authors; which are moft con- | 


fiftent with Experience-and Reafon; for 
on this Occafion the Medicines are not 
always innocent, as we find them in the 
Cure of the Gonorrhea, thefe only want- 
ing a good Account of the Difcafe to 
render them always fafe and ufeful; 
whereas many of the Medicines, com- 
mended for reducing the fwelled Part 
to its natural Size, are often unfit, if not 
hurtful, for that purpofe. Mr. Blegny is 
honeft enough to confels this Charge, 
and having recommended fome Medi- 
cines as moft ufeful; he bids you atter- 
iis | | wards 
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wards beware of them, and advifes you 
rather to make ufe of thofe Medicines 
* that prevent a Coagulation of the Hu- 
mours, whereby they are fixed upon the 
Scrotum,which is very difficultly aiffolved 
and diftuffed. Were immediately tollows 
a Cure, for the ill Practice, he fo highly 
commended before. But to do Juftice to 
Blegny, this Error of applying aftringent 
and cooling Medicines in the beginning 
of every Tumour and Inflammation, in 
order to reprefs an Afflux of Humours, 
is. very ancient, but very grofs. This is 
not the proper time to fet forth this ge- 
neral Miftake; and therefore I proceed 
to add Forms of Medicines that may 
properly be apply’d, and adminiftred, on 
this occafion. re | 

It is plain, by the foregoing Theory, 
that emollient and difcuffing Medicines 
ought to be made ufe of from the very 
beginning of a Swelling of the Tefticles ; 
efpecially if we reftrain their Power by a 
{mall Degree of an aftringent Medicine, 
fo that the Power of this laft fort may be 
a Tenth of the former. This is eafily 
done by haying fome kind of aftringent

Powder 
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Powder in fuch emollient Cataplafms, or 
elfe that the Cataplafm is boyl’d in a 
Liquor endued with fome degree of A- 
{tringency. Though this Caution is al- 
together unneceflary, if we promote the 
Difcuflion by Medicines inwardly taken ; 
for it is well known that we can often 
prevent a {well’d Part coming to Suppu- 
ration by Medicines internally admini- 
{tred only. 


Firft then, almoft every Cataplafm 


mentioned for curing the Phimus and. 
Periphimofis will ferye our prefent occa- 
fion. Rrverius commends the following 
Cataplafm, which has been commonly 
made ufe of with good Succes.

After the Part has been duly fomented, 
we may either apply a Cataplafm, ox 
anoint it with this; or the like, Oint- 
ment.

While the Swelling is managed by 
fuch Applications, we muft give inward 
Medicines that can excite the Running. 
The Method by mercurial Medicines ; 
mentioned in the foregoing Chapter, is 
what Phyficians commonly have Re- 
courfe to; though the following Medi- 

“cines better agree with the Fever, and 
other Symptoms that often attend the 
Swelling.

The Antimonium Medicale is pre- 
pared by fuxing equal Parts of Sea-fale 
and crude Antimony for an Hour; then 
take out the Crucible, and let the Mart- 
ter cool, Break the Crucible, and knock 
off the Scorie that are on the outfide 


of the Lump, and keep the reft for the 


mentioned, and other, proper Ufes. 
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Leetmg or Weeping are analogical 
Expreflions, and are put to figni- 
fy, on this occafion, a very {mall Re- 
mainder of the Running; for this thin 
and {mall Remainder refembles a Zear, 
or the Oozing of an old Sore; fo that it 
was diftinguifhed from any other Symp- 
tom of a Gonorrhea by this Name, very 
long before I aflerted a * Gonorrhea to 
be a Sore in the Urethra. 


Authors do not determine the precife 
Quantity, Colour, or any other Condi- 
tion that denominate a Gleet, nor affift 
us to any Method for curing it: In fhore 
they are altogether filent on this Subject, 
and feem to be ignorant of its Nature, 
and of the Manner it is produced. Ob- 
fervation is here defective; for Authors 
faying nothing of the different forts, as

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ifevery Gleet was the fame, arid equally 
cafy to be cured; the contrary whereof 
1s too well known to Praétitioners, all 
of them being very hard to cure, and 
fome of them never admic of any 
Cures 


The Nature of a Gleet may be collec 
ted, in genetal, from what ha} been for= 
imerly faid about the Nature and Cure of 
a Gonorrhea; for the Matter of the 
Gleet is the Liquor of the Lacun2, as 
Well as is the Mattcr of a Gonorrhea s 
but it more néarly approaches its origi- 
nal Purenefs, and the Matter is lef, of 
not at all, corrupted; than the Matter of 
a Gonorrhea; and the Perinanency of the 
Ffflux, as well as the various other Ap« 
pearances, cannot proceed from ahy o- 
ther Caufe than did produce the Gonor« 
¥hea; or clfe from an Error in giving the 
Medicines comimionly adminiftred for cu- 
ring a Gonorrhea. Thus we may form 
a more clear and diftiné& Idea of a Gieét, 
than has hitherto been propofed to us by 
any former Author. 


Gleets may be diftinguith’d by their 
Colour, and Subftance; fome Gieets are 
x perfectly 
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perfectly natural and White, others are 
Yellow; fometimes a Gleet is thin like 
Water, and at another time thick, and 
in fo fmall a quantity, that # is hever 
feen but when it is wafh’d out with the | 
Water, wherein it fwims like fo many 


bits of Thread. 


We are now direéted, by what has 
been faid, into the way how each of 
thefe Glects are produced; which is on- 
ly to find what improper Adminiftra- 
tion of the Medicines in common ufe 
moft readily occafions them. And firft, if 
we recolleét what has been fhewn about 
the Operation of purging Medicines, 
we fhall quickly be apprized what kind 
of Gleet they produce; as alfo, how 
they came to have that Effe&. They 
have chiefly been charged as the pro- 
ductive Caufes of every Gleet, infomuch 
that the healing and aftringent Medi- 


 cines were brought into ufe for a Re-- 


medy of this theix Confequence. For 
purging Medicines, * as I have already 
proved, run off the Corruption of a Go- 
novrhea, by adding their Stimulus to

that 
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that of the corrupted Liquor of the La- 
cune. Now if the Stimulus of a pur- 
ging Medicine is very powerful, or the 

iquor is eafily difcharged; in either of 
thefe Cafes the Liquor will be feparated 
ina very large Quantity, and will pafs 
through them ina little time. And there- 
fore a Quantity of Liquor, greater than 
natural, pafling the Lacwne in lefs time, 
will dilate them to a Capacity greater 
than natural; which, on that account, 
will tranfmit a greater Quantity of Li- 
quor, after both the Stimulus of the 
Corruption and of the Purgative are 
no more, though the Liquor is then 
pure, and in a natural Condition; and 
this Efflux will be proportionable to 
the Difcharge that is made by the Séz- 
mulus of the venereal Corruption, and 
that of the purging Medicine toge- 
ther. However, this ummaturai Quan- 
tity of a pure and natural Liquor is 
one fort of the mention’d Gleets, and is 
had by being over purged, as People 
eften obferve. 


Hence it is that diwretick Medicines 
are, fometimes, the Caule of a Gleet of 
this kind; for as they excite a greater 
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Quantity of Water, and a more fre- 
guent Defire of making it than ordina- 
ry; fo the repeated great Quantities of 
Water wath off the Mucous Covering of 
the Urethra, and the Urine itlelt is.a 
fufficient Stimulus provoking the La- 
cune to difcharge a very great Quantity 
of their Liquor, after every other Si 
mulus has ceafed, which is a Gleet. The 
Deerce of this Stimulus may be known 
by the Quantity of the Gleet, fora grea- 
ter Quantity denotes a greater Stimulus. 
This Stzmulus 1 have {een fo great as to 
encreafe the Quantity of Liquor, that 
it had loft all ics flimy Softnefs, and was 
biecome thin like common Water. 


But what will chiefly furprize Phyfi-« 
cians, healing and aftringent Medicines 
(the great Refort of Practitioners for cu- 
ring Gleets) are fometimes the Cautfes 
of Gleets ; and thofe of the worfe fort; 
they being the moft difficult to be cu- 
red. For by the Method of purging, the 
Corruption of the Gonorrhwa is ex 
haufted and fpent, by exciting the Run- 
ning; if the Difcharge therefore of the 
Corruption is on any account impeded, 
the Quantity of the Running remains, 
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mM proportion to the Degree of Corrups 
tion; and when this is fmall, the Run- 


ning is likewife little, or there is a Gleet. 


Moreover this Gleet being occation’d by 
the Liquor of the Lacune not being 
void of Corruption, the Gleet muft on 
this account retain {ome Marks of Cor- 
ruption, or it muft be Yellow or Green. 
This checking the Running’, before it 
is void of Corruption, happens often in 
the Practice of this Difeafe; for Authors 
have no Rule for beginning their affrin- 
gent and balfamick Medicines after pur- 
ging, but commenly adminifter them 
after a certain number of Purges; with- 
out having any great Regard to the 
Purenefs of the Liquor of the Lacune ; 
which Medicines, being given thus ear- 
ly, hinder the clearing off the Corrup- 
tion and occafion a Gleet. 


What is now faid concerning the un- 
timely Ufe of aftringent and balfamick 
Medicines, is equally to be underftood 
of thefe Medicines, whether they be 
weaker in their Nature, or thae they 
are given in {maller Dofes; or that they 
are combined with purging or other 
Medicines; as we often find them in 
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the PraGice of a Gonorrhea; if the 
Liquors of the Body are upon any ac- 
count whatfoever lefs fitted for Secte- 
tion; for in that Cafe, the balfamick Me- 
dicines become refpectively far more re- 
ftringent, and impede the clearing of 
the Liquor of the Lacunz from its Cor- 
ruption, or they become really the Caufe 
of a Gleet. On the contrary; in all Cafes 
of every Gleet, aftringent and balfamick 
Medicines are always obftinately pur- 
fued and infifted upon, and the ftrongeft 
of their Tribe are chofen in order to 
cure the Gleet ; but Practitioners are fo 
far from compafling their End by thefe 
Medicines, that the Gleet is often re- 
duced to a Quantity fo fmall, that it 
does not run out of the Urethra ; but 
its Matter dries there, and is wafhed out 
by the common Courfe of the Urine, 


and fwims in it like Threads. Which 


State of a Gleet is of all the hardeft to 
be cured, and is always made by obfti- 
nately perfifting in the Ufe of Affrimgents. 


Hence we may learn that purging 
Medicines neither withdraw Nourifh- 
ment from an Ulcer, or the Matter of 
a Gonorrhea, nor do they derive its 
: ; Matter 
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Matter to be difcharged at fome other 
place of Secretion; but purely cure a 
Gonorrhea, and any degree of it, by 
way of a Stimulus; which is a new 
Confirmation of the general Doétrine 
formerly eftablifhed. 


Though nothing in Phyfick is more 
certain, than what I have faid about 
the improper Ule of aftringent Medi- 
cines; yet it plainly overturns all the 
Maxims and Rules whereby Phyficians 
conduc their Practice of a Gonorrhea. 
For, fay they, the Matter grows thick- 
er, it ropes, and the Running will be 
quickly at an end; but after long and 
vain Expectations they find they ftick 
at this thicker Quantity, or they pufh 
it on toa troublefome Gleet, they {el- 
dom or never can cure. This Misfor- 
tune proceeds from their not being able 
to judge of the State of the natural 
Thicknefs, to which their aftringent and 
balfamick Medicines muft be adjufted. 
In this confifts all the Skill of the Pra- 
tice of a Gonorrhea, and every Phy- 
fician, who is acquainted with this Doc- 
ctine, cannot fail of adjufting his Me- 
dicines to every particular Occafion, and 
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with Purgatives alone, or with any fort 
of Purgative, accomplifh a fuccefsful 
Cure, in any Degree of a Gonorrhea ; 
at leaft, he will eafily difcern the Errors 
of his Compofition, long before he is 
fet upon the dangerous Rocks of an ob- 
flinate Gleet. 


TheIndication for curing Gleets plain- 
ly flows from the foregoing Account of 
their being produced. And therefore, 
in all white and watry Gleets, occafion’d. 
by an immoderate Ule of diuretick and 
purging Medicines, the Liquor ought, 
and may, he fafely ftopped.. On the 
other hand; as all coloured Gleets, and 
Threads, are produced by an untimely 
Ue of balfamick and aftringent Medi- 
cines; it is very manifeft, that their Co- 
lour, the Mark of Malignity, is to be 
changed; either by proper Medicines 
for that purpofe, or by renewing the 
Running; both which may be done, 


Yet if we confider chat the Threads, 
and coloured Gleet, will appear after 
exciting a frelh Running, and a new 


_ Gonorrhea ; even after they have been 


gatry’d off without the Help of any 
| — Galifammicke, 
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balfamick, and aftrimgent Medicine; we 
may reafonably fufpect fome deeper Caufe 
of this furprizing and obftinate Perfeve- 
rance. Forms of Medicines to anfwer 
each of thefe Purpofes will be found, 
by difcerning Phyficians, in the firft , 
fecond, and third Chapters of this {e- 
cond Part.

Of a CARUNCLE or Car- 
NOISITY. 


Y a Carnofity Phyficians, common- 
ly, underftand the thin flefhy Ex- 


crefcences, that {prout up, fometimes, in 


- the Urethra ; but, upon a more diligent 


Inquiry, the Urethrais obferv’d f{traitned 
in fome Part; which Staitnefs of its Ca- 
vity, caufes the Stoppage of Urine that 
we, more orf lefs, perceive; for the free 
Courfe of the Urine is interrupted, and 
it flows out with fome difficulty, Drops 
falling from the Stream, in the time of 
its running out; and fometimes rolls out, 
as when in Brooks a Stone lies in a ra- 
pid Stream. Bre a 


And therefore without having any 
Regard to the mentioned inconfiderable 
Excrefcences, fince they are eafily cu- 
red; we may be led into the Nature of 

a | Car- 
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a Carnofity by inquiring how the Paf 
fage of the Urethra becomes narrower ; 
and, when this is difcovered, we fhall 
eafily be apprized, how a total, or a 
partial, Narrownefs produces a total Sup- 
preflion of Urine, or a Stoppage in 
{ome degree, conformable to the Nar- 
rownels; as alfo, how the Urine not 
being driven out in a full Stream parts 
at the End of the Urethra, and ocafions 
the mentioned Drops; and from all this 
Account it will appear, that the Obftacle 
muft be near the Glands, when the U- 
rine runs out like Water rolling over a 
Stone, in a rapid Stream; otherwife it 
would unite again, and run out in one 
Column of Water, as much as the 
pleated End of the Urethra will per- 
mit. 


Now the Narrownefs of the Urethra 
proceeds from the Surfaces of its inner 
Coat approaching nearer to one an- 
other; and as this Approach is on the 
account of its Coat being thicker than 
natural. If we then difcover that Cir- 
cumftance of a Gonorrhaa, whereby

the prefent Thicknefs is occafioned, or 


by which of the Practices, for a Gonor- 
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yhtea, it is produced; we fhall not only 
become apprized ofthe Nature of a Cay- 
nofity, and of the Methods of its Cure: 
but we fhall be likewife able to prevent 
any Perfon’s having a Carnofity ; by a- 
voiding the Practice, which occafions it; 
or elle we may know how far to pro- 
ceed in that Praétice, fo as not to ha- 
zard the producing a Carnojity. 


The membranous, and inner Coat 
of the Urethra becomes thicker, like 
every other Membrane, by being in- 
flamed; for a greater Quantity of Blood 
filling the Vefigls of a membranous Part, 
is with great Difficulty driven out of 
them; both on account of their Small. 
nefs; as alfo, that the reftitutive Force 
of fuch Veffels is very {mall, and the 
dmpetus the Blood receives from the — 
Heart is very much weaken’d in {mall 
Veflels, at fo great a Diftance, efpecially, 
from the Heart. And therefore, as an 
Lnflemmation produces a Thicknefs of 
Membranes, we have no difficulty in 
conceiving the Thicknefs of the mem- 
branous Coat of the Urethra, and the 
Carnofity on that account, if it is al- 
low’d that this Coat is firft inflamed by 
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the Matter of a Gonorrhea; or in pro- 
fecuting fome particular Method of cu« 
ring it. 


It has already been proved, and it 
Sannot be denied, that the Urethra is 
infamed in the Progtefs of a Gonor- 
rhea; but more particularly when the 
Method, by * diuretick Medicines, is 
longer perfifted in; for thereby the Ure- 
thra is divefted of its flimy Covering 


Nature has provided it, for a Defence. 


again{t the falr Urine, and falter Seed; 
and therefore, when the Membranous 
Coat ts long expofed to the falt Urine, 
this Coat is ftimulated by the falt Parts, 
and is inflamed; and in the Continuance 
of this Tafammation becomes thick, 
which is the Caule of a Carnofity. The 


Inflammation may be rendered more 


grievous, by the Sharpnefs of the cor- 
rupted Matter, and on other Accounts 
formerly related. | 


Hence it is, that the bending Part of 


the Urethra, under the Offa Pubis, is 


moft commonly the Place of the Car-

nofity 3 both becaufe of its Nearnefs tc 
the Neck of the Bladder when the U- 
riné has the greateft Quantity of Mo- 
tion, and alfo becaufe of the Bending 
where the Urine finds the greate{t Re- 
fiftance, and batters the Part. It is like- 
wife manifet,.that a long Ufe of Diu- 
yveticks is the moft common Caufe of a 
Callofity ; and as this Practice is more 
frequent in France, fo Caruncles are al- 
fo moft frequent in that Countrey. 

The Te of Membranes, becaufe 
of their Infammation, is not only ma- 
nifeft from the Nature of the thing, but 
what has been mentioned by fome of 
the moft difcerning Phyficians, and Sur- 
geons. * Areteus fays, Hujus rei Caufa 
eft Inflammatio ex Sanguinis multitudine 
oriens, ob quam Membrana craffefcit. 
Likewife the moft induftrious Mr. Ruy/ch 
fays he found + Membranam Lienem 


_ambientem (que in naturali Confirtutione 


tenerrima) in fui medio duobus in locis 
ita incraffatam. ut maximi {criptori Ca-

fervamus. Thus we find my Opinion 
confirmed, by one of the moft excellenr 
Obfervers, of any ancient Phyfician; as 
alfo, by a moft curious Inquirer into the 
State of morbid Bodies; fo there is no 
Doubt left about the thickening of Mem- 
branes, I have advanced on this Oc- 
cafion. The Thicknefs, then, of the Fz- 
ner Coat of the Urethra ftreightens its 
Paflage, and is the true Caufe of the 
Difficulty, and Suppreffion of Urine, or, 
of a Caruncle. 


This Truth becomes manifeft, by exa- 
mining Bodies of the Dead, who are 
afflicted with a Caruncle. Monfieur Saq 
viard, an experienced Surgeon in the 


Hotel-Dieu, is a very proper Voucher,: 


en this Occafion *. Phyficians, he tells 
us, and Surgeons, hitherto, believed ; and 
many ave ftill of Opimon, that the Dif~ 
jieulty and Suppreffion of Urine, that 
happens to fuch as have often had a Go-

| norrhoea 
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norrhoea in their Youth, are occafion'é 
by flefhy Excrefcences, or Warts, that 
ihe Virulent Ulcers have left im the Paf- 
fage of the Urethra: But the Opening 
a great Number of dead Bodies of thofe, 
that have perifoed by Misfortunes of 
this kind, have fully undecerved every 
Man of Senfe ; no manner of Excrefcence 
having ever been found im the Urethra 
of thefe Unfortunate People, that have 
been the greateft Sufferers by this Di- 
flemper, when alive. | 
Many more Iriftances might be al- 
ledged; but the foregoing Experience 
of this candid Surgeon is fufficient to 
confirm this Matter of Fad. Saviard, 
indeed, believes; that Difficulty and 
Suppreffion of Urine, proceed from the 
Scars and Cicatrices of Ulcers, that 
occafion’d the Gonorrhea. But this O- 
pinion, neither agreeing with this Symp- 
tom, nor with the common Place of the 
Caruncle, \eaves the Truth I have ad- 
vanced, altogether manifeft, and with- 
out Difpute. For a fmall Scar could not 
produce the Suppreffion; if we might 


_ fuppofe, that an Ulcer produces a Go- 


norrhea: Which has been proy’d to’ be 
impof- 
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impoflible. The Place, where a Caruncle 
ls commonly found, favours thofe Ul- 
cers as little; for they are in the Paf- 
face of the Urethra, where it is bul- 
bous; and no Running coming from 
that Part, there is not, confequently, 
any Virulent Ulcer there, to give it: and 
far iefs to become a Foundation for Scars, 
that are f{uppofed to be the Caufe of a 
Caruncle. And therefore a Caruncle is 
only produced by the Paflage of the U- 
vetbra becoming narrower, by its Thick- 
nefs, after a great and continued Jp- 
jlammation. 


Corol. Hence it is that Injections, 
which never arrive at the Seat of the 
Caruncle, can never occafion it. 


The foregoing Account of a Caruncle 
is fo diftin@, as to difcover all the pof- 
fible Means of treating it; or, it rather 
informs us, how this Danger may be 
prevented, by marking out the Method 
of curing a Gonorrhea, that common- 
ly produces it, together with the Man- 
ner of its being form’d. For if a Cas 
runcle is form’d, the Cure of it is very 
difficult, | | 
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Is an obftinate. Inflammation, in the 
Courfe of a Gonorrhea, the immediate 
Caule ofa Caruncle? Do Caruncles mot 
commonly follow a long Practice of 
Diureticks 2? In that Cafe, great Regard 
muft be had to an Inflammation either 
in the Urethra, or on the Glans ; be- 
caufe this is commonly propagated from 
the former: and diuretick Medicines 
ought either to be wholly omitted, or 
they mutt be adminiftred, with the great- 
eft Caution. 


But when an Inflammation ends, with 
a callows Thicknefs of the inner Coat 
of the Urethra; or, that a Caruncle is 
formed, the Difficulty of enlarging the 
Paflage of the Urethra, and of removing 
the Suppreffion of Urine is very great; 
efpecially if an Inflammation is again re- 
newed, by Jntemperance, or in any O- 
ther way. | 


The Cure of a Caruncle thercfore 


confitts, in deftroying the Callofity with 


a Canftick, which does not occafion 
Pain: For, every Application that has 
that Effeat, brings the greateft, and moft 

immec= 
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immediate Danger. When the Caruncle 
is deftroy’d, the Paflage of the Urethra 
muft be kept open, and dilated, with 
proper Caudles, and other cooling Me- 
dicines: though the moft effectual Af 
fiftance, that can be given thofe Un- 
happy Sufferers, for the firft Pleafures 
of their Youth, chiefly depends upon 
the Unfortunate themfelves; and more 
than upon either the Art irfelf, or the 
Curer: For they mutt live foberly, and 
avoid every thing that may hate their 
Blood, in general; and their Urine par- 
ticularly. —

I was fent for by a Perfon of the firft 
Quality, who was apprehenfive of his 
having a Carnofity ; his Water, at no 
time, running out in a fall Stream; and 
it came rolling out, as when Water, in 
a rapid Stream, runs overa large Stone ; 
which laft Symptom fhew’d me, that the 
Stop was near the Glas. We had con- 

- fulted fome Phyficians, and many Sur- 
geons, who, were all of Opinion, that 
he had a Carnofity. But I told him thac 
could not be determined otherwife than 
by being fearched: He was very. averfe to 
it, having already made ufe of a fmall Wax 
Candle, which put him to a great deal 
of Pain. I told him, that might be done 
more eafily with a better, and more 

3 ? Ne coy cient 
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convenient Inftrument; accordingly, af- 
tér a good deal of Perfuafion, and that 
he found I muft otherwife proceed in 
the dark; he fubmitted to be fearched 


by Dr. Cyprianus, who did it very much 


to his Satisfaction, by not putting him 
to Pain. | 


As there was no Stop any where to 
his Inftrument; I was confirm’d in the 
Sufpicion I entertain’d of a Swelling at 
the Orifice of the firtt Lacuna; which 
Swelling fill’d part of the Uretha, and 
oecafion’d this interrupted Efflux, and 
the rolling out of the Water; which 
Cyprianus aflented to, as being very rea~ 
fonable, though he had never before 
met with any Cafe of this kind. And 
therefore I ordered him fuch Medicines, 
inwardly, as might abate the Inflamma- 
tion, and make the Liquors fow in the 
{mall Veflels that were obftruéted. But 
‘there was no fenfible Benefit by thefe Me- 
dicines for feveral Days; till, endeavour- 
ing to favour the other Medicines, bya 
proper Application near the Part; there 
appeared a Running, every way like that 
of a Gonorrhwa, and the Water came 
without any Interruption, or Stop. 

XS Both 
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Both which Effects {urpriz’d my Pa- 
tient; and,in fome Meafure, myfelf. He 
having aflured me that he believed he was 
Clapt, yet he did not, know how that 
could be, fince he had not known any 
Woman, befides his Wife. He was very 
much pleafed to fee an end of his dreaded 
Carnofity ; which JT affured him would 
not return. As to the Matter of the 
Running, after this Declaration, ‘I was 
perfuaded it was of that Nature which 
I fpoke of in Chap. IV. and told him 
that it might leave off running of itfelf, 
in a few Days. I ask’d my Patient if 
this kind of Running had not. often 
happened to him before; which upon 
Recolleétion he faid-had been frequently 
fo, and that he had confulted feveral Phy- 
ficians, and many French Surgeons, which 
laft always told him he was echauffée ; 
but all recommended Caffia, Emulfions, 
and fuch like Methods, without one of 
them knowing how it was with their 
Patient; cooling a Part, which they fup- 
pofed heated, being their whole View; 
as if every Inflammation was to be taken 
off by Medicines actually cold. After 
five or fix Days the Running cealed,

eae) TE Lmperfections I 
EOT have obferved in all 
the Accounts of a 
Gonorrheea, bither- 
| to publifhed, and the 

Indecent and almoff Obfcene 
Manner of deftvibing this Difiem- 
per, have induced me to commu- 
nicate my Thoughts on that Sub- 
ject, after this manner, to the Pub- 
lick; whieh I have endeavoured 
to do in futh a way, as maylead 
the Readers into a true Know- 
~ ledge of its Nature aud Method 
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of Cure, wzthout excttimg victous 
Inchinations, whereas, moft Trea- 
tifes, of jae seem pane defigned 
to tuflame the Youth with Impure 
Notions, than to affift them with 
fufficient Remedies agaznfi the 
Drfeafe ;.and the Corruption con~ 
veyed to the Imagination, by fuch 
Books, 2s more peruictous ‘hate the 
Contagion recerved Ay the Difiem= 


per. 


But fince both thefe Faults may 
be eafily avoided, and yet a fuller 
and more perfect ‘Account of aGo- 
norrhoea given ; which fhall ex- 

pyle ws Danger, and mform ihe 
oni without polluting the 
Mind; I cannot doubt of a fa- 
vourable Reception of an Under- 
taking of this kind,

The Prerace. 

The Defects, indeed, of former 
Writers are beft known to Phyfi- 
cians, who not only lament thofe 
Wants, but earneftly wifh to have 
them fupplied. L fhall not prefume 
to mention all the particular Kr- 
rors in a fhort Preface, fince they 
will fully appear m the Tenor of 
this Difcourfe. It is fufficrent to 
obferve in general, thatthe Terms 
in common. ufe are Ob{cure, the 
Defcriptions mifapplied ; /carce 
one Symptom ts explained, and the 
Difeafe ufelf is fo little known, 
that it is mifcalled by the Name 
of Ove of the Symptoms. We can- 
not wonder therefore that more 
proper Indications of zs Cure are 
not laid down, fince its Nature ts 
fo little under flood, and the Ways 
by which it goes off fo lutle known, 
upon which Account the Event a 

the 
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the Difiemper 1s always Doubt- 
ful, and often Fatal. . , 


Now all thefe Miftakes ave not — 
only made manifeft, but redreffed 
m the following Difcourfe; and 
New Medicines as well as New 
Methods are znvented, whereby 
the worft Effects of a Gonorrheea 
are remedied im the fhorteft Time, 
without any Pam, and with the — 
greateft Certamty. 


L have purpofely avoided fay- 
mg any thing of the Beginning of 
this Difeafe, or zs late Appear- 
ance 72 the World ; judging wt far 
more ufeful to explam its Nature 
and Method of Cure, than to 
treat of Matters encompaffed with 
fo great Uncertainty. 
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notwithftanding ofall Endeayours to keep 
it a foot; but there never happen’d any 


farther Interruption in the free Difcharge 
of his Water. 


But that I may put an end to this 
Chapter, and with it finifh the whole 
Subje&t of the Gonorrhea; I would 
have it obferved, that I, defignedly, for- 
bear difcourfing of the Bubo, which 
moft Phyficians treat of when they write 
of the Gonorrhea, and its Symptoms ; 
and that becaufe the Blood has not re- 
ceived any venereal Taint while the Cor- 
ruption is altogether confined to the La- 
cuneé, and from them is difcharged into 
the Urethra: Whereas the Blood. itfelf 
is corrupted, either from reftraining the 
Running, but moft commonly by a 


Shanker, when the Bubo is formed: . 


Which, on that account, muft be reckon’d 
among the firft Symptoms of the Lues, 
but never among thole of a Gonor- 
rhea. 
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The Sum of what ws already fet 
forth with much Argument 
and Labour , reduced to the 


Shorteft and eafteft manner of 
apprehending it. 


HAT I may now put afi end to 

this Work, and comprize in few 
Words all that has been fhewn in this 
Book, and at the fame time proyide for 
thofe Readers that cannot bear a long, 
ferious, and laborious Application to Ar- 
guments, Diflection and. Experiments ; 
but foon tire of fo great a multitude of 
things that are abfolutely neceflary to be 
underftood in order to know this one 
thing, the Nature ofa Gonorrheaand ofa 
Shanker, thefe being the whole of the Ve- 
nereal Difeafe that talls under our prefent 
Confideration. Let thofe, therefore, that 


have their Eafe fo much at Heart lay afide 


the many Reafonings that are to be met 
with in this Performance, as if they 
| were 
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were either fal/e, fuperfluous or ufelefs ; 


but ler them remember by what Steps 
I got into the Nature and Seat of a Go- 
norrhwa; how I have deduced the Me- 
thod of Cure from them; and how from 
both thefe I have difcovered all other 
Symptoms, that feem’d to compofe the 
whole Doétrine of the Gonorrhwa ; even 
up to the forming the Pox, or Lues Ve- 
ner eb. , 


As the Symptoms of a Gonorrhea 
are very obvious, little perplexed with 
the Symptoms of other Dileafes, that 
often crofs our Inquiries on other Oc- 
cafions, fo, by inveftigating them, we 


find; that the Matter of a Gonorrhea 


is a natural Liquor corrupted; and this 
Corruption being fharp, and ftimulating, 
gives the Quantity of the Raung ; 
which Quantity is always proportionable 
to the Degree of the Sharpnefs, while 
the Liquor is of its natural thicknefs. 


This Caufe is fo very univerfal; that 
any Sharpnefs; coming into the Liquor 
of the Lacuna, never fails to increafe 
the Quantity of its Efflux. Hence we 
became apprized of the Nature of the 
Fluor Albus, withoyt a particular In- 


quiry 
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quiry into it, and of an analogous Run- 
ning in Men; both very confonant to 
Experience; but both unfeen, becaufe 
we were not fully inftru&ted in the Me- 
thod of difcovering unknown Symp- 
toms, from the Nature of the Difeafe. 


We know, likewife, that this Running 
not only comes from the Lacune, but 
moft commonly from the firft Lacuna ; 


and though what is faid feems to be 


{poke of the Lacune of Men, yet it is 
every whit as true of the Lacune of 
WVomen ; which they have in great a- 
bundance, not only at the Opening of 
their Urethra into the Vagina, but up the 
whole Length of their Urethra; but as 
the Lacune of Men open towards the 
Glans, fo the Lacuna, in the Urethra 
of Women, open towards the Bladder ; 


_ which is of great Ufe to be obferved. 


Here we are taught; how a great 
Quantity of the Corruption is the Caufe 
of a Shanker, and a lefs Quantity the 
Caufe of a Gonorrhea: How the na- 
tural Liquor of the Lacung being grof- 
fer does not run out, even though it 
grows fharper, and is the Caufe of the 
Algedo, How the Liquor of the La- 
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cong {utters the Urethra to be inflamed, 


and concurs’ as a Caufe of its Inflam-— 


mation, and thereby produces the Paiz 
in Erection, and a Heat of Urine ; tho’ 
this Inflammation is often encreafed, by 
the Sharpnefs of the Medicines, that are 
given for the Cure of the Gonorrhea.We 
are likewife informed, that the Gleet, 
and Carno/ity, are always produced by the 
Practice of the Medicines for curing a Go- 
norr hea, and the Swelling of the Te/ticles 
moft commonly on the fame Account. 


But as thefe Symptoms flow from 
the corrupted Streams of the Lacuna, 
fo the Phimofis and Periphimofis pro- 
ceed from the Shankers. When thefe 
things are duly reprefented, the Defign 
of curing a Gonorrhea lies open to our 
View; for either the Stock of Corrup- 
tion muft be run off, or we mut de- 
{troy its Sharpnefs; which is indeed the 
deftroying the Corruption itfelf. Hereby 
we become apprized, how far any Me- 
dicine can ferve us in purfuing either of 
thefe Purpofes; and how fome Me- 
dicines only remedy the ill Effeéts of 
fome others; though thofe have pafled 
for being as neceflary, as any of the 
former. 2

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* Te muft not be forgot how plainly the 
furprizing Stru€ture of the Penis hasbeen 
laid open to us by Anatomy, and how 
bountifully Nature has recompenfed our 
Labour, in expofing to the Sight what- 


ever was formerly found by Reafoning; 


fo that hereafter we may truft our Rea- 
fon, in ‘guiding us, from a few Symp- 
toms, into the Nature of a Difcafe; 
fince, in moft Difeafes, our Eye-fight can 
make our Conclufions more obvious, 
chough not more true. How ealily do 
we apprehend how a Gonorrhea is got, 
when we fee the Urethra under the 
Glans is far from being fhut clofe, in the 
ftrongeft Ereétion ; and, juft beyond that, 
is the great Lacuna ; whereinto, on this 
account, there is an eafy Paflage for the 
Corruption under. che Glas, and as ealy 
an Admittance into the Lacuna. The 
Liquor of the Lacuna is eafily corrupted, 
and flows out in an extrordinary Quan- 


‘tity, and, with it, the hideous Train of 


Symptoms already defcribed ; and which, 
at firft, led us into their Caufe ; but 
every one whereof may be now read out 


of this Book of Nature. 
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
